Introduction to Scientology 

Scientology is different than any other Earth 
organization of information or knowledge to date. 
The word "science” as you know is a simple word 
meaning merely "truth". Scientology means knowing, 
"Sdo” (Latin), but "Sdo" means something quite 
interesting. It doesn't mean just knowing—it means 
knowing in the fullest sense of the word. Scientol¬ 
ogy is an aim at total know. 

People have a great deal of difficulty describing 
Scientology to other people, for the excellent reason 
that they try to fit it into a frame of reference with 
other "Itnows". They say, "Well then it's like some¬ 
thing or other.” Well, there have not been any other 
total “knows". 

As far as the basic attempt is concerned, there has 
been only one organization of knowledge on earth 
which has had a similar goal—which is the goal of 
Total Freedom, being able to get out of the trap of 
confusion, being able to back up and take a look at 
it all, and that was Buddhism, practically 2500 years 
ago. 

Unfortunately Buddhism isn't adequate as & 
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comparable datum to Scientology because t e 
Western World hasn’t a clue as to what Buddhism is 
all about, and we should understand that we're em¬ 
ir-bed upon something that hasn’t been embarked 
upon for 2500 years. It isn’t that what we’re doing 
is as important as Buddhism. It isn’t that Buddhism 
is as important as Scientology. But both of them at¬ 
tempted to select out the important things—a selec¬ 
tion of the importances of life, and to fiU Mans 
void of knowing with accurate observation. 

Scientology is a practical, every-day philosophy— 
a technology of the human spirit. Through Scien¬ 
tology, Man lias the means to better himself, mcrease 

his abilities and raise his I.Q. 

Scientology evolved from Dianetics. Dianetics and 
its goals are outlined in Dianetics. the Modern Sci¬ 
ence of Mental Health, published on May 9th.

The Evolution of a Science 


The optimum computing machine is a subject 
which many of us have studied. If you were build¬ 
ing one, how would you design it? 

First, the machine should be able to compute with 
perfect accuracy on any problem in the Universe and 
produce answers which were always and invariably 
right 

Second, the computer would have to be swift, 
working much more quickly than the problem and 
process could be vocally articulated. 

Third, the computer would have to be able to 
handle large numbers of variables and large num¬ 
bers of problems simultaneously. 

Fourth, the computer would have to be able to 
evaluate its own data and there would have to 
remain available within it not only a record of its 
former conclusions but the evaluations leading to 
those conclusions. 
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which might serve future computations and the data 
in the bank would have to be available to the 
analytical portion of the computer in the smallest ; 
fractions of a second. 

Sixth, the computer would have to be able to 
rearrange former conclusions or alter them in the 
light of new experience. 

Seventh, the computer would not need an exterior 
program director but would be entirely self-deter¬ 
mined about its programming guided only by the 
necessity-value of the solution which it itself would 
determine. 

Eighth, the computer should be self-servicing and 
self-arming against present and future damage and 
would be able to estimate future damage. 

Ninth, the computer should be served by percep¬ 
tion by which it could determine necessity-value. The 
equipment should include means of contacting all 
desirable characteristics in the finite world. This 
would mean color-visio, tone-audio, odor, tactile and 
self perceptions—for without the last it could not 
properly service itself. 

Tenth, the memory bank should store perceptions 
as perceived, consecutive with tune received with the 
smallest possible time divisions between perceptions. 
It would then store in color-visio (moving), tone- 
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audio (flowing), odor, tactile and self sensation, all 
of them cross-co-ordinated. 

Eleventh, for the purposes of solutions, it would 
have to be able to create new situations and imagine 
new perceptions hitherto not perceived and should 
be able to conceive these to itself in terms of tone- 
audio, color-visio, odor, tactile and self sensation 
and should be able to file anything so conceived as 
imagined labeled memories. 

Twelfth, its memory banks should not exhaust on 
inspection but should furnish to the central perceptor 
Of the computer, without distortion, perfect copies 
of everything and anything in the banks in color- 
visio, tone-audio, odor, tactile and organic sensations. 
Thirteenth, the entire machine should be portable. 
There are other desirable characteristics but those 
listed above will do for the moment. 

It might be somewhat astonishing, at first, to con¬ 
ceive of such a computer. But the fact is, the 
machine is in existence. There are about two billion 
of them in use today and many, many more billions 
have been made and used in the past. 

In fact, you've got one. For we are dealing with 
the human mind.

—recall, for instance, and that some did not. I had 
no idea that many people imagined, an new

were imagining, in tone-audio, et cetera, and would 
have received with surprise the data that somebody 
could smell and taste last Thanksgiving's turkey 
when he recalled it. 

Fifteen years ago, when the researches which cul¬ 
minated in Dianetics 1 (Gr. dianoua thought) were 
started in earnest, no such high optimum of the 
human brain was held. In fact, the project was not 
begun to trace function and restore optimum opera¬ 
tion, . but to know the key to human behavior and 
the code law which would reduce all knowledge. 

My right to enter this field was an inquiring brain 
which had been trained in mathematics and engi¬ 
neering and which had a memory bank full of ques¬ 
tions and far-flung observations. 

It was the basic contention that the human mind 
was a problem in engineering and that all know¬ 
ledge would surrender to an engineering approach. 

And another primary assumption was made: 

All answers are basically simple. 

As it stands today, the science of Dianetics and 
its results—which are as demonstrable as the prop¬ 
osition that water, at fifteen pounds per square inch 
and 212* F. boils—is an engineering science, built 

1 Diarutics: That part of Scientology that deale with mental 
anatomy.

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heuristicahy* on axioms’. It works. That is the only 
claim for Dianetics or chemistry. They may not be 
True. But they work and work invariably in the 
finite world. 

When the problem had been shuffled around, in 
the beginning, and when questions had been formu¬ 
lated to be asked of the Universe at large, there was 
no concept of the optimum brain. Attention was 
fixed upon the normal brain. The normal brain was 
considered to be the optimum brain. Attempts were 
made, when work finally got around to the problem 
of the brain'itself, to obtain results comparable with 
the normal mind. Minds became aberrated*. When 
restored they would be normal. 

In fact, in the beginning, it was not even certain 
that minds could be restored. All that was required 
was an answer to existence and the reasons minds 
aberrated. 

In a lifetime of wandering around many strange 
things had been observed. The medicine man of the 
Goldi people of Manchuria, the shamans of North 
Borneo, Sioux medicine men, the cults of Los An¬ 
geles, and modem psychology. Amongst the people

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questioned about existence were a magician whose 
ancestors served in the court of Kublai Khan and a 
Hindu who could hypnotize cats. Dabbles had been 
made in mysticism, data had been studied from 
mythology to spiritualism. Odds and ends like these, 
countless odds and ends. 

If you were constructing this science, where would 
you have started? Here were all the various cuits 
and creeds and practices of a whole world to draw 
upon. Here were facts to a number which makes ro 21 
binary digits look small. If you were called upon to 
construct such a science and to come up with a work¬ 
able answer, what would you have assumed, gone to 
observe, or computed? 

Everybody and everything seemed to have a scrap 
of the answer. The cults of all the ages, of all the 
world seem, each one, to contain a fragment of the 
truth. How do we gather and assemble the frag¬ 
ments? Or do we give up this nearly impossible task 
and begin postulating our own answers? 

Well, this is the story of how Dianetics was built. 
This, at least, was the approach made to the prob¬ 
lem. Dianetics works, which is what an engineer 
asks, and it works all the time, which is what nature 
demands of the engineer. 

First, attempts were made to discover what school 
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or system was workable. Freud did occasionally. So. 
did Chinese acupuncture. So did magic healing crys¬ 
tals in Australia and miracle shrines in South Amer¬ 


ica. Faith healing, voodoo, narco-synthesis—and, 
understand this right here, no mystic mumbo jumbo 
need apply. An engineer has to have things he can 
measure. Later the word ‘‘demon” is used. That’s 
because Socrates describes one so well. Dianetic use 
oi it. like Clerk-Maxwell’s, is descriptive slang. But 
no wild immeasurable guesses or opinions were 
wanted. When an engineer uses only those, bridges 
break, buildings fall, dynamos stop and a civilization 
goes to wrack. 

A primary need, in arriving at a dynamic principle 


oi existence, was to discover what one wanted to 


know about existence. One does not have to dabble 


long with the gods to know that they point unvary¬ 
ingly if divinely up a very blind alley. And an 
engineering study of mysticism demonstrates that 
mysticism embraces largely what it cannot hope to 
state precisely. 

The first proposition went off something on this 
order. Let us find out what we cannot consider or do 


not need to consider to get an answer we can use. 
Some tests seemed to demonstrate that the exact 


identity oi the Prime Mover Unmoved was not 
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necessary to the computation. Man has been con¬ 
vinced (or a long time that He started this affair, so 
no great gain could be made in getting disputive 
about it. Let us then take a level immediately below 
the Prime Mover Unmoved. 

Now let us see what else falls into the category 
of data unnecessary to the computation. Well, we've 
studied telepathy, demons, the Indian rope trick and 
the human soul and so far we have yet to find any 
constants in this class of data. So let us draw a line 
below that as our highest level of necessary informa¬ 
tion and now call this our highest line. 

What do we have left? We have the finite world, 
blue serge suits, Salinas Valley, the Cathedral at 
Rheims as a building and several decayed empires 
and roast beef for dinner. We have left only what 
we can perceive with no higher level of abstraction. 

Now, how do we perceive and on what and with 
what? Ensues here a lot of time spent—1937—in 
computing out the brain as an electronic calculator 
with the probable mathematics of its operation plus 
the impossibility of such a structure capable of doing ■ 
such things. Let us then rale out the necessity of 
knowing structure and use this as an analogy only 
which can become a variable in the equation if 
necessary. 
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Now what do we have? Well, we’ve been a little 
hard on demons and the human soul. These are 
popular but they refuse to stand out and submit to 
a thorough inspection and caliper mensuration and 
if they won’t so co-operate, then neither will we. 

And so two things come from this reduction of 
equation factors necessary to solution. First, exis¬ 
tence is probably finite and second, finite factors 
alone answered the need of the problem. 

Probably we could be very obtuse and mathcmati- • ' 

cal here, but no matter. A good, workable heuristic . - 

principle, a workable one, is worth an infinity of for- . ■- 
mulas based on Authority and opinions which do ■ 
not work. 

All we can do is try the principle. We need a -V 
dynamic principle of existence. We look in Spencer ■' 
and we find something which reads awfully good. It 
read good when he took it from Indian writings, the 
same place Lucretius got it. But it only pretends to 
be dynamic because it doesn't compute. We need a . 
dyr.air.ic principle, not a description. 

But what does a principle mean in a sphere this 
large? And doesn’t it need a better definition? Let us 
then call it a dynamic lowest common denominator 
, C~l> of existence. 

'--0 Will such a lowest common denominator lead us 
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straight up above the highest level we have set and 
send us spinning oil with a fist full of variables and 
no answer? It had better not. So let us pose some 
more questions and see if they clarify the principle. 

What can we know? Can we know where life 
came from? Not just now. Can we know where life 
. ..is going? Well, that would be interesting but few of 
us .will live to see that. So what can we know? Who, 
when, why, where, what—WHAT 1 We can know 
WHAT life is doing. 

Let us postulate 3 now that life started somewhere 
and is going somewhere.. To know where it came 
fram might solve a lot of problems but that seems 
unnecessary to know at this time for this problem. 
And the somewhere might be known too some day 
but again we do not need to know that. So now we 
have something for the equation which v/ill stay in 
terms of constants. WHAT is life doing enroutc? 

Life is energy of some sort. The purpose seems 
to involve energy. We are being heuristic. No argu¬ 
ments necessary because all we want is something 
with a high degree of workability, that’s all any 
scientist needs. If this won’t work, we’U dream up 
another one and postulate until something does 
work. 

Pottulala: (verb) to conclude, decide or reeolve a problem. 
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What is energy doing? It’s surviving—changing 
form, but surviving. 

What is life doing? It’s surviving. 

Nov? maybe it is doing a whole lot more, but we'll 
just try this on for size. What is the lowest common 
denominator of all existence which we have so far 
found? 

SURVIVE! 

The only test of an organism is survival. 

That can be computed. 

We can even’go so far as to make it colorful and 
say that there was a beginning of track and at this 
beginning of track Somebody said SURVIVE! He 
didn't say why and He didn't say until. All He said 
was SURVIVE! 

Well, that's simple and it computes. It makes 
sense on the slide rule and it makes sense with a lot 
of activity and it seems pretty good—let’s see. 

The brain was a computer-director evolved on the it 

same principles and on the same plan as cells and ^ 

by cells and is composed of cells. The brain resolved jj 

problems relating to survival, asked itself questions 
about survival, acted upon its own best conceived but 
personally viewpointed plan for survival. 

If one sagged down toward unsurvival, one was 
goaded up the scale toward survival by pain. One 


was lured ahead by pleasure into survival. There 
was a graduated scale with one end in death and the 
other in immortality. 

The brain thought in terms of differences, simi¬ 
larities and identities and all its problems were 
resolved on these lines and all these problems and 
all these activities were strictly and solely survival- 
motivated. The basic command data on which the 
body and brain operated was SURVIVE! That was 
all; nothing fell outside this. 

It was postulated to see if it worked. 

That was in 1938 after several years of study. The 
axioms began with SURVIVE! SURVIVE was the 
lowest common denominator of all existence. They 
proceeded through axioms as to what Man was do¬ 
ing and how he was doing it. Nice definitions for 
intelligence, drive, happiness, good, evil and so forth 
fell into line. Suicide, laughter, drunkenness and 
folly all fell inside this, too, as it computed out. 

These computations stood the tests of several 
years. And then, as you may have heard, came a war. 
But even wars end. Research was resumed, but now 
with the added necessity of applying the knowledge 
gained to the problems of friends who had not 
survived the war too well. 

A researcher gets out on a rim of the unknown 
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just so far and the guide books run out. In the 
libraries were thousands and thousands of mental 
cases, neatly recorded. And not one case contained 
in it the essential data to its solution. These cases 
might just as well have been written in vanishing 
ink for all the good they were. Beyond proving con¬ 
clusively that people manifested strange mental aber¬ 
rations they were worthless. How do you go about 
building a science of thought without being permit¬ 
ted to observe and without having any observed 
data? 

Out of a multitude of personal observations in 
this anc) distant lands, it was the first task to find a 
constant. I had studied hypnotism in Asia. I knew 
hypnotism was, more or less, a fundamental. When¬ 
ever shamans, medicine men, exorcists or even mod¬ 
ern psychologists go to work, they incline toward 
practices which are hypnotic. 

But of what use is such a terrible, unpredictable 
variable as hypnotism. On some people it works. On 
most it doesn’t. On those on whom it works it some¬ 
times achieves good results, sometimes bad. Wild 
stufl, hypnotism. 

The physical scientist, however, is not unacquaint¬ 
ed with the use of a wild variable. Such erratic 
things usually hide real, important laws. Hypnotism 
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was a sort of constant thread through all the cults— 
or hypnotic practices—but perhaps one might at 
least look at it. 

So hypnotism was examined. A wild radical. The 
reason it was wild might be a good answer. The first 
investigation of it wa3 quite brief. It did not need 
to be longer. 

Examine a post-hypnotic suggestion. Patient in 
amnesia trance. Tell him that when he awakens he 
will remove his left shoe and put it on the mantel. 
Then tell him that he will forget he has been told 
and wake him up. He awakens, blinlcs for a while 
and then puts his foot forward and removes his shoe. 
Ask him why. "My foot’s too hot." He puts the shoe 
on the mantel. Why? "I hate to put on a damp shoe. 
Wanner up here and it will dry.” Keep this in mind, 
this experiment. The full reason for its importance 
did not appear for nine years. But it was recognized 
that, with various suggestions, one could create the 
appearance of various neuroses, psychoses, compul¬ 
sions and repressions listed by the psychiatrist. The 
examination promptly went no further. One had too 
few answers yet. But it was dear, that hypnotism and 
insanity were, somehow, identities. A search was 
begun for the reason why. 

For a long time and with many, many people 
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attempts were made to unlock the riddle. What 
caused hypnotism? What did it do? Why did it 
behave unpredictably? 

Examination was made of hypno-analysis. It 
sounds good in the texts but it doesn't work. It 
doesn't work for several reasons, first among them 
being that you can’t hypnotize everybody. Further it 
works only occasionally, even when a person can be 
hypnotized. So hypno-analysis was buried along with 
the water-cure of Bedlam and the pre-frontal lobot- 
omy and the demon-extraction techniques of the 
shamans of British Guiana, and the search for the 
key which could restore a mind to normal was con¬ 
tinued. 

But hypnotism wouldn't stay quite dead. Narco¬ 
synthesis 0 seemed a good lead, until some cases were 
discovered which had been “cured” by narco-syn¬ 
thesis. They were re-worked with the technique just 
to discover what bad occurred. Narco-synthesis 
sometimes seemed to fix a man up so his war neu¬ 
rosis could rise to even greater heights at some 
Osj future date. No, that is not entirely fair. It produces 

{■*-■> slightly higher results than a magic healing crystal 

* Ncrco-syntbsis: The practice of imlacmg Bleep with droge end 
then tnJJdng to tho patient to draw oot boned thoughts. 
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in the hands of an Australian medicine man. It 
seemed to do something beyond what it was sup¬ 
posed to dp, and that something beyond was bad. 
Here was another wild variable, a piece of the puzzle 
of insanity's cause. We knew WHAT Man was 
doing. He was surviving. Somehow, some way, he 
occasionally became irrational. Where did hypnotism 
fit into this? Why did drug hypnotism affect people 
so adversely at times? 

These people one met and worked with did seem 
to be trapped somehow by something which modem 
methods almost never touched. And why did whole 
nations rise up to slaughter nations? And why did 
religious zealots carry a banner and crescent across 
three quarters of Europe? People behave as if they'd 
been cursed by something. Were they basically evil? 
Was social training a thin veneer? Was the evil 
curse a natural inheritance from the tooth and daw 
animal kingdom? Was the brain ever capable of 
rationality? Hypnotism and narco-synthesis, unpre¬ 
dictable radicals, refused for a time to divulge 
answers. 

Out of orbit again and without tools with which 
to work, it was necessary to hark back to the tech¬ 
niques of the Kayan Shaman of Borneo, amongst 
others. Their theory is crude; they exorcise demons. 

*5 
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All right. We postulated that Man is evil, that the 
evil is native. Then we ought to be able to increase 
the civilized veneer by planting in him more civiliza¬ 
tion, using hypnotism. So the patient usually gets 
worse. That postulate didn't work; Provisional, let’s 
try the postulate that Man is good and follow its 
conclusions. And we suppose something such as the 
Borneo shaman’s Teh hi3 entered into him which 
directs him to do evil things. 

Man has believed longer that demons inhabit 
men than Man has believed they did not. We accu se 
demons. V/e look for some demons, one way or an¬ 
other. And we found so:ne / 

This was a discovery almost as mad as some of the 
patients on hand. But the thing to do was try to 
measure and classify demons. 

Strange work for an engineer and mathematician ! 
3 ut it was found that the ’’demons” could be classi¬ 
fied.. There were several "demons" in each patient, 
but til ere were only a few classes of "demons" 
Tncre were audio demons, sub-audio demons, visio 
demons, interior demons, exterior demons, ordering 
demons, directing demons, critical demons, apathetic 
demons, angry demons, bored demons and “curtain” 
demons who merely occluded things. The last seem¬ 
ed the most common. Looking into a few minds 


established soon that it was difficult to find anyone 
who didn’t have some of these demons. 

It was necessary to set up an optimum brain. That 
brain would be postulated, subject to change. It 
i would be the combined best qualities of all brains 

• j studied. It would be able to visualize in color and 

I hear with all tones and sounds present, all memories 

j necessary to thought. It would think without talk- 

-j ing to itself, thinking in concepts and conclusions 

rather than words. It would be able to imagine visu- 

I ally in color anything it cared to imagine and hear 

anything it cared to imagine it would hear. It was 
discovered eventually that it could also imagine 
smells and tactiles but this did not enter into the 
| original. Finally it would know when it was recall- 

1 ing and know when it was i magin i ng . 

Now, for purposes of analogy it was necessary to 
go back to the electronic computer idea conceived in 
1938. Circuits were drawn up for the visio and audio 
recall, for color and tone recall, for imagination 
visio and audio creation and color and tone creation. 
Then were drawn the memory bank circuits. All this 
was fairly easy at this time since some extensive 
i work had been done on this in the thirties. 

I ■ With this diagram, further circuits were set up. 

r The optimum brain was a plain circuit. To this were 
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added the “'demon" circuits. It was found that by 
very ordinary electronics one could install every 
kind of a "demon" that had been observed. 

The "demons", since none of them consented to 
present themselves for a proper examination as 
demons, were, it was concluded, installed in the brain 
in the same way one would install a new circuit in 
the optimum brain. But as there was just so much 
brain, it was obvious that these electronic "demons" 
were using parts of the optimum brain and that they 
were no more competent than the optimum brain 
inherently was. This was more postulating. All one 
wanted was a good result. If this hadn’t worked 
something else would have been tried. 

Thus the solution was entered upon. While the 
human brain is a shade too wonderful an instrument 
to be classified with anything as clumsy as content* 
porary electronics, as marvelous as modem electron¬ 
ics are, the analogy stands. It stands as an analogy. 
The whole science would hang together brightly 
now without that analogy. But it serves in this place. 

There are no demons. No ghosts and ghouls or 
To.'is. But there are aberrative circuits. So it was 
reasoned. It was a postulate. And then it became 
something more. 

One day a patient fell asleep. When he awakened 


he was found to be "somebody else”. As "somebody 
else" he was questioned very carefully. This patient, 
as "hinUelf", had a sonic memory block, an audio 
memory .block, and was color-blind. He was very 
' nervous ordinarily. Just now, awakened into being 
"somebodjr else” he was calm. He spoke in a lower 
-Voice tone.” Here, obviously, one was confronting 
. one of these electronic screw-ups the savants call 
schizophrenics. But not so. This was the basic per¬ 
sonality of .the patient himself, possessed of an 
optimum brain 1 

It was very rapidly established that he had color- 
■ visio recall on anything, tone-audio recall, tone-audio 
and,color-vino imagination and entire co-ordinative 
control He knew when he was i m agining and when 
he was recalling and that, too, was something he had 
not been able to do before. 

He wanted to know something. He wanted to 
know when the operator was going to help him get 
hiTTvuOf squared around. He had a lot of t h i ng s to 
do. He wanted to help his wife out so she wouldn't 
have to support the family. How unlike the patient 
of an hour before 1 

He obligingly did some mental computations with 
accuracy and clarity and then he was permitted to lie 
down and sleep. He woke up with no recollection 
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of what had happened. He had his old symptoms. 
Notliing could shake those electronic blocks. He 
didn’t even know if he had eaten lunch, the color of 
my scarf, and as for his wife, served her right for 
being a condemned woman. 

This was a first introduction to basic personality. 
It was a long way from a last acquaintance. It was 
found that it was possible to contact optimum brain 
operation in a number of people. 

And the basic personalities contacted were invari¬ 
ably strong, hardy, and constructively good I They 
were the same personalities as the patients had in a 
normal state minus certain mental powers, plus elec¬ 
tronic demons and plus general unhappiness. I found 
that a hardened criminal 1 with an obvious "crimi¬ 
nal mind" was, in basic personality, a sincere, intel¬ 
ligent being with ambition and co-operativeness. 

This was incredible. If this was basic brain, then 
basic brain was good. Then Man was basically good. 
Social nature was inherent! If this was basic brain— 

It was. That is a "Clear".* But we pull ahead of 
the story. 

People were uniformly miserable being aberrated. 
The most miserable patient on the rolls had an aber-

ration that made her act "happy" and the most ner¬ 
vous aberree one would ever care to encounter had a 
mastering aberration about being always "calm". 
She said she was happy and tried to make herself 
and everyone believe it. He said he was calm. He 
instantly flew into a nervous fit if you told him he 
wasn't calm. 

Tentatively and cautiously a conclusion was drawn 
that the optimum brain is the unaberrated brain, that 
the optimum brain is also the basic personality, that 
the basic personality, unless organically deranged, 
was good. If Man were basically good, then only a 
"black enchantment” could make him evil. 

What was the source of this enchantment. 

Did we admit superstitions and demons as actuali¬ 
ties and suppose the source was somet h i ng weird 
and wonderful in the way of ectoplasm? Or did we 
part company with many current beliefs and become 
something a little more scientific? 

The source, then, must be the exterior world. A 
basic personality, so anxious to be strong, probably 
would not aberrate itself without some very powerful 
internal personal devil at work. But with the devils 
and "things that go boomp in the night” heaved 
into the scrap heap, what did we have left? There 
was the exterior world and only the exterior world. 
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Good enough: we'll see if this works again. 
Somehow the exterior world gets interior. The indi¬ 
vidual becomes possessed of some unknowns which 
set up orcuits against his consent, the individual is 
aberrated, and is less able to survive. 

The next hunt was for the unknown factor The 
track looked pretty fair, so far. but the idea was to 
formulate a science, of thought. And a science, at 
least to an engineer, is something pretty precise. It 
had to be built on axioms to which there are p-e- 
emus feu>, if any, exceptions. It has to produce pro- 
dictable results uniformly and every time. 

Perhaps engineering sciences are this way because 
natural obstacles oppose the engineer, and matter 
has a rather unhandy way of refusing to be over¬ 
looked because someone has an opinion. If an engi¬ 
neer forms an opinion that trains can run in thin air 
and so omits the construction of a bridge across a 
stream, gravity is going to take over and spill one 
train into one stream. 

Thus, if wc are to have a science of thought, it is 
going to be necessary to have workable axioms 
winch, applied with techniques, will produce 
uniform results in all cases and produce them in¬ 
variably. 

A great deal of compartmentation of the problems 
33 
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had already been done, as previously mentioned 
or in the course of the work. This was necessary in 
order to examine the problem proper which was Man 
in the Universe. 

First we divided what we could probably think 
about and had to think about from what we prob¬ 
ably didn't have to think about, for purposes of our 
solution. Next we had to think about all men. Then 
a few men. Finally the individual man and at last a 
portion of the aberrative pattern of an individual 
man. 

How did the exterior world become an interior . 
aberration? 

There were many false starts and blind passages 
just as there had been in determining what an 
optimum brain would be. There were still so many 
variables and possible erroneous combinations in the 
computation that it looked like something out of 
Kant. But there is no argument with results. There 
is no substitute for a bridge heavy enough to hold a 
train. 

I tried, on the off-chance that they might be light, 
several schools of psychology—Jung, Adler. Even 
Freud. But not very seriously because over half the 
patients on the rolls had been given very extensive 
courses in psycho-analysis by experts, with no great 
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resets. The work of Pavlov was reviewed in case 
there was something there. But men aren't dogs 
Looking back on these people's work now. a lot of 
things they did made sense. But reading their work 
ana using it when one did not know, they didn't 
ma.:e sense, from which can be concluded that rear¬ 
view mirrors six feet wide tell more to a man who 
is dnving with a peephole in front than he knew 
when he was approaching an object. 

then came up another of a multitude of the doc¬ 
trines which had to be originated to resolve this 
work, the uUcf.cn of importances. One looked at 
a sea of facts. Every drop in the sea is like every 
other drop. Some few of the drops are of vast im¬ 
portance. How to find one? How to tell when it is 
important? A lot of prior art in the field of the mind 
and as far as I was concerned, all of it-is like 
that. Ten thousand facts, ad and each with one 
apparent umt importance value.' Now. unerringly 
se.cct the right one. Yes. once one has found, by some 
other means, the right one, it is very simple to look 
over the facts and pick out the proper one and say 
See? There it was all the time. Old Wbooda knew 
what he was doing." But try it before you know! It's 
a cinch Old Whoosis did not know or he would 
have red-tabbed the fact and thrown the others away. 
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So, with this new doctrine of the selection of im¬ 
portances, all data not of personal testing or dis¬ 
covery was jettisoned. I had been led up so many 
blind alleys by unthorough observation and careless 
work on the part of forerunners in this business that 
it was time to decide that it was much, much easier 
to construct a whole premise than it was to go 
needle-in-the-haystacking. It was a rather desperate 
turn of affairs when this came about. Nothing was 
working. I found I had imbibed, unconsciously, a lot 
of prior errors which were impeding the project. 
There were literally hundreds of these "why every¬ 
body knows that"—which had no more foundation 
in experimentation or observation than a Roman 
omen. 

So it was concluded that the exterior world got 
interior through some process entirely unknown and 
unsuspected. There was memory. How much did we 
know about memory? How many kinds of memory 
might there be? How many banks was the nervous 
system running on? The problem was not where 
they were. That was an off-track problem. The prob¬ 
lem was wltat they were. 

I drew up some fancy schematics, threw them 
away and drew some more. 1 drew up a genetic 
bank, a mimic bank, a social bank, a scientific bank. 
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Bat they were all wrong. They couldn't be located in 
a brain as such. 

Thai a terrible thought came. There was this 
doctrine of the rejection of importances. But there 
was another, earlier doctrine—the introduction of 
an arbitrary. Introduce an arbitrary and if it is only 
an arbitrary, the whole computation goes out. What 
was I doing that had introduced an arbitrary? Was 
there another "why, everybody knows that—" still 
in this computation? „ 

It’s hard to make your wits kick out things which . 
have been accepted, unquestioned, from earliest 
chfkwOcd, hard to suspect them. Another sea of 
facts, and these in the memory bank of the com¬ 
puter trying to find them. 

There was na arbitrary. Who introduced it I don't 
know but it was probably about the third shaman 
who practiced shortly after the third generation of 
talking men had begun to talk. 

Ihind and body. 

There's the pleasant little hooker. Take a good 
look at it. Mind AND body. This is one of those 
tilings like a ghost. Somebody said they saw one. 
They don’t recall just who it was or where but 
they're sure — 

Who said they were separate? Where’s the 
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evidence? Everybody who has measured a mind with¬ 
out the body being present please raise both his 
hands. Oh, yes, sure. In books. I'm talking to you 
but I'm not there in the room with you right now. 
So mind is naturally separate from body. Only it 
isn't. A man's body can leave footprints. Those are 
products of the body. The products of the mind can 
also be viewed when the body is not there, but these 
are products of and the product of the object is not 
the object. 

There can be a mind without ? body —but we 
must not confuse the products of the mind with the 
mind itself. 

So let’s consider these mental products and the 
body as a unity. Then the body remembers. It may 
co-ordinate its activities in a mechanism called the 
brain, but the fact is that the brain is also part of 
the nervous system and the nervous system extends 
all through the body. If you don’t believe it, pinch 
yourself. Then wait ten minutes and go back to the 
time you pinched yourself. Time travel back. Pre¬ 
tend you are all back there. You will feel the pinch; 
that's memory. 

All right. If the body remembers and if the mind 
and body are not necessarily two items, then what 
memories would be the strongest? Why, memories 
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that have pain in them, of course. And then what 
memories would be the strongest? Those which 
would have the most physical pain. But these are 
not recallable! 

Maybe it’s the wrong postulate, maybe people are 
in fifty pieces not just one, but let’s try it on for size. 

So I pinched a few patients and made them pre¬ 
tend they had moved back to the moment of the 
pinch. And it hurt them again. And one young man, 

■ who cared a great deal about science and not much 
about his physical being volunteered for a nice, 
heavy knock-out. 

And I took him back to it and he recalled it. 

Then came the idea that maybe people remem¬ 
bered their operations. And so a technique was 
invented and the nert thing I knew I had a memory 
of a nitrous o:dde dental operation laid wide open 
and in recall, complete with pain. 

A great deal of experimentation and observation 
disclosed the fact that there were no moments of 
"unconsciousness”. And that was another miscon¬ 
ception which had held up Man's progress. 

"Unconsciousness”. Some cay the word will either 
be gone or have a new meaning because just now it 
doesn't really mean a thing. 

The unconscious mini is the mind which is always 
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conscious. So there is no "unconscious mind’’. And 
there is no "unconsciousness’’. This made modem 
psychology look like Tarawa after the marines had 
landed; for this is about as easy to prove as the state¬ 
ment that when an apple is held three feet in the 
air and let fall, it drops, conditions being normal. 

It was necessary, then, to redraw all the circuit 
diagrams and to bring forth some terminology which 
would not be quite as erroneous as "unconscious¬ 
ness" and "the unconscious mind". 

For handy purposes, in view of the fact that I had 
got myself into difficulties before by using words 
with accepted meanings, I turned some adjectives 
into nouns, scrambled a few syllables and tried to 
get as far as possible from the focus of infection; 
Authority. By using old terms, one interposes, in 
communication, the necessity of explaining away an 
old meaning before he can explain the new one. A 
whole rbain of thought can get thoroughly jammed 
up in trying to explain that while this word meant 
... it now mo*™ ... Usually, in communications, 
one is not permitted to get beyond an effort to ex¬ 
plain one does not mean... 

Now there is no reason here to go in{o an evolu¬ 
tion of terms in Dianetics. The cycle of the evolu¬ 
tion is not yet complete. And so I will place here 
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terms which were long afterwards conceived. They 
are not yet stet. But their definitions are not quib¬ 
bles: the order of definition is clear in the order of 
apples are apples. 

The important t hing is what we are defining. 
There were several heuristic principles on which the 
initial work was based which were "understood” 
One was that the human mind was capable of solv¬ 
ing some of the riddles of existence. At this stage 
in the evolution of Dianetics, after "unconscious- ' 
ness" had been smoked out of the "why, everybody'' 
knows that—” class of information and labeled for 1 


what it was, an error, it was necessary to look over i- 
some of the "understood" postulates of 1938! And ’ 
one of those "everybody knows” postulates has been 
tfmt the human mind is not capable of understand- 
ing’ the workings of the human mind. 

’ And "everybody knew that" the human mind was 
liable to err, that it was stupid, and was very easil y 
aberrated by such small things as because papa loved 

mama and Jimmy wanted to love mama too. 

And "everybody knew that" the workings of the 
human mind were enormously complex; so involved 
that a complete direct solution of the problem was 
impossible. That, in effect, the human mind was a 
Rube Goldberg device built up of an enormously 
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unstable and delicately balanced pile of odd-shaped 
bits of emotion and experience, liable to collapse at 
any time. 

From the engineering viewpoint, that seems a little 
strange. Two billion years of evolution, a billion 
: successive test models, would tend to produce a fairly 
' streamlined, functional mechanism. After that much 
experience, animal life would be expected to pro¬ 
duce a truly functional mechanism—and Rube Gold¬ 
berg’s devices are amusing because they are so' 
insanely non-functional. It somehow doesn't seem 
probable that two billion,years of trial and error 
development could wind up with a clumsy, complex, 
poorly balanced mechanism for survival—and that 
jerry-built thing an absolute master of all other 
animal life! 

Some of those "everybody knows that—" postu¬ 
lates needed checking—and checking, out of the 
computation. 

First, everybody knows that "to err is human". 
And second everybody knows that we are pawns in 
the hairy grasp of some ogre who is and always will 
be unknown. 

Only this didn't sound like engineering to me. I’d 
listened to the voodoo drums in Cap Haitian and the 
bullhorns in the lama temples of the Western Hills.

The people who beat those drums and blew those 
horns were subject to disease, starvation and terror. 


Looked like we had a 


ratio at work here. The closer 


a civilisation—or a man—moved toward admitting 
the ability of the human mind to compute—the 
closer the proposition was entered that natural ob¬ 
stacles and chaos were susceptible to orderly solution 
—the better he—or they—fared in the business of 
living. And here we were back with our original 
postulate again, SURVIVE! Now this computation 
would be warranted only if it worked, 

But it was a not unwarrantable conclusion, I had 


had experience now with basic personality. Basic 
personality could compute like a well greased Uni- 
vac. It was constructive. It was rational. It was sane. 


And so we entered upon the next seven league 
boot stride in this evolution. What was sanity? It 
was rationality. A man was sane in the ratio that he 
could compute accurately, limited only by informa¬ 
tion and viewpoint. 

What was the optimum brain? It was an entirely 
rational brain. What did one have to have to be 


entirely rational? What would any electronic com¬ 
puter have to have? AH data must be available for 
inspection. All data it contained must be derived from 
its own computation or it must be able to compute 
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and check the data it is fed. Take any electronic cal- 
; culator ... no, on second thought, don’t take them. 

:| .They're not smart enough to be on the same plane 

with the mind because they are of a greatly sub order 
. j of magnitude. Very well, let’s take the mind itself, 

the optimum mind. Compare it to itself. When did 
Man become sentient?’ It’s not absolutely.necessary 

i to the problem or these results to know just when or 

h where Man began to THINK, but let’s compare him 

to his fellow mammals. What does he have that the 
/ other Tn^mmalc don’t have? What can he do that 

ii they can’t do? What does he have that they have? 

All it takes is the right question. What does he 
have that they have? He does have something—and 
he has something more than they have. Is it the 
same order? More or less. 

You never met a dog yet that could drive a car, or 
a rat that could do arithmetic. But you have men 
that couldn't drive a car, and men that couldn’t do 
much better with arithmetic than a rat. How did 
such men vary from the average? 

It ceemwl that the average man had a computer 
that was not only better, it was infinitely finer than 
any animal's brain. When something happens to the 

s StmtitrU: responsive to or conscious oi sense impressions. 
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computer, Man is no longer MAN but a dog or a rat, 
for purposes of comparison in mental power. 

Man's computer must be pretty good. After all 

those millions of years of evolution, it should be_ 

in fact it should, by this time, have evolved a perfect 
computer, one that didn't give wrong answers be¬ 
cause it couldn't male a mistake. We’ve already 
developed electronic computing machines so design¬ 
ed, with such built-in self-checking circuits, that they 
can't by their very nature, turn out a wrong answer. 
Those machines stop themselves and summon an 
operator if something goes wrong so that the com¬ 
puter starts producing a wrong answer. We know¬ 
how to make a machine that would not only do that, 
but set up circuits to find the error, and correct the 
erring circuit. If men have figured out ways to do 

that with a macliinc already_ 

I had long since laid aside the idea that one could 
do this job by dissecting a neurone. Dead, they don't 
talk. Now I had to lay aside the idea that the brain’s 
structural mechanism could even be guessed at this 
stage. But working on the heuristic b asis of what- 
works, it is not necessary to know how it is done in 
terms of physical mechanism if we can show that it 
is done. It was convenient to use electronic circuits 
as analogs, and the analogy of an electronic brain.

because I knew the terms of these things. The brain 
may or may not run on electric currents; what things 
can be measured in and around it by voltmeters 
are interesting. But electricity itself is measured 
indirectly today. Temperature is measured by the 
coefficient of expansion caused by temperature. Ence- 
phalographs* are useful working around a brain but 
that doesn’t mean that the brain is as clumsy and 
crude as a vacuum tube rig. This was a necessary 
step because if the problem were to be solved one 
had to suppose that the brain could be patched up 
and with some method decidedly short of surgery. 

So here was what I seemed to be working with: a 
computing machine that could work from data stored 
in memory banks, and was so designed that the com¬ 
puter circuits themselves were inherently incapable 
of miscomputation. The computer was equipped 
with sensing devices—the sensory organs—which 
enabled it to compare its conclusions with the exter¬ 
nal world, and thus to use the data of the external 
world as part of the checking feedback circuits. If 
the derived answer did not match the observed 
external world, since the computing circuits were 
inherently incapable of producing a wrong 

* Encfpkatograpk: An apparatus for detecting and recording brain 
waves. 
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computation, the data used in the problem must 
itself be wrong. Thus, a perfect, errorless computer 
can use external v/orld data to check the validity 
of and evaluate its own data input. Only if the 
computational mechanism is inherently error-proof 
would this be possible. But men have already figured 
out mechanically simple ways of making an error- 
proof computer—and if Man can figure it out at this 
stage of the game, two billion years of evolution 
could and would. ; 

How did the mind work? Well, to solve this prob¬ 
lem we did not have to know. Dr. Shannon com¬ 
mented that he had tried every way he could think 
of to compute the material in the memory bank of 
the brain, and he had been forced to conclude that 
the brain could not retain more than three months' 


worth of observations if it recorded everything. And 
Dianetic research reveals that everything is recorded 
and retained. Dr. McCulloch of the University of 
Illinois postulating the electronic brain in 1949 is 


—d to have done some computation to the effect 


that if the human brain cost a million dollars to 


build, its vacuum tubes would have to cost about 0-1 


cent each, that the amount of power it would con¬ 
sume would light New York City and that it would 
take Niagara Falls to cool it. To these competent 
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gentlemen we deliver up the problems of structure. 
To date Dianetics has not violated anything actually 
known about structure. Indeed, by studious applica¬ 
tion of Dianetic principles, maybe the problem of 
structure can be better approached. But at a swoop, 
we have all this off our minds. We are dealing with 
function and ability and the adj ustment of that func¬ 
tion to the end of obtaining maximum operation. 
And we are dealing with an inherently perfect cal¬ 
culator. 

We are dealing with a calculator which runs 
entirely on the principle that it must be right and 
must find out why if it isn't right. Its code might be 
stated as, “And I pledge myself to be right first, last 
and always and to be nothing but right and never to 
be, under any circumstances, wrong." 

Now this is what you would expect of an organ 
dedicated to computing a life and death matter like 
survival. If you or I were building a calculator, we'd 
build one that would always give correct answers. 
Now, if the calculator we built was also itself, a 
personality, it would maintain that it was right as 
well. 

Having observed this computer in its optimum 
state as the basic personality, the conclusion was very 
far from a mere postulate. And so we call this 
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computer the "analytical mind". Wecouldsnb-divide 
things further and get complicated by saying that 
there is an "I" as well as a computer, but this leads 
off in another direction. And so the "analytical mind" 
or the "analyzer" is a computer and the "I” for our 
purposes. All we want is a good t corhable solution: 

The next thing we must consider is what apparent¬ 
ly makes Man a sentient being and that consideration 
leads us into the conclusion that possession of this 
analyzer raises Man far above his fellow mammals , 
For as long as Man is rational, he is superior. When 
that rationality reduces, so does his state of being. 
So it can be postulated that it is this analyzer which 
places the gap between a dog and a man. 

Study of animals has long been popular with 
experimental psychologists, but they must not be mis- 
evaluated. Pavlov’s work was interesting: it proved 
dogs will be dogs. Now by light of these new obser¬ 
vations and deductions it proved more than Pavlov 
knew. It proved men weren’t dogs. Must be an 
answer here somewhere. Let’s see. I’ve trained a lot 
of dogs. I've also trained a Jot of kids. Once I had a 
theory that if you trained a kid as patiently as you 
trained a dog, then you would have an obedient kid. 
Didn't work. Hm-m-m. That’s right. It didn’t work. 
The more calmly and patiently one tried to make 
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that kid into a well-trained dog—"Come here" and 
he’d run away—hm-m-m. Must be some difference 
between kids and. dogs. Well, what do dogs have 
that kids don’t have. Mentally, probably nothing. 
But what do kids have that dogs don’t have- A good 
analytical mind 1 

Let us then observe this human analytical mind 
more closely. It must have a characteristic dissimilar 
to animal minds—minds in lower orders of mam¬ 
mals. We postulate that this characteristic must have 
a high survival value, it is evidently so prominent 
and widespread and the analyzer—hm-m-m. 

The analyzer must have some quality which makes 
it a slightly different thinking apparatus than those 
observed in rats and dogs. Not just sensitivity and 
complexity. Must have something newer and better. 
Another principle? Well hardly a-whole principle 
but— 

The more rational the mind, the more sane the 
man. The less rational the mind, the closer Man 
approaches in Conduct his cousins of the mammalian 
family. What makes the mind irrational? 

I set up a series of experiments, using the basic 
personalities I could contact above or below the level 
of the aberrated personalities and in these confirmed 
the clarity and optimum performance of the basic 





computer. Some of these patients were quite aber¬ 
rated until they were in an hypnotic amnesia trance 
at which time they could be freed of operator con¬ 
trol. The aberrations were not present. Stutterers 
did not stutter. Harlots became moral. Arithmetic 
was easy. .Color-visio, tone audio recall. Color-visio, 
tone-audio imagination. Knowledge of what was 
imagination and what wasn't. The "demons" had 
got parked somewhere. The circuits and filters 
causing aberration had been by-passed to be more 
precisely technical and scientific. 

Now let's postulate that the aberrative circuits 
have been somehow introduced from the external 
world—covered that ground pretty well, pretty solid 
ground. 

And here's an answer. The introduced by-pass cir¬ 
cuits and filters became the aberrations in some way 
we did not yet understand. And what new com¬ 
plexion did this give the analyzer? 

Further research tended to indicate that the 
aeswermight be contained in the term "determinism”. 
A caicful inspection of this computation confirmed 
observations. Nothing was violated. Did it work? 

Let s postulate this perfect computer. It is respon¬ 
sible. It has to be responsible. It is right. It has to be 
right. What would make it wrong? Exterior 
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determinism beyond its capacity to reject. If it could 
not kick out a false datum it would have to compute 
with it. Then, and only then, would the perfect com- 
, puter get wrong answers. A perfect computer had 
"to be sef/-deterrnined within the limits of necessary 
efforts to solve a problem. No self-determinism, bad 
computation. 

The machine had to be in a large measure self- 
determined or it would not work. That was the con¬ 
clusion. Good or bad, did it lead to further results? 

It did. 

When exterior determinism was entered into a 
human being so as to overbalance his self-determi¬ 
nism the correctness of his solutions fell off rapidly. 

Let's take any common adding machine. We put 
into it the order that all of its solutions must con¬ 
tain the figure 7. We hold down 7 and put on the 
computer the problem of 6x1. The answer is 
wrong. But we still hold down 7. To all intents and 
purposes here, that machine is crazy. Why? Because 
it won’t compute accurately so long as 7 is held 
down. Now we release 7 and put a very large prob¬ 
lem on the machine and get a correct answer. The 
machine is now sane—rational. It gives correct 
answers. On an electronic computer we short the 7 
so it is always added in, no matter what keys are 








punched. Then wegive the machine to a store-keeper. 
He tries to use it and throws it on the juni heap be- 
cause it won’t give correct answers and he doesn’t 
know anything about troubleshooting electronics and 
cares less. AH he wants is a correct total. 

Admitting the analytical mind computation, and 
admitting it only so long as it works, where does it 
get a hcld-down 7—an enforced wrong datum’ 

Now a computer is not necessarily its memory 
bank. Memory banks can be added and detached to 
a standard computer of the electronic type. Where 
do we look for the error? Is it in the memory bank’ 
The search for what was holding down 7 involved 
quite a little hard work and speculation and guess-s 
Some more work had to be done on the comoutcrl 
the analytical mind. And then came what seemed to 
be a bright thought. Supposing we set up the whole 
computer as the demon. A demon that is always and 
in van ably right. Let’s install one in a brain -0 tW 
the computer can project outside the body and give 
the body orders. Let’s make the computer a circuit 
independent of the individual. Well, hypnotism has 
some uses. Good tool for research sometimes even 
if it is a prime villain in aberration. 

Two things happened the moment this was done 
The computer could direct the body as an ’’enterior 
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entity” and draw on the memory banks at wiU for 
anything. Seven was no longer held down. 

NaturaUy this was a freak test, one that could be 
set up only in an excellent hypnotic patient. And it 
could be instaUed only as a temporary thing. 

This artificial demon knew everything. The 
patient could hear him when the patient was awake. 
The demon was gifted with perfect recall. He 
directed the patient admirably. He did computa¬ 
tions by moving the patient's hand—automatic 
writing—and he did things the patient evidently 
could not do. But why could it? We had artificially 
split the analyzer away from the aberrated patient, 
making a new by-pass circuit which by-passed all the 
aberrated circuits. This would have been a wonderful 
solution if it had not been for the fact that the patient 
was soon a slave to the demon and that the control, 
after a while, began to pick up aberrations out of the 
plentiful store the patient had. But it served to test 
the memory banks. 

Something must be wrong about these banks. 
Everything else was in good order. The banks con¬ 
tained an infinity of data which appalled one in its 
very completeness. So there ensued a good, long 
search to find something awry in the banks. In am¬ 
nesia sleep or under narco-synthesis, the banks could 
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be very thoroughly ransacked. By automatic writing, 
speaking and clairvoyance they could be further 
tapped. 

Tills was a mad sort of way to go about things. 
But once one started to investigate memory banks, 
so much data kept turning up that he had to con¬ 
tinue. 

There's no place here for a recital of everything 
that was found in the human memory bank, its com¬ 
pleteness, exactness and minuteness or its fantastic- 
oily complicated, but very smart cross-filing system. 
But a resume is necessary of some high points. 

In the first place the banks contain a complete 
color-video record of a person's whole life, no mat¬ 
ter the “demon” circuits. The last occlude or falsify. 
They do not alter the bank or the accuracy of the 
bank. A "poor” memory means a curtained memory, 
the memory being complete. Every perception 
observed in a lifetime is to be found in ike banks. 
All the perceptions. In good order. 

Memories are filed by time. They have an age and 
emotional label, a state of physical being label, and 
a precise and cxliaustivc record of everything per¬ 
ceived by organic sensation, smell, taste, tactile, 
audio and visio perceptics plus the train of thought 
of the analyzer of that moment 
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There is no inaccuracy in the banks. Inaccuracy 
can, of course, be caused by surgery or injury involv¬ 
ing actually removed portions. Electric shock and 
other psychiatric efforts are equivocal. Pre-frontal 
lobotomy is such certain and complete mind-murder 
that one cannot be certain thereafter of anything m 
the patient except zombiism. 

Anyway, the memory banks are so fantastically 
complete and in such good order behind the by-pass 
circuits in any man not organically tampered .with, 
that I very nearly wore out the rug trying to con¬ 
ceive it. Very well, there was something between the 
banks and the analyzer. Must be. The banks were 
complete. The circuits were intact. In any patient 
organically sound, and that includes all patients 
who have psychosomatic ills—the basic personality 
was apparently intact, the banks were intact. But the 
banks and the analyzer somehow did not track. 

Well, let's take another look. This is an engineer¬ 
ing problem. So far it has surrendered beautifully to 
engineering thought and computation. Apparently it 
should go right on surrendering- But let's look at 
Freud. There's his Censor. Let’s see if there's a cen¬ 
sor between the banks and the analyzer. 

That folded up in about two seconds Mex. The 
censor is a composite of by-pass circuits and is about 
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as aaW and necessary to a’ human being as the

data I was getting wit!, each method of recall. All 
of a sneden. the problem fell apart. By automatic 
writing I was getting data not available to the 

^ Ey by 'P^ 1 — getting data not avail- 
ab.e otherwise. By regression and revivification ma¬ 
terial was being procured only a little better than 
could be retied by the tranced subject; The data 
I comd check was found to be invariably accurate 
by^ny of these methods. What was the difierence 
“’“ tCCatiC <**«* aEd trance 

I took a patient's automatic data and regressed 
ho to its period He could not recall it. The data 
concerned a broken leg end a hospital. I bucked him 
mto tno incident by main force. 
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The patient received a very sharp pain in the area 
of the old break. 

-This, was a long way from hypno-analysis. This 
was an eSort to find an interposition between 
memory banks and analyzer, not an effort to relieve 
"traumatic experiences’’. 

And there was the answer. Why not? Very simple. 
It had been sitting right there staring at me since 
1938. Oh, these six-foot wide rear view mirrors! I 
had even made a law about it. 

The function of the mind included the avoidance 
of pain. Pain was unsurvival. Avoid it. 

And that's it—the way to hold down seven 1 You 
can hold it down with physical pain 1 The exterior 
world enters into the man and becomes memory 
bank. The analyzer uses memory bank. The analyzer 
uses the exterior world. The analyzer is caught 
between yesterday’s exterior world now interior and 
today and tomorrow’s exterior world, still exterior. 

Can it just be that this anelyzer gets its data on 
one perceptic circuit. Can it be that that perceptic 
circuit carries yesterday and today both? Well, how¬ 
ever that may be, the analyzer certainly behaves to 
yesterday’s interior world the same way it behaves 
to today’s exterior world so far as the avoidance of 
pain goes. The law works both ways. 
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Tfc analyzer avoids yesterday’s pain as well as 
odays pain. Well, that’s reasonable. If you avoid 
yesterday s pain in today’s environment, you have a 
much better chance to survive. In fact-But see here, 
there's more to the problem than this. If the analyzer 
had a clear view of yesterday's pain it could better 


avoid it in today. That would be good operation. 


That was the ’’flaw'' in the machine. But it was 


a highly necessary "flaw”. Just because an organism 
* built to survive, molded to survive and intended 
to survive does not mean that it will, as a matter of 
course, be perfect. 

But the analyzer was perfect. 

The banks were perfect. 

The analyzer just plain wouldn’t ever let the 
irrationalities of exterior world inside as long as it 
could help it. 

As long as it could kelp it / 

I was probing now for the villain of the piece 
He vras not found for a while. Many experiments 
were made. Efforts were made to make several 


patients well by simply breaking through the pain 
wall the analyzer was "seeking to avoid”. A lot of 
painful incidents were broken, mental and physical 
anguish by the library full, and without much relief 
The patients relapsed. 
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Then it was discovered that when a patient was 
bucked through a period when he was ‘‘uncon¬ 
scious", he showed some improvement. Then it was 
discovered that these "unconscious” periods were 
rather like periods of hypnosis driven home by pain. 
The patient responded as though the "unconscious 
period” had been post-hypnotic suggestion 1 

From this series of experiments a prime datum 
was picked up. 

You relieve the pain and the "unconsciousness” 
and the suggestive power goes away. The subject 
did not have to have any of the mumbo jumbo of 
hypnosis in this ’‘unconscious period". But every 
perceptic perceived tended to aberrate him. 

I did not realize until then that I was playing tag 
with a hitherto unappreciated mid-evolution step in 
Man. If he was once a polliwog, he had never lost 
any of the parts he had evoluted through. How does 
a fish think? 

Well, let’s see how a fish would respond to pain. 
He is swimming in brackish water of yellow color 
over a green bottom, tasting shrimp. A big fish hits 
him a whack, misses but does not kill him. Our fish 
lives to come back another day. This time he swims 
into an area of brackish water with a black bottom. 
He gets a little nervous. Then the water becomes a 
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yellow color. The fish becomes very, very alert. He 
coasts along and gets over a green bottom. Then he 
tastes shrimp and instantly swims away at a terrific 
rate. 

Now, what if Man still had his lower organism 
responses? Weil, it seemed, on experiment, that he 
did. Drug him with ether and hurt him. Then give ■ 
him a whiff of ether and he gets nervous. Start to • 
put him out and he begins to fight. Other experi¬ 
ments all gave the same conclusion. 

Lower organisms can be precisely and predictably 
determined in their responses. Pavlov’s dog. Any 
dog you ever trained. The dog may have something 
of an analyzer too, but he is a pushbutton animal. 
And so is Man. Ah, yes, so is Man. You know, just 
like rats. 

Only Man isn’t! Man has a wide power of choice. 
Interfere with that wide power and there’s trouble 
brewing. Aberrate him enough and he’s unpredict- 
ably pushbuttonable. Cut his brain out with a knife 
—and he can be trained to speak woof-woof for his 
food. But by golly, you better cut pretty well to get 
a good, satisfactory one hundred percent of the time 
woof-woof! 

What happens when a man gets “knocked out’’? 
He isn t there . But ell the memory recordings 
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duringpie period are. What happens when you knock 
him: half^out? He does strange, automatic things. 
.What -happens .when his analyzer is so aberrated 
that'.. .'hey 1 .Wait 1 How would you build a good, 
' .' 'sensitive analyzer? Would you leave it connected to 
every shock? Huhuhl You’d fuse it so it would live 
to think another day. In an emergency what kind of 
a response do you want ? Automatic 1 
Stove hot, hand on stove, withdraw hand. Do you 
do a computation on that? No indeed. What with¬ 
drew the hand? The analyzer? No. What happened 
to the analyzer for an instant during the shock? The 
analyzer goes out of circuit and leaves a mechanical 
determining director in full charge! A good, fast 
identity-thinking director. 

The analyzer does not think in identities. It thinks 
in differences, similarities. When it lose3 its power 
to differentiate and thinks in identities—no, it never 
does that. That's madness and the analyzer does not 
go mad. But something around here thinks in iden¬ 
tities. Start working on a patient and find out that 
hash equals snow equals an ache in the knee—that’s 
identity thinking. 

We don’t know here what really happens to that 
analyzer. But we do know that we have found some¬ 
thing which interposes between the banks and the 
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computer. Something which thinks in identities, has 
a high priority over reason during moments of stress, 
can be found whenever a man is sent into some of 
yesterday's unconscious moments. 

We know what it does now. It takes command 
when the analyzer is out of circuit. Whether or not 
it is the old style mind which Man did not shed 
while graduating to sentience by developing an an¬ 
alyzer is beside the point. .Whether or not it is a 
structural entity of a combination of ‘'unconscious 
periods" is equally outside our concern here. We are 
working in function and we want answers that work 
every time. 

Call this the reactive mind. It is a mind which is 
constructed to work in moments of enormous physi¬ 
cal pain. It is rugged. It works all-the way down to 
the bottom and within a millimeter of death. Maybe 
it’s almost impossible to build a sharply sentient 
mind which would operate under the terrible con¬ 
ditions of agony in which we find the reactive mind 
operating. Maybe the reactive mind . . . well, that’s 
structure. Here it is as function. 

The reactive mind thinks in identities. It is a stim¬ 
ulus-response mind. Its actions are exteriorly deter¬ 
mined. It has no power of choice. It puts physical 
pain data forward during moments of physical pain 
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in an effort to save the organism. So long as its 
mandates and commands are obeyed it withholds the 
physical pain. As soon as the organism starts to go 
against its commands, it inflicts the pain. 

The fish, had he failed to swim away when in a 
danger area where he had been attacked, would have 
been forced away by the crude mechanism of pain 
going into restimulation. No swim equals aching 
side. Swim equals all right. 

The analyzer blows its fuses as any good machine 
would when its delicate mechanism is about to be 
destroyed by overload. That’s survival. The reactive 
mind kicks in when the analyzer is out. That’s sur¬ 
vival. 

But something must go wrong. This was a pretty 
good scheme of things. But it didn't always work. 

Or it worked too well. 

Thus were discovered the reactive memory bank 
and its total contents, the engrains and their locks®. 

An engram is an energy-picture. It is made during 
a period of physical pain when the analyzer is out 
of circuit and the organism experiences something 
it conceives to be or which is contrary to survival. 

• Engram: a mental image picture con tainin g pain, unconscious- 
An d real or fancied threat to sorvivaL Succeeding momenta 
of restimulation, also recorded as pictures, are c&llod locks. 
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An digram is received only in the absence of the 
analytical power. 

When the analyzer is out of circuit, data of high 
priority value can pass, without evaluation by the 
analyzer into the memory bank. There it becomes a 
part of the emergency bank. This is a red-tab bank, 
the reactive mind, composed of high-priority, dan¬ 
gerous situations which the organism has experi¬ 
enced. The reactive mind has this bank as its sole 
source of information. The reactive mind thinks in 
identities with this red-tab bank. So long as the an¬ 
alyzer is fully in circuit, the red-tab bank is null and 
void. With the analyzer partially out of circuit—as 
in weariness, drunkenness, or illness—a part of this 
bank can cut in. 

Let's begin to call "unconsciousness” a new word: 
ANATEN” 1 Analytical /ffejraation. There is great 
or lesser anaten. A man goes under ether. He be¬ 
comes anaten. He is hit in the jaw and is anaten. 

Now what does an engrain contain? Clinical ex¬ 
amination of this object of interest demonstrates 
that the enjram consists of anaten, time, physical 
age, emotion, physical pain, and every percept in

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order of sequence. Words, sights, smells, everything 
that was there. 

We had to organize a new sub-science here to 
think about engrams properly. It’s the science of Per- 
ceptics. Know your general semantics? 11 Well, same 
organization only we take in all the perccptics and 
we show where the meaning of each perceptic ori¬ 
ginates and why Man can't nonidentify with ease 
1 and aplomb so long as he has engrams. 

The automatic writing I was getting was straight 
1 out of engrams. That and by-pass circuits would dis- 

! close data received during anaten—engrams. And 

j then I discovered that these engrams had a peculiar 

faculty. They could create their own circuits, para- 
sitically using the host circuits. 

Here's how an engrain can be established: Mary, 
age 2, knocked out by dog, dog bites. Content of 
engrain: anaten; age 2 (physical structure); smell 
of environment and dog; sight of dog jaws gaping 
and white teeth; organic sensation of pain in back 
of head (hit pavement); pain in posterior; dog bite 
in cheek; tactile of dog fur, concrete (elbows on 
pavement), hot dog breath; emotion; physical pain 
plus endocrine response; audio of dog growl and 
passing car. 

u Smmtica: The study of meanings of vroids and their changes. 
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What Mary does with the engrain: She does not ' Vi.' 
"remember” the incident but sometimes plays she is 
a dog jumping on people and biting them. Other- , 

wise no reaction. Then, at age to similar circum- 
stances, no great anaten, the engTam is restimulated. , 

After this she has headaches when dogs. bark or ■ 
when cars pass that sound like that car, but only , 

responds to the engram when she is tired or harassed 
otherwise. The engram was first dormant—data 
waiting just in case. Next it was keyed-in'.*—stuff 
we have to watch out for. Then it was thereafter re- j 

stimulated whenever any combination of its per- j 

ceptics appeared while Mary was in slight anaten ' 

(weary). When forty years of age she responded in 
exactly the same way, and still has not the slightest 
.conscious understanding of the real reason! 

Now let’s consider, what would have happened if 
Mary's mama had yelled something really choice; 

"Be calm ! Be calm ! Oh, my darling, it’s always this 
way. Get out, get out!’’ Something mama had tucked 
away as the proper thing to do and say when dogs 
bite daughters. 

We here have what amounts to a post-hypnotic 
suggestion: identity (equals) thought. All the

perceptics equal all the words equals a dog equals 
mama equals get out, «t cetera, et cetera, et cetera, 
and each equals all and any part of each. No won¬ 
der nobody could compute a madman I This is irra¬ 
tionality de luxe. Literally this computation of 
identity thought makes no sense. But it’s survival data 
and it better be obeyed or the cheek will hurt, the 
head will ache and the elbows will get a permanent 
"dermatitis". 

But remember that this engram also had, as a tab, 
anaten, the exact degree of anaten present during 
that moment. The analyzer is a fine device but it is 
also, evidently, a physical organ, probably the pre¬ 
frontal lobes and organic sensation includes several 
things. Restimulation brings about this state of 
aflairs: "Analyzer shut-ofi.” "Reactive mind to cells. 
Red-tab dog in sight. Shut off analyzer. This is a 
priority situation. That is all. ” 

The degree of anaten is very far from the original 
in the facsimile. But it is sufficient to produce a 
reduced state of analyzing, in efiect a reduced sanity. 
The subject just has a feeling of dull, stupid mental 
confusion many times, a sort of dumb, unreasoned 
and unidentified emotion that seems to stop thought 
in numbness. You’ve had it! Thus we have a 
situation which begins to approach a pushbutton 
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determinism. The engram which has become keyed-in 
can, when the individual is slightly anaten—weary, 
ill, sleepy—be pushbuttoned. Use the key word to 
the slightly anaten subject which is contained in one 
of his engrains and one of that engram'sreactionsmay 
be observed. Push the button thoroughly enough 
and a full dramatization can be effected—he will 
rt-enacl the original situation t 

Thus the red-tab "memory" bank of the reactive 
mind. The discovery of this bank is one of the 
several original discoveries of Dianetics. Many parts 
of Dianetics can be found, if improperly evaluated, 
in old philosophic schools or in modern practice, but 
there remain a few entirely new facts which have no 
prior art. This red-tab bank is a very special affair 
and is quite different in composition, content and 
circuit from the analytical banks—conscious banks 
containing data which can be "remembered”. 

The reason this bank was never discovered before 
is not difficult to find, The red-tab bank content was 
implanted when the analyzer was out of circuit— 
unconscious. It is located then many strata below 
conscious awareness in the stupefactions of a phys¬ 
ical knock-out. When one tried to get to it with 
hypnotism or narco-synthesis he was confronted with 
a patient who simply looked knocked-out, who was 
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unresponsive to everything. As narco-synthesis and 
hypnotism both -savor of sleep, the deeper sleep of 
the composite whole of all the past knock-outs of a 
lifetime render the patient entirely insensible even 
when one was squarely on top of the reactive bank. 
So this bank remained hidden and unknown. And 
that i3 a sad thing because unless one knows about 
this bank the entire problem of Man's imperfection, 
his insanity, bis wars, his unhappiness, can go beg¬ 
ging or get into the files of a shaman or a neuro¬ 
surgeon. Much more widely, the hidden character of 
♦Vijg bank ran be said to be responsible for irrational 
conduct on the part of all Mankind. And how many 
lives has that co6t in the last four thousand years? 

It is a very peculiar sort of a bank. It is the only 
bank in the human mind from which any content 
mn be exhausted. All its content is pain and uncon¬ 
sciousness. And only physical pain can be deleted 
from the mind. Now wouldn’t you say that this was 
a peculiar sort of a bank? Here it is full of experi¬ 
ences which' because of the way they are filed, can 
drive a man to suicide or other madness. Here it is 
with its memories all ready to dick into the motor 
controls of the body, ready, without so much as a 
by-your-Leave fro m the sentient analyzer, to make a 
man r un insanely until he drops from heart failure. 
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Here it is able to change the perfect structure of the 
body into a nightmare thing with, a fetus-like face 
and wasted or undeveloped limbs. Here it is ready 
to manufacture anything you can name by way of 
physical ills or at least to predispose them, possibly 
even cancer. Here it is filling hospitals, mental insti¬ 
tutions and jails. And yet it is the one portion of 
human memory that can be modified and changed! 

What price some of the old philosophies when 
the only reducible "memory” is one of pain? 

Try any technique you can name on a pleasant or 
even a merely passing memory in one of the consci-. 
ous banks. It will stay right where it is, indelible, , 
particularly the pleasurable ones. But a "memory" in ' 
the red-tab bank, when properly approached by Dia- 
netic technique, will vanish out of that bank entirely. 
It rcfilcs as a memory in the conscious level banks, 
and as such, by the way. is fantastically difficult to 
locate—on the order of what you ate for dinner on 
June 2nd when you were two years of age—and 
when found bears the tag "found to be nonsurvival 
data, do not permit it or similar data into any fun¬ 
damental computations”. And one of these uncon-, 
scious "memories" when treated, produces about the 
same emotional response afterwards as a mildly 
amusing joke. 





The red-tab bank could cause circuits to be set up 
which looked and sounded like demons. It could 
occlude the conscious bank in part or so thoroughly 
that it appeared that there was no past. It could com- 
mand and order a person about like a moron might 
.. control.a robot. And yet it is perishable. And it can 
bejde-intensified and refiled, with consequent great 
increase in the survival chances of a man. All its con¬ 
tent is contra-survival. When it is gone, survival is de¬ 
monstrably enhanced—and that means what it says 
and the fact can be proven in- a clinical labora¬ 
tory with an experiment on the order. of "is this 
water?" 

. Pleasure memories can be attacked with various 
. techniques. But they are set. They won't budge. 
Refile the reactive memories and the whole conscious 
lifetime of the individual springs into view, brilliant 
and clear, unmodified by the by-pass circuits which 
are madness. Reduce the reactive bank and the 
optimum mind for the individual comes into view. 
The reactive bank was neither the drive nor the 
personality of the individual—these are indelible 
and inherent. 

And another thing happens. The by-pass circuits 
and the reactive bank apparently stand only between 
the conscious banks and the analyzer. They do not

stand between, for instance, the ear and the sonic 
file in the conscious bank, the eye and the visio file, 
et cetera. This is a very important discovery in its 
own right, for it means that an aberration, for 
instance, about the inability to hear did not prevent 
all proper sound from being filed, about the inability 
to see color did not prevent all color from being filed. 
Clear away the reactive circuit which apparently pre¬ 
vented the observations and the analyzer finds itself 
possessed -of whole banks of material it never knew 
it had, all in proper sound and color, et al. 

For instance, a man who supposes that the whole 
world was ugly and sordid is guided through ther¬ 
apy. The aberration which made the world seem 
ugly and sordid folds up when the engram or 
engrams to that effect de-intensify and refile. The 
by-pass circuit these engrams caused to be set up did 
not prevent a full, true recording to be made, via all 
sensory channels. Therefore, when the analyzer is 
permitted to enter the files, the individual discovers 
that he has innumerable pleasurable experiences 
which, when they occurred, appeared to him to be 
ugly and sordid but which are now bright. 

This postulates another circumstance, interesting 
but not vital to Dianctics. The standard memory 
banks of the mind are evidently not filled with 
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memories which are entities capable of willy-nilly 
determinism on the individual. They are not auto¬ 
matically restimulated by the perception of some¬ 
thing which suggests them in the environment. They 
are not hooked into circuit on a permanent basis at 
all. They are filled with conclusions and the analyzer 
may pick up the old conclusions or create new ones 
which change the old. In other words, the standard 
bank is at the command of the analyzer and the 
individual; the individual is not at the command of 
the standard banks. 

In short there is no such thing as conditioning. 
Conditioning is all right for rats and dogs and cats. 
They run on the reactive type bank. Therefore what 
we refer to, ordinarily, as conditioning, is actually 
an engram command laid down in a specific moment. 
This is easily susceptible of clinical proof. The 
conditioning of a lifetime on the subject, say, of eat- 
ing with a knife, breaks down the instant that the 
engram command demanding it is de-intensified. 

.This is not theory, but actuality: conditioning in 
the absence of engrams on the subject does not and 
cannot exist. Conditioning can be removed and will 
stay removed. There are then two things at work: 
the reactive mind commands certain actions and 
can be altered by the de-intensification of 



“grams- The analyzer can hook up and arrange 
certain automatic responses for various mechanical 
situations and actions. Call the reactive mind demand 
a habit, call the analytical requirement a training 
pattern. There are habits: these can be removed 
There are training patterns: these can be altered only 
with the consent of the analyzer, which is to say the 
individual. Practically all the survival patterns which 
really lead to survival are laid down on the analyt¬ 
ical level. The reactions in which people indulge 
which are contra-survival are laid down on the 
reactive level. 

Conditioning, therefore, is another term which 
can be laid aside. The analyzer, working without 
■mpedence by engrams, can lay down or take up 
training patterns at will. The reactive mind can lay 
down commands which make habits only when the 
extenor world implants such commands in the 
absence of full analytical power. Dianetics can break 
up habits, simply by relieving the engrams which 
command them. Dianetics could only change a train¬ 
ing pattern if the individual consented to it. 

These discoveries were an additional proof that 
Man was a self-determined individual. Further 
investigation led to another finding; that although ' 
the reactive bank was exterior determinism this de¬ 


terminism was a variable on the individual In other 
words, the determinism laid in by pain had a variable 
effect. The same engram introduced into three 
different people might bring about three different 
reactions. Man is so thoroughly a self-determined 
organism that he has a variable reaction to all 
attempted determinisms. Research brought about 
the fact that he could exercise a power of choice over 
the reactive bank, even if in a limited manner. He 
had five ways to handle an engram: he could attack 
it and its counterpart in the exterior world, he could 
flee from it and its counterpart, he could avoid it 
and its counterpart, he could neglect it and its 
counterpart, or he could succumb to it. He was self- 
determined to some degree within this group of 
reactions. And these are the reactions to any 
dangerous, contra-survival problem. 

These are, by the way, known as the "black 
panther mechanisms'' in Dianetic parlance. Imagine 
that a black panther is sitting on the stairs. There are 
. five ways of handling the situation for a man sitting 
in the living room and who has a desire to go upstairs. 
He could attack the panther, he could flee from it, 
he could avoid it by going outside and coming up 
via the porch lattice—or entice the panther away as 
another method of avoidance—he could simply re- 
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fuse to admit it was a black panther and attempt to 
go up anyway, or he could simply lie still in fear 
paralysis and hope that the black panther would 
either eat him quietly without too much pain or 
merely walk off in antipathy to corpses. {Fear- 
paralysis, denial of dangerousness.) 

Now an analyzer does not handle conscious level 
—standard.bank—memories in this fashion. The 
analyzer evaluates the present and future in terms of 
experience and education of the past plus imagina¬ 
tion. The standard bank is used for computation, 
not for emotional reaction, guilt, self-revilement, et 
cetera. The only valid data is that data in the stan¬ 
dard bank and in its search for success, happiness, 
pleasure or whatever desirable end or merely in the 
art of contemplation, the analyzer must have r elia ble 
information and observation. It uies memory, con¬ 
clusions drawn from experience and conclusions 
drawn from its conclusions and computes in various 
ways to obtain correct answers. It avoids a false 
datum as a curse once it knows it is false. And it is 
constantly re-evaluating the memory files to reform 
conclusions. The more experience it has, the better 
its answers. Bad experience is fine data for compu¬ 
tation because it brings in the necessity level. But the 
analyzer cer.nct compute reactive data, the "tmeon- 
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scions memories" it cannot reach and does not even 
know a)»ut..-... 

So these reactive “memories" aren’t memories at 
all as we understand memory. They are something 
else. They were never meant to be recalled on the 
analytical level or to be analyzed in any way. The 
analyzer, trying to get around that red-tab bank sets 
up some circuits which would tax a Goldberg to 
duplicate. The analyzer is trying to reach its proper 
conscious level banks. If it can’t, it can’t compute 
right answers. If the analyzer keeps getting strange 
and seemingly sourceless material which neverthe¬ 
less has pain to enforce its acceptance, that analyzer 
ran get very wrong answers. And the structural body 
can go wrong. And motives go wrong. And some¬ 
body invents phrases like "it’s human to erT 1 ’. 

No, reactive "memories” aren't memories. So we 
raff by a good medical term, engrams —a last¬ 

ing trace—and modify the definition by qualifying 
"lasting”. They were certainly lasting enough pre- 
Dianetics. 

The engrain is received, we can postulate, on a 
<-»iiniar level. The engram is cellular memory by the 
crlla and stored in the cells. We won’t go further 
with this because at present we want to stay out of 
the problems of structure. But we can prove to any- 
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one's satisfaction that the reactive mind bank is 
apparently inside the cells themselves, and is not part 
of the human mind banks which are composited of, 
we suppose, nerve cells. Engrams are in any kind of 
cell in the whole aggregation. They do not in the 
least depend upon nervous structure to exist. They 
use and prey upon nervous structure as .we know it. 
So we are not talking about memory when we talk 
about engrams. We are talking about cellular 
recordings on the order of phonograph records, smell 
records, organic sensation records, all very precise. 
And when wc say reactive mind we are talking about 
no special part of the body but a composite, cellular 
level moronic method of remembering and comput¬ 
ing. Someday somebody may cut of! a chunk of brain 
and cry, “Eureka, this is the reactive mind." Possibly. 
Eut staying with our functional computation, we can 
make good time and get workable results. And so 
we need to know no seat for the reactive mind. And 
we need to know nothing about the exact structure 
of its banks. All we want to know is what they 
do. 

The reactive engrain comes in with pain when the 
analytical mind is more or less out of circuit. The 
engrain is not recorded in tire conscious Level banks. 
It comes in on a cellular level, just as though the 


cells which compose the body, suddenly recognizing 
that the organism is in apparent danger of perish¬ 
ing, grab data in an effort to save themselves on the 
order of a disintegrated, every man for himself, 
effort. But the data they get is not disordered. It is 
most terribly precise, most alarmingly literal. It is 
exact. "Bean” means "bean” in all the ways the 
sound of "bean” can mean "bean”. 


Once received, this engrain can then lie dormant, 
inactive. It takes a remotely similar, conscious level 
experience to stir that engrain up. This key-in 
moment evidently refiles the engram within the red- 
tab banks and gives it articulation. The words of the 
engram get meaning. The perceptions get hooked 
into the sensory organs. The engram is now in place. 
After this it can be very easily restimulated. The 
cells are now capable of back-scat driving. 

Well, these are the discoveries. Once they had 
been made it was necessary to find out how they 
could be applied. 

Man, vie have postulated—and it is certainly 
working—is obeying the basic command, SURVIVE ! 
This is a dynamic command. It demands action. In 
looking over the matter of obedience to this 
command numerous computations were necessary. 
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one is that Man is surviving as a unit organism. A very 
thorough computation on this—about two hundred 
thousand words—revealed the fact that while every¬ 
thing in the Universe could be explained—by a few 
shifty turns of logic—in terms of personal survival, 
the thing was unwieldy and unworkable. We want 
things to be workable. This is engineering, not idle 
study. We have a definite goal. So let us see if Man 
is ail oitt for Man. ' "' 

The whole reason for the organism’s survival can 
be computed down into this single effort, the survival 
of contemporary. Mankind. All the reason' a limit 
organism survives is to let all Mankind survive; But 
that does not work well. 

Now let us take a group, under which we put 



survives wholly for the group. Again, a computation 
can be made that explains everything down to group. 
Group is the only reason, says this computation. It's 
unwieldy but there's nothing wrong with it 

All right, let's try bringing it all down to sex. And 
still it can be computed perfectly, if it is a trifle un¬ 
wieldy. The reason Man as a unit survives is to enjoy 
sex and create posterity. But it requires an enormous

..one is studying and really examining it instead of 
•.wihdily arguing about it and quoting authority—it 
• . ...was discovered that an apparent balance existed only 
' "-.when and if all four drives were relatively in force. 
• Each one computed well enough, but taken as the 
four-fold goal they balance. The computing becomes 
- „ very simple. Behavior begins to look good. Using 
all four, we can predict. 

Now comes the proof. Can we use it? Does it 
work? It docs. Impediments lie across these drives. 
' They have their own energy, these impediments, a 
reverse polarity surcharge which inhibits the drive 
on which they lie. This is very schematic but it com¬ 
putes and we can use it in therapy. An unconscious 
period containing physical pain and conceived or 
actual antagonism to survival thwarts or blocks or 
impedes the flow of drive force. Begin to stack up 
these impedances on a drive and it begins to damp 
markedly. 

Now comes arithmetic. There's a good reason to 
use the figure four. There are four drives. There are 
four levels of physical tone. If a man’s composite 
drive force is considered as four and his restimulated 
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—acute or chronic, either way—reactive mind force 
is high enough to reduce that composite drive force 
below two, the individual is insane. In view of the 
fact that an engram can be currently restimulated 
to reduce that force below two, a condition of 
temporary insanity results. 

An engram can consist of father beating mother 
during a child's anaten. When this engram is highly 
restimulated, the child, now an adult, may possibly 
dramatize it either as the father or the mother and 
will carry out the full drama, word for word, blow 
for blow. 

In view of the fact that when father beat mother, 
father was probably dramatizing one of his own en¬ 
grains, another factor can be found here which is 
highly interesting. It is contagion. Er.grams are con¬ 
tagious. Papa has an engram. Ke beats mother into 
anaten. She now has an engram word for word from 
him. The child was anaten, maybe booted aside and 
knocked out. The child is part of mother's percept!cs 
for that engram. Mother dramatizes the engram on 
the child. The child has the engram. He dramatizes 
it on another child. When adulthood is attained, the 
engram is dramatized over and over. Contagion. 

Why do societies degenerate? A race comes to 
a new place. New life, few restimulators—a 
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restimulator being the environment's equivalent to 
the digram's perceptic content—and high necessity 
level which means high drive. The race thrives on 
the new frontier. And then begins this contagion, 
already present, brought in part from the old environ¬ 
ment. And the descending spiral can be observed. 

Having an engram makes one slightly anaten. 
Being slightly anaten one more easily receives new 
engrains. Engrains cany physical pain—psychosoma- 
tics—which reduces the general tone and brings on 
further anaten. And in a rapidly descending spiral, 
the individual decays. 

These were the computations achieved by research 
and investigation. Now it came to making them 
work. If they didn’t work, we’d have to change 
things and get new principles. It happens that the 
above works. 

But to start them working was a difficult thing. 
There was no way of knowing how many engrains 
a patient might have. One could be cheerfully opti¬ 
mistic by this time. After all, there was a pretty good 
computation, some knowledge of the nature of the 
black enchantment, and it might be possible to bring 
about a "Clear"—optimum working condition of the 
analyzer—in almost any patient. But the road was 
full of stones. 
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Several techniques were developed all of which 
brought alleviation approximating a couple of thou¬ 
sand hours of psycho-analysis. But that wasn't good 
enough. They could bring about better results than 
hypno-analysis and bring them about much more 
easily. But that wasn't getting the train over the 
stream. 

I found out about locks. A lock is a situation of 
mental anguish. It depends for its force on the 
engrain to wliidh it is appended. The lock is more or 
less known to the analyzer. It’s a moment of severe 
restimulation of an engrain. Psycho-analysis might be 
called a study of the locks. I discovered that any 
patient I had had thousands upon thousands of 
locks, enough to keep me busy forever. Removal of 
locks alleviates. It even knocks down chronic psycho¬ 
somatic ills—at times. It produces more results than 
anytliing else so far known elsewhere, but it doesn't 
cure. Removal of locks docs not give the individual 
all his mental powers back, his audio-tone, visio- 
color, smell, taste, organic memory and imagination. 
And it doesn't particularly increase his I.Q. I knew 
that I was far from the optimum analyzer. 

It was necessary to go back and back in the lives 
of patients looking for real engrains, total anaten. 
Many were found. Some were found that woul

and later street car wheels, even in bad engrams, 
j gave no trouble. The perfect computer wouldn’t 

[ overcome the short circuit at level 256 if the same

j circuit—the false data—where it first appeared, and 

I then the computer could readily find and correct the 

later errors. 

.' 1 Then began the most persistent search possible to 

find the earliest engram in any patient. This was mad 
j work. Utterly weird.

One day I found myself with a complete birth 
en^ram on my hands. At first I did not know what 
it was. Then there was the doctor’s patter. There was 
the headache, the eye-drops—Hello! People can 
remember birth when they're properly bucked into 
iti Aha! Birth's the earliest engram. Everybody has 
a birth. We’ll all be Clears! 

Ah, if it had been true I Everybody has a birth. 
And beheve me, birth is quite an experience, very 
c.j arm live. Causes asthma and eyestrain and soma- 
tics galore. Birth is no picnic and the child is some¬ 
times furious, sometimes apathetic but definitely 
recording, definitely a human being with a good idea 
of what’s happening when he isn’t anaten. And when 
the engram rises, he knows analytically all about it. 
(And he can dramatize it, if he's a doctor or she can 
dramatize it, if she’s a mother.) But birth isn’t all 
the answer. Because people didn’t become Clears and 
stop stuttering and stop having ulcers and stop being 
aberrated and stop having demon circuits when birth 
was lifted. And sometimes birth didn’t lift. 

The last was enough for me. There was an axiom: 
End the earliest engram. Know where it wound up? 
Shortly before conception, for a body. Not all cases, 
fortunately. Some cases waited four days after con¬ 
ception before they got their first engram. The embryo 


anatens easily; evidently there is ceUular anclen. 

No statement as drastic as this—as far beyond 
previous experience as this—can be accepted readi¬ 
ly.* I have no explanation of the structure involved; 
for the engineering answer of function, however, 
structural explanation is not immediately necessary. I 
was after one and only one thing: a technical process 
whereby aberrations could be eliminated, and the 
full potentiality of the computational ability of the 
mind restored. If that process involved accepting 
provisionally that human cells achieve awareness on 
the order of cellular engrains as little as a day or 
two after conception, then for the purposes at hand 
that proposition can, and must be, accepted.

Their objective reality can be 
debated by anyone who. chooses to do so; their 
subjective reality is beyond debate—so much so that

How docs the fetus bcal up with all this damage? 

Ask a doctor about twenty years hence—I've got my - j 


hands full. That's structure, and right now all I want 
is a Clear. 

What’s that chronic cough? That's mama's cough 
which compressed the baby into anaten when he was 
five days after conception. She said it hurt and hap¬ 
pened all the time. So it did. What's arthritis? Fetal 
damage or embryo damage. 

It so happens, it is now known, that a Clear can 
control all his body fluids. In an aberree the reactive 
mind docs a job of that. The reactive mind says 
things have to be such and so and that’s survival. So 
a man grows a withered arm. That’s survival. Or 
he has inability to see, hysterical or actual blindness. 
That’s survival, Sure it is. Good solid sense. Had 
an engram about it, didn’t he? 

What’s TB? Predisposition of the respiratory sys¬ 
tem to infection. What’s this, what’s that? You’ve 
got the proposition now. It works. The psychoso¬ 
matic ills, the arthritis, the impotence, this and that, 
they go away when the engrams are cleared from the 
bottom. 

That was the essence of the derivation of the tech¬ 
nical process. With the research stage completed the 
actual application was the remaining stage, and the 
gathering of data cm the final, all-important ques¬ 
tion. The process worked—definitely and unequivo- 
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tally worked. But the full definition of a science 
requires that it permit accurate description of how 
-to produce a desired result invariably. Would the 
technique work on all types of minds, on every case? 

By early 1950 over two hundred patients had been 
tested; of those two hundred people, two hundred 
cures had been obtained. Dianetics isa science, 
because by following readily prescribed techniques, 
which can be. specifically stated, based on; definitely 
stated basic postulates, a specifically described result.... 
can be obtained in every case. There may, conceiv¬ 
ably, be exceptions to the technique now worked out; 
but 1 tried honestly to find exceptions and did not; 
that’s why 1 tried so many cases, of so many difiereht -; 
types. And some of them were really gruesome cases.' 

Who is an aberrec? Anybody who has one or more 
engrams. And since birth itself is a very engramic 
experience—every human being bom has at least 
one engrain 1 

The whole world, according to the hypnotist) 
needs nothing but to be hypnotized. Just put another 
engrain, an artificial one, into a man, even if it's a 
manic engrain—makes the subject "big” or "strong” 
or "powerful" plus all other perceptics contained— 
and he’s all right. That’s the basic trouble. Reduction 
of self-determinism. So we don’t use hypnotism. 
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Besides, it’s not workable on any high percentage. If 
you've followed this far without realizing that we 
are trying to wake up an analyzer, you . made the 
same mistake I did for many months. I tried to work 
with hypnosis. Well, it works, after a sloppy fashion. 
But how you put a man to sleep who is already three- 
' quarters asleep—normal, near as I can discover—is 
a problem I wish could be solved. But fortunately 
it doesn’t need solution.' 

The analyzer Jwent to sleep with each engram. 
Each engram had locks—like it, also engrams, but 
subsequent to it—and each chain 1 * of engrams 
same species, people have about fifteen or twenty 
chains on the average of ten or fifteen engrams to 
the chain—has about a thousand locks. There are 
luckless people who have hundreds of engrams. 
They may be sane. There are people who have 
twenty engrams and are insane. There are people 
who are sane for years and suddenly get into just 
■the right environment and get restimulated and go 
mad. And anybody who has an engrain he has had 
fully restimulated has been mad—vox populi—for at 
least once, even if only for ten minutes. 

When we start to treat a person, we are treating 
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a partially asleep analyzer—and the problem is to 
wake him up in the first entrain and then erase— 
that’s right erase, they vanish out of the reactive 
bank on recounting over and over with each per- 
ceptic—all subsequent engrains. The locks blow out 
without being touched, the Doctrine of the True 
Datum working full blast and the analyzer refusing 
to tolerate what it suddenly notices to be nonsense. 
And as he recovers mental function enough to reach 
back a tittle way into his past, we begin to alleviate. 
Then we finally find out the reactive mind plot—* 
why he had to keep on being aberrated—and we 
blow out the demons—upsetting the circuits—and 
all of a sudden we are at basic basic, first engnim. 
Then we come forward, recounting each engrain 
over and over until it blows away and refiles as 
experience as opposed to command. 

A Clear has regression recall. Basic personality, in 
an aberee, isn't strong enough to go back so we use 
what we call the Dianeiic reverie* 

We found why narco-synthesis is so sloppy. It puts 
the partially restimulated engram into full restimu¬ 
lation, keys all of it in. The drug turns off the soma-

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tic—physical pain—so that it doesn't wholly go 
away. And narco has no chance of going back far 
enough to get basic basic and the one it reaches will 
pretend to erase and then will surge back in from 
sixty hours to sixty days. 

Does any special thing hold up a case? Yes, the 
sympathy computation. Patient had a tough en- 
gramic background, then broke his leg and got sym¬ 
pathy. Thereafter he tends to go around with a simu¬ 
lated broken leg—arthritis, et cetera, et cetera. These 
are hard to crack sometimes, but they should be 
cracked first. They make a patient "want to be sick”. 
Sickness has a high survival value says the reactive 
mind. So it tailors up a body to be sick, good and sick. 
Allies are usually grandmothers who protested 
against the child being aborted—effort already made, 
child listening in, not knowing the words just then 
but he’ll knofv them later when he knows his first 
words—nurses who were very kind; doctors who 
bawled mama out, et cetera, et cetera. Patient 
usually baa an enormous despair charge around the 
loss of an ally. That’ll hold up a case. 

We've completely by-passed how this ties in with 
modem psychology. After all, modem psychology 
has labels for many observed conditions. How about 
schizophrenia, for instance? 
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That's valence. 11 An aberree has a valence for every 
person in every engrain. He has basically three, him¬ 
self, mother and father. Every engTam has dramatic 
personnel. A valence builds up in the reactive mind 
and walls off a compartment, absorbing some of the 
analyzer—which is shut down by restimulation. 
Multi-valence is common to every aberree. The 
valence of every aberree gets shifted day to day de¬ 
pending upon whom he meets. He tries to occupy the 
top dog valence in every engramic dramatization. 
Taking this is the highest survival computation that 
can be made by the reactive mind: always win. 
Break a dramatization and you break the patient 
into another valence. If you break him down to being 
himself in that engram he will probably anaten or 
get sick. Keep breaking his dramatizations and he is 
disabled mentally. 

Who will practice Dianetics? In severe cases, doc¬ 
tors. They are well schooled in the art of healing, 
they are always being bombarded by psychosomatics 
and mental situations. The doctor has, iike the engi¬ 
neer, a certain necessity for results. There are several 
methods of alleviation which will work in a few 
hours, break up a chronic illness in a child, change

valences, change a person’s position on the time 
track—people get caught in various places where the 
command says to be caught—alter dramatization 
pattern and generally handle the sick aberee. 

In the general case, however—the psychotic, neu¬ 
rotic, or merely sub-optimum individual—Dianetics 
will probably be practiced by people of intelligence 
and good drive on their friends and families. Know¬ 
ing all the axioms and mechanisms. Dianetics is easy 
to apply to the fairly normal individual and can 
relieve his occlusions and colds and arthritis and 
other psychosomatic ills. It can be used as well to 
prevent aberrations from occurring and can even be 
applied to determine the reactions of others. Although 
the fundamentals and mechanisms are simple and. 
with some study, very easily applied, partial infor¬ 
mation is dangerous, the technique may be the stuff 
of which sanity is made but one is after all engaging 
action with the very stuff which creates madness and 
he should at least inform himself with a few hours 
study before he experiments. 

I have discussed here the evolution of Dianetics. 
Actually I have concentrated upon Abnormal 
Dianetics. There are Medical Dianetics, Dynamic 
Dianetics—drives and structure—Political Dianetics, 
Military Dianetics, Industrial Dianetics, et cetera, ei 
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cetera, and not the least PREVENTIVE DI- 
ANETICS. On that may hang the final ans wer to 
society. 

And now as an epilogue, Dianetics is summarized 
in its current workable form. It does the following 
things, based on an ample series of cases: 

r. Dianetics is an organized science of thought 
built on definite axioms; it apparently reveals the 
existence of natural lavra by which behavior can 
uniformly be caused or predicted in the unit orga¬ 
nism or society. 

2. Dianetics offers a therapeutic technique with 
which we can treat any and all inorganic mental and 
organic psychosomatic ills, with assurance of com¬ 
plete cure in unselected cases. It produces a mental 
stability in the "cleared" patient which is far superior 
to the current norm. (This statement is accurate to 
date; it is conceded that further work may'demon¬ 
strate some particular case somewhere which may 
not entirely respond.) 

3. In Dianetics we have a method of time disloca¬ 
tion dissim ilar to narco-synthesis or hypnosis which 
is called the Dianetic reverie; with it the patient 
is able to reach events hitherto hidden from him, 
erasing the physical and mental pain from his 
life. 
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4. Dianetics gives ns an insight into the potential 
capabilities of the mind. 

5. Dianetics reveals the basic nature of Man and 
his purposes and intents, with the discovery that 
these are basically constructive and not evil. 

6. Dianetics gives ns an appreciation of the mag¬ 
nitude of events necessary to aberrate an individual. 

7. With Dianetics we discover the nature of pre¬ 
natal experience and its precise effect upon the post¬ 
natal individual. 

8. Dianetics discovered the actual aberration 
factors of birth. 

9. Dianetics elucidates the entire problem of 
"unconsciousness" and demonstrates conclusively 
that "total unconsciousness’’ does not exist short of 
death. 

10. Dianetics shows that all memories of all kinds 
are recorded fully and retained. 

11. Dianetics demonstrates that aberrative 
memories lie only in areas of “unconsciousness” 
and, conversely, that only "unconscious” memories 
are capable of aberrating. 

12. Dianetics opens broad avenues for research 
and poses numerous problems for solution. One new 
field, for instance, is the sub-science of Perceptics— 
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the structure and function of perceiving and identi¬ 
fying stimuli. 

13. Dianetics sets forth the'non-germ theory of — 
disease, embracing, it has been estimated by 
competent physicians, the cure of some seventy 
percent of Man's pathology. 

i/;, Dianetics offers hope that the destruction of 
the function of the brain, by shock or surgery, will 
no longer be a necessary evil. 

15. Dianetics oSers a workable explanation of the 
various physiological effects of drugs and endocrine 
substances and points out numerous answers to 
former endocrine problems. 

16. Dianetics gives a more fundamental explana¬ 
tion of the uses, principles and fundamentals of 
hypnotism and similar mental phenomena. 

17. To sum up, Dianetics proposes and experi¬ 
mentally supports a new viewpoint on Man and his 
behavior. It carries with it the necessity of a new 
sort of mental hygiene. It indicates a new method 
of approach to the solution of the problems which 
confront governments, social agencies, industries, 
and, in short, Man's sphere of endeavor. It suggests 
new fields of research. Finally it offers a glimmer of 
hope that Man may continue his process of evolu¬ 
tion toward a higher organism without straying 
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toward the danger point of his own destruction.

"Scient ology" was originated and developed by L. Ronald Hubbard. 

' sa ASMffIdAnwho wrote the 1950 best selling book, Djanetlcs : Ths ■" 
Modern Science of Hental Health . Scientology is an outgrowth 
"Dienetics" and represents Hubbard's theories on psychology, aat 
the treatment of personality and mental problems, etc.

Hubbard has sponsored a variety of Scientology organisations, lhtofodi]i£ 
the "Founding Church of Scientology 1 ," "The Distribution Center, lap* 
"The Distribution Center of Dlanetics and Scientology," the "BedieRioa 
Research Program," the "Founding Church of Washington, D.C.," the 
"Academy of Religious Arts and Sciences," the "Hubbard Association 
of Scientologists, International" (all of these organisations are, 
or have been, located in the Washington, D.C. area), and the "Church 
of American Science" at Phoenix, Arizona. 

The Food and Drug Administration has attempted to acquire information 
regarding Scientology only to the extent that Scientology Involves 
distribution or sponsorship of articles that are subject to the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

In January 1963, we initiated seizure action against a number of 
"E-Meter" devices in possession of a Scientology organisation in 
Washington, D. C. The libel filed in the "E-Meter"seizure alleges 
that the article is misbranded by the Scientology literature which 
repres en ts end suggests that the device is useful for treating and 
diagnosing mental and nervous disorders, etc. The trial for this 
case has been concluded in the courts at Washington, D. C. with , 
a verdict supporting the Government's position (see the attached 
press release.)

Property at Seventeenth 
and Cass Streets was 
purchased, on which a chapel 
was erected. From 1874 to 1876. 
he was the official-Indian agent 
for the Ute Tribe at the Los 
Pinos Agency in Colorado. His 
whereabouts the next 10 years 
are uncertain, but in 1886 the 
American Unitarian Association 
sent him to establish an Indian 
mission school. He went first to 
the Los Pinos Agency, because 
he knew the Utes, but they didn’t 
want him so he moved on to the 
Crow agency in Montana, where 
his works earned praise. He re¬ 
tired in 1890. 

Reports of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs in 1875 show 
certain Indian agencies were 
assigned to religious organiza¬ 
tions.

And along with ail this, according to 
Hubbard, a Scientologist can move e 
person out of his body and let him stand 
. over in a corner and took at himsetf “Wc 
don’t like to publicize this,”‘says Hub¬ 
bard, who has.publicized it in many of 
his pamphlets. “It makes people uneasy.” 

IF these marvels sqem reminiscent of 
the old-time snake-oil peddler, let it be 
said Immediately that there is nothing 
old-time about L. Ron Hubbard. A Few 
feet From his desk at Saint Hill stands a 
Telex, giving him instant communication 
with his Far-flung branches. “Airmail is 
too slow for Scientology," ha says. Hub¬ 
bard speaks easily and with seeming 
authority about physics, mathematics, 
nuclear fission, or’ indeed, almost any 
science, and salts hit conversation with 
phrases tike “small energy measure¬ 
ment,” “ttim ulus-response cycle" and 
things like that. 

Scientology literature frequently refen 
to him os an engineer, a mathematician 


and a nuclear physicist, and Who'i Who -

never received a degree of toy kind. 

Today, besides his “Doctor of Scien¬ 
tology,” he appends a Ph.D. to his name. 
He got it, he says, from Sequoia Univer¬ 
sity.

Hub¬ 
bard maintained that a child whose ' 
mother had been pregnant and wed In a 
“shotgun marriage" often could recall, 
under the ministering of Dianetict, hav- ■ 
ing “attended” his own parents* wedding. 

Dianetict taught one how to erase en- 
grams by auditing. You "returned" a 
person on his time track to the time of 
the engram and had him talk it out by 
“reliving" it. Once all the engrams were 
erased, a person would become a 
"dear"—highly intelligent, healthy, with 
a great zest for life, enormously im¬ 
proved abilities and a perfect memopf. 
In short, a giant among pygmies, pia¬ 
nettes was enough like psychoanalysis to 
impress a good many people, and also 
had the advantage that anyone who 
bought Hubbard’s book could play doc¬ 
tor at home, without all those tedious 
yean in medical school. In no lime hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Americans, armed 
with Hubbard's book, were playing Sig¬ 
mund Freud for each other.

In New Jersey, when his foundation 
was charged with violation of the medical- 
practice act, hit followers packed up 
their E-mctcrs and fled to Kansas. But 
the boom was already fading, and within 
« year the fad had died. Dianeiics was 
put away on the top shelf with the old 
almanacs, and people turned to hypnotic 
“age regression" and The Search for 
Bridey Murphy. Hubbard retreated to 
Arizona to plan for the future, dropping 
out of the news entirely. "In 1954 1 even 
got a letter from the Encyclopaedia Brl- 
tannica asking what had become of 
Dianctics," he recalls-with a smile. 

Little did the Encyclopaedia Brilannlca 
know. Despite the public's mass defec¬ 
tion, a few thousand stalwart believers 
across the country still clung to the faith. 
By 1952 Hubbard was regrouping his 
forces, and Dianctics was preparing to 
sally forth on little cat feet under the 
brand-new name of Scientology. 

But this time there would be no public-' 
ity, no press agents. He quietly built 
from the ground up, establishing his orgs, 
setting up his lines of communication, 
training his staff men. 

Hubbard . established one important 
difference between Scientology and Dia¬ 
neiics. Instead of presenting it to the 
public as a science equal in importance 
to the discovery of fire, he set It up as a 
religion. Many of the orgs are now 


labeled and chartered as churches. At 
^e outset this move distressed his follow- 
afS, some of whom were science-fiction 
f a ns, free-thinkers and even agnostics. 

"To some this seems mere opportun- 
jaitt," Hubbard quickly explained, "to 
to me it would seem that Scientology is

Hubbard himself took it to Eng- 
larfl, found that he liked the country and 
jetted there. 

Although he it founder and unquea- 
tiored titular head of the Church of 
Scimtology, Ron Hubbard docs not look 
U prn himself as patriarch, pope, bishop 
or <ven elder. “I control the operation," 
he says, “as a general manager would .

The Washing¬ 
ton hndquarters of Scientology asked,

ultimately to destroy all religions?"' 

At Saint Hill Manor Hubbard focusedt 
on the book seizures, which he referred t 
to as “book burning.” He expressed al-v. 
desire to meet personally with Presidents 
Kennedy, to “come to some amicablef- 
understanding on religious matters.” Not ■. 
answer was forthcoming, and the en-# v! 
visioned summit meeting of Saint HittF'-'tt;

Hubbard admits that “mistakes were 
made” back in the 1950's, but he insisti 
that he now hammers at Scientologist) 

"not to treat the sick or insane," and 
that "any physical illness which is mani¬ 
festly physical illness, or even question, 
able, is turned over immediately to thl 
medical doctor.*' 

Nevertheless, his orgi still peddle th< 1 
Dianctics volume as "the basic book.’ 

In all the editions it has gone through, 
Hubbard has never altered its claim tha 
engrams are “the hidden source of aV 
psychosomatic ills and human aberrat * '■ 
tion," or that with the book an "intelUi. ; 
gent layman can successfully and inv-' 
variably treat all psychosomatic ills and 
inorganic aberrations." Says Hubbard 
proudly, "It is still selling like mad." 

No aeoret can bo safo 

Scientologists have an interesting ex¬ 
planation of any hostility toward theti 
movement, whether by organizations lika 
the FDA or by individuals. People w!.c 
oppose Scientology, Hubbard says, are 
afraid of it because "a Scientologist can 
FIND out! The secrets of a person who 
is evilly disposed toward his fellows an 
not safe around a Scientologist.'* 

Hostility toward Scientology can eves 
be defined as refusing to pay a Scientokr 
gist's bill. A middlcwestcrncr, whose soa 
owed a New York Scientologist 5350 fo* 
“processing," at 522 an hour, complained 
that the treatment was worthless and 
declined to pay. He received a two-pagt 
letter on the letterhead of The Founding 
Church of Scientology bearing the hand¬ 
written signature of a Rev. Andre* 
Bagley, Organization Secretary. “If yoi 
want to start a dortnybrook, buddy 
wail away,” the letter said, "To use tli 
argot of the streets. I’ll just start na 
people to work on you, and then befol 
long you will’be broke and out of a jol 
and broken in health. Then I can hav 
my nasty little chuckle about you. . .

Tha Invention of a 57- 
year-old Nebraskan, a one¬ 
time science fiction writer 
named Lafayette Bon Hub-' 
bard, Sdeotlogy came into 
being in California In tha 
early 19509 but has alnce es¬ 
tablished lta world bead- 
quartern in a huge . and 
handsome mansion in East 
Griratead, Sussex, England 
with branches in the United 
States, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand. South Africa 
and else where. 

The Scientologists do not 
seem to be short of oeih. 
They own a hotel and scores 
of bouses In East Grtnxtead, 
deploy staffs of several 
hundred people, and are said 
to own three ships. Hubbard 
is reportedly now aboard 
one in the Mediterranean. 

Far reaching measures 
against the organisation 
were announced by tha Min¬ 
ister of Health Kenneth 
Robinson last week. Acting 
under discretionary author¬ 
ity from Parliament, the 
Home Office is prohibiting 
the entrance to Britain of 
foreign “students" and em¬ 
ployes at Scientology estab¬ 
lishments, and denying e» 
tensions of those already 
here.

We have a copy of the letter sent to Mr. Gaggin, dated May 29, reviewing the 
Dianetics and Scientology situation with respect to FDA. We note that the 
May, 1968 issue of FDA papers, page 30, notes that "An imported 'Hubbard Mark 
V E Meter 1 was intercepted by the Bureau of Customs at Miami, Fla. and a Notice 
of Detention and Hearing was issued by FDA on February 6." 

You did not make any reference to this action in your memorandum. I wonder . 
whether you would be kind enough to check this and also to see whether there 
might be similar actions. 

I have had occasion to visit the Scientology organization in New York City 
and would also like to comment on the fact that it appears that one of the 
requirements for undertaking a course is that a person may not use drugs. 

This does not apply solely to so-called narcotic drugs but evidently to any 
drugs, even those which may be prescribed by a physician, which the person nay 
be using. You may wish to comment on this or refer the matter. Also, I expect 
to hear shortly from the Bureau of Internal Revenue as to the tax exemption 
status.

Mr. Thomas H. Nation, Mr. Charles Parselle, and Reverend John McCoy appeared 
at the Dallas District Office on April 18, 1968, after Mr. Nation had telephoned 
the previous day asking for an informal interview in regard to the detention 
of the Hubbard E-Meter a. Mr. Nation is legal counsel for the Church of Scientology 
of Texas located in Austin, Texas. Mr. Parselle is legal secretary of the 
Church of Scientology Worldwide headquartered In St. Hill Manor, East Grinstead, 
Sussex, England. Reverend McCoy is an ordained minister in the Church of 
Scientology of Texas located in Austin, Texas. He stated he has a bachelor's 
degree in philosophy with an equivalent in psychology granted by the University 
of Taxas. 

Reverend McCoy stated that the Church of Scientology of Texas has no relation¬ 
ship with the Founding Church of Scientology of Washington, D.C. Mr. Parselle 
stated that all Scientology Churches recognise the authority of the founder, 
Lafayette Ronald Hubbard. Mr. Parselle further Indicated that all churches 
of Scientology in the United Statas are separate corporations. 

Reverend McCoy emphasized in his statements that the E-Meters detained by 
Dallas District are to be used only as an aid In the confessions of communicants 
who wish to convey information to the minister. Reverend McCoy stated' the use 
of E-Meters in his church is employed only by ordained ministers. He added 
that there are approximately five ordained ministers in the Church of Scientology 
of Texas in Austin.

As you suggested it 
has to do with the adjustment of the magnetic pickup on the recorded 
head, gap spacing and position. 

2he Voice of America ha* a group of technician* that handle the operation 
of their recorder*. They would be willing to examine one of these 
devices. If you wish we can wait until another sample Is reported by 
customs and use it or if you '.rant we can use one of the E meters far 
demons tri’t ion purposes. The radio schools in this area do their 
adjustments with the usual laboratory instruments, os cill os co pe and 
voltmeters. They are not aware of any meter on the market specifically 
designed for this type of adjustment. 

The only reason I would suspect the present device is not used for 
such adjustment is their reference to connecting to the terminals of , 
the speaker. They refer to 15 bv as the limit of Input to the azimuth 
meter which is less than found op the speaker.

On October 23, 1967, 
claimants filed notice of appeal to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia.

In addition to this, ho is Getting up organiza¬ 
tions in various cities to premoto apparont fraudulent schemes under this 
some Church of Scientology. These new schemes do not appear to fall 
within tho meaning of tho FD3.-C Act. 

I obtained this information from Mrs, Jcannctto Shifflett, Vice-President, 
Better Euslnecn Bureau of St. Louie. Sho stated that one of her informers 
received thin material unsolicited through tho mall.

1 
material for records, extension courses, etc. This was follo'..'od by mr.tv.r- 
icl received from Scientology of St. Louis, Suite 305, Kimberly Building, 
2510 So, Brentwood Blvd., St.-Louis, Mo. which consisted of materiel pro¬ 
moting a lecture on E.S.P. Thin van in turn followed by a magazine 
mailed from Hubbard College of Scientology, Saint Kill Manor, East Grin- 
otead, Sussex, England which was titled "Tho Findings On Tho U.S. Food

.This replies to your letter of October 12, 1967, concerning the, 

"Hubbard E-Meter". 

On May 12, 1966, approximately one hundred "E-Meters" together with a 
large number of various pieces of literature relating to the device 
were seized in possession of the Distribution Center, Incorporated, 
the Academy of Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., all 
located in Washington, D. C>, and all associated with the Founding 
Church of Scientology. The devices were seized in January 1963 under 
charges that they were represented to be used for the treatment, diag¬ 
nosis, and prevention of all mental and nervous disorders as well as 
assorted physical disorders such as arthritis, cancer, ulcers, and 
radiation burns, which representations were charged to be false. ^ 

Before making the seizure, a very careful investigation was made by 
our agency. The investigation developed that the “E-Hater" is nothing 
more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and measuring minute 
amounts of current from a small dry cell battery which is passed through 
the body with tin can electrodes of the circuit held in the .hands. In a 
previous case involving a device of comparable instruction, we have been 
able to establish that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in 
diagnosing or treating any disease of man. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the reli¬ 
gion of Scientology was not a necessary part of diagnosis, treatment, or 
cure. People were being treated by this worthless machine on a straight 
fee basis, without any requirement that they have any interest in the 
Founding Church. 

The case was decided in favor of the Government, but the claimants have 
filed for a new trial (non obstante verdictum) resulting In the decision 
being stayed pending the outcome of the motion.

The "Hubbard E Meter," a piece of electrical equipment used by the 
Founding Church of Scientology, has been determined to be a misbranded 
medical device by a Federal Court Jury. 

The jury returned a verdict for the Government Wednesday after a 
13-day trial in the U.S. District Court in Washington, D. C. 

The trial^resulted from the seizure of more than 100 of the devices, 
together with about"three tons' of literature, in Washington more than four 
years ago. The -• seizure 1 action -was • initiated by the Food and Drug Administration. 

The Government';!'contended!that'false and misleading therapeutic claims 
were made for the devices./although their only demonstrated effect was to 
measure skin resistance to electric currents. 

The libel of information filed in court said the labeling for the devices 
represented that the machines were effective in diagnosing, preventing, and 
treating "all mental and nervous disorders and illnesses... and all psychosomatic 
ailments." 

Among these "psychosomatic ailments," the Government said the labeling 
included "arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, and radiation burns from atomic 
bombs, poliomyelitis, the dommon cold, etc..." 

The seizure was contested by the Founding Church of Scientology and 
about 40 individuals. Their attorneys contended that the machines were used 
in the practice of Scientology and no- curative powers were attributed to them. 

The trial was conducted before Judge John J. Series. On the basis of 
the verdict that the devices were misbranded, the court will issue an order 
later for the disposition of the machines that ware seized.

Scientology la an outgrowth of 
"Dlanetlce" and represents Hubbard's theories on psychology, and 
the treatment of personality and mental problems, etc. 

Hubbard has sponsored a variety of Scientology organisations, 
including the "Pounding Church of Scientology," "The Distribution 
Center, Inc.," "The Distribution Center of Dianetlos and 
Scientology," the "Radiation Research Program," tha "Founding . 

Church of Washington, D. C.," the "Academy of Religious Arts 
and Sciences," the "Hubbard Association of Sciontologists, 
International" (all of these organisations are, or have been, 
located In the Washington, D. C. area), and the "Church of 
American Science" at Phoenix, Arizona. 

The Food and Drug Administration has attempted to acquire information 
regarding Scientology only to tha extant that Scientology Involves 
distribution or sponsorship of articles that are subject to the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act.

This firm takes orders for the Hubbard E-meter and relays them 
to the Book Store, Saint Hill Manor, East Grlnstead, Sussex, England. 
The E-meters are shipped to this Los Angeles branch and then are 
picked up by the person who ordered them. 

When the orders are received, no accompanying literature is 
added. The persons who receive the meters have had training in their 
use. 


Management states that no medicinal or curative or diagnostic 
claims are made for the machines. The machine purportedly works on 
the principle of determining the state of a person's tensions or 
emotions. 

HISTORY OF BUSINESS: 


There has been no significant changes in this section. 

INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY : 

Mr. James E. Jewell, Executive Secretary of the Academy of 
Scientology, stated that Mr. L. Ron Hubbard was responsible for the 
E-meter, all accompanying literature and instructions. He added 
that Mr. Hubbard was still living in England and had the E-meter 
made and shipped from there. 

Mr. Jewell was emphatic in stating that he did not have a 
place in the officers of the parent corporation. He added that 
that corporation was the only one and that he had only an employee's status. 

PERSONS INTERVIEWED: 


Credentials were presented and the Notice of Inspection 
issued to Mr. James E. Jewell. Mr. Jewell and Mrs. Marie Okes, 
Hubbard Comaunications Office Executive Secretary, supplied the 
information for this report. Each one of the individuals agreed 
with the information supplied by the other. 

GUARANTEES : 

. Mr. Jewell stated that no Food and Drug guarantee's were 
issued or received. 
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GENERAL^ 

Mr. Jewell stated that the Academy of Scientology did not 
manufacture, relabel or repack the Hubbard E-meter. The meter 
came complete directly from England. Mr. Jewell added the meter 
could only be ordered by Individuals who had been trained in its 
use. Other individuals would have little or no idea how the 
apparatus operated or what it could do. 

The ordering process could occur in two ways. The individual 
could order direct from England or through the branch of the 
Academy of Scientology. When the latter method was used, the 
Academy would deliver the device at the end of training. 

The person had to pick up the device at the Los Angeles 
branch of the Academy. 

Only one piece of accompanying literature was given me by 
Mr. Jewell. He stated that he did not feel that the mmiy literature 
used in the training sessions was accompanying literature and thus 
did not give me copies. 

Mr. Jewell stated that the device was not, in his opinion, 
a medical device but merely an extension of the person using it. 

This was because the device showed the changes of a person's 
emotions or his state of tension when problems of life were 
discussed with him. The device could be considered similar to a lie 
detector since it determined emotional changes. 

The literature supplied me states that the device is a 
specially designed Wheatstone Bridge. 

DISTRIBUTION ; 

The firm does not ship any E-sieters from its Los Angeles 
branch. However, it will take orders from students attending its 
classes and have the devices sent to the Los Angeles branch. 

This will be done even when the student has his home out of 
state. In these cases, the firm may be considered shipping in 
Interstate commerce because it knows that the device will have to 
be taken out of the State of California in order for it to be used. 

There were two students presently taking the training course 
and who had ordered the device and who lived outside of the State 
of California.

The "Hubbard E Meter," a piece of electrical equipment used by the 


Founding Church of Scientology, has been determined to be a misbranded 
medical device by a Federal Court jury. 

The jury returned a verdict for the Government Wednesday after a 


13-day trial in the U.S. District Court in Washington, D. C. 

The trial resulted from the seizure of more than 100 of the devices, 


r 


together with about three tons of literature, in Washington more than four 
years ago. The seizure action was initiated by the Food and Drug Administration. 

The Government contended that false and misleading therapeutic claims 
were made for the devices, although their only demonstrated effect was to 
measure skin resistance to electric currents. 

The libel of information filed in court said the labeling for the devic*^ 
represented that the machines were effective in diagnosing, preventing, and 
treating "all mental and nervous disorders and illnesses... and all psychosomatic 
ailments." 

Among these "psychosomatic ailments," the Government said the labeling 
included "arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, and radiation burns from atomifu. 
bombs, poliomyelitis, the common cold, etc..." 

The seizure was contested by the Founding Church of Scientology and 
about 40 individuals. Their attorneys contended that the machines were used 
in the practice of Scientology and no curative powers were attributed to them. 

The trial was conducted before Judge John J. Series. On the basis of 
the verdict that the devices were misbranded, the court will issue an order 
later for the disposition of the machines that were seized.

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HOW THE E-METER WORKS 



This is a Hubbard Electrometer called an E-Meter for short. 
Technically it is a specially developed “Wheatstone Bridge” 
well known to electrically minded people as a device to mea¬ 
sure the amount of resistance to a flow of electricity. 
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Some materials conduct electricity more easily than others. 
Wire used in electrical systems is a good conductor. 


The .human body is not such a gpod conductor and the 
/ErMeter has been specially designed by L. Ron Hubbard to 
measure the large and minute changes, be they slow or rapid, 
in the electrical resistance of a human body. 

Electrical resistance is measured in ohms. 

The resistance of a dead female body is 5,000 ohms and of 
a dead male body, 12,500 ohms. 











When, however, the resistance of a live body is measured it 
can be as low as 500 ohms or as high as 1,000,000 ohms. These 
figures are mentioned as a matter of interest and to show 
the wide divergence of the electrical resistance of a body when 
it is inhabited. 
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Tests conclusively show that an individual’s emotional state, 
his .thoughts, etc., instantly raise or lower the electrical 
resistance of the body. Thus the meter is an extremely valu¬ 
able tool in the hands of a trained auditor. The various 
manifestations and their significances are fully covered in 
E-Meter Essentials by L. Ron Hubbard. We in Scientology 
have come to accept the fact that the E-Meter “talks” to us. 
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Wc rarely give much thought to the hours nntl hours of work 
and research put in by L. Ron Hubbard, resulting in the 
perfect instrument the Mark V and an exact exposition 
of what the various reading and changes mean, 

Merc wc see Ron checking a new Mark V against the proto¬ 
type (on the left). This prototype is kept by Ron in a safe 
and is used by him from time to time lo make sure that the 
standard of manufacture is maintained, k was made to his 
exact specifications and assembled in a Mark IV case. 


Self Portrait 












The inner workings are intricate and made to Ron's exact 
specification. The technically minded will see that it has a 
“printed” circuit (thus avoiding mis-duplication) and is fully 
transistorised (no delicate valves or tubes). It is robust but 
as with all precision instruments should be handled with 
respect and care. Note: Only half a volt is passed through 
the body. This is negligible. 




SETTING UP THE E-METER 


To familiarise yourself with the mechanical functions first 
open the lid and detach it. 









Turn the “Set-Transit-Test” knob to “Test” and the “on-off 
switch to 1. The needle should go hard over to the right. 
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If the needle does not go right over then the battery requires 
recharging, so to do this you need the “charging lead” supplied 
with every meter. 
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Connect the charging lead to the meter and then to A.C. 
(Alternating Current) mains. This is the usual domestic supply. 
Leave the “Set-Transit-Test” knob at “Test” and the "on-off” 
switch at 1. If the voltage of your mains supply is 220/240 
volts the meter should be left connected to the mains for 14 
hours. If it is 110 volts A.C. the meter should be left for 
28 hours. In both cases the battery will be fully charged 
and will give about 40 hours of use. Do not connect to a 
D.C. (Direct Current) supply. 
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Turn the “Tone Arm” until it points to 2 (F). This is the 
position of the 5.000 ohms previously referred to. (3 (M) is 
the 12.500 ohms position). Now turn the sensitivity knob 
-^it is also the “on-off” switch—to the maxmum marked on 
the dial (16 or 32). The meter shown here is one of the earlier 
models on which the sensitivity dial is graduated from 1 to 
16. (Later models have a dial graduated from 1 to 32.) 
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Now turn the "trim" knob—clockwise the needle will go to 
the right, anti-clockwise to the left. Leave it when the needle 
is in the "set” position. The meter is now correctly adjusted 
for use. 
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Turn the sensitivity knob back to 1. The needle will only 
move a small amount, if at all. 





















THE SENSITIVITY KNOB 


By moving the Tone Arm you will notice that the needle also 
moves. The Tone Arm, therefore, can control the position of 
the needle. If you move the Tone Arm clockwise the needle 
will go clockwise and vice versa. 
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Move the Tone Arm back 
No. 4 or 8 on a meter thal 




























Next move the Tone Arm clockwise until the needle is in the 
“test" portion of the dial (don't move the Tone Arm more 
than is necessary). Note the Tone Arm has only had to be 
moved to about 2.0. 

So you see that the needle is more sensitive to the Tone Arm 
as the sensitivity knob is moved up to a higher number. Try 
this for yourself by turning the sensitivity knob to a higher 
number and then notice how much less you need to move the 
Tone Arm in order to move the needle across the dial. 


Therefore increasing the sensitivity by putting the sensitivity 
knob to a higher number magnifies the movement of the 
needle. 

It is important that you understand that the Tone Arm Motion 
is constant. It is the needle action which is magnified or 
decreased by the adjustment of the sensitivity knob. 

The meter can be made even more sensitive by turning the 
“Sensitivity Booster" to 32, which will double the sensitivity, 
or to 64 which quadruples the sensitivity (64 or 128 in later 
models). 
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THE NEEDLE 


Now turn the Tone Arm to 2,0 and the sensitivity to 1, and the 
needle will be at “set” again. Take the plug connected to the 
cans and plug it in to the electrode socket. Place the cans 
upright on the table so that they do not touch each other and 
you will notice that the needle will go right over to the left. 
Moving the Tone Arm will not have an effect on the needle. 
This is because there is almost total resistance to the electric 
current; the table and the air are very poor conductors of 
electricity. 
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If you touch the cans together the needle will go hard over 
to the right because there’s practically no resistance, the 
cans and the wire being very good conductors. Do not leave 
the cans touching for more than a few seconds, otherwise 
the meter might be damaged. 
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Hold the cans in your hands and get someone to adjust the 
Tone Arm until the needle is at “set”. Note the position of 
the Tone Arm. Ordinary “tin” cans with the paper label 
stripped off are preferred. Although they are less attractive, 
they give a more accurate response. 
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Ask someone else to hold the cans and adjust the Tone Arm 
yourself so that the needle is again at “set”. It is most 
unlikely that the Tone Arm will be at the exact position as 
when you hold the cans. If the cans are cold it is sometimes 
necessary to wait a while for the cans to “warm up" in the 
hands before the needle settles down. 
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Tell the person holding the cans to squeeze them and when 
this is done you will see that the needle will immediately go 
over to the right. When he/she returns to the original grip, 
the needje.will return to the “set” position. 



Increase the sensitivity setting to 4 and have the cans 
squeezed again. You will notice that the needle goes further 
and more quickly to. the right. If on the first squeeze the 
needle has gone right over, at the higher sensitivity it will hit 
the pin harder and bounce off maybe several times. This is 
another demonstration of the function of the sensitivity knob 
magnifying the movement of the needle. 










When you have finished using the meter, switch off the 
“sensitivity knob” and put the “Set-Transit-Test” knob 
to “Transit.” This prevents the batteries running down and 
protects the needle mechanism during transit. 


At the bottom of the Tone Arm Dial a very useful 
device called the “ Tone Arm Counter ” may be fitted. If you 
move the Tone Arm about you will notice that the number in 
the “ window ” on the right will change periodically. It will 
increase by sevens until it reaches 98 when it will go to 0 
and then continue increasing by seven. This number records 
the distance of downward movements traversed by the Tone 
Arm. It is recorded in numbers of divisions—from 4 to 3 
would be one division. This information is very valuable and 
important to an auditor. Its use is fully described in “The 
Book of E-Meter Drills ” compiled by Mary Sue Hubbard. 








You can test your meter's efficiency from time to time this 
way. Place the cans on the table so that they do not touch 
each other. Plug them into the meter. Set the Tone Arm 
to 6.5. Turn the “ Set-Transit-Test ” knob to 16. Turn 
" Trim ” knob so as to bring needle to “ set ” position. It is 
important that the table upon which the meter is standing is 
firm and steady, so don’t lean on or touch it during the test. 
Observe the needle carefully, it should be quite steady. A 
slight gentle drift is all right but if it is at all jerky you Will 
know vour meter needs attention. 
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THE TONE ARM 


Much useful information can be gained from the position of 
the Tone Arm. For example, in passing the Class VI auditing 
requirement for classification at Level VI a check must be 
done on the E-Meter and the following qualification con¬ 
cerning the Tone Arm must be observed. 


If the Tone Arm is at 4.0—that is all right. 










Whilst if the Tone Arm is at 5.D—that is absolutely not 
passing. 
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The Tone Arm being anywhere between 4.0 and 2.0 is 
acceptable as passing. 






NEEDLE ACTIONS 


The successful auditor needs to know his meter very well 
and be aware of the various actions of the needle. There are 
ten main needle actions which occur upon a pre-clear being 
given an auditing question and an auditor should get familiar 
with these early in his training. First, there is the “ Stuck ” 
needle (illustrated in this picture). You ask the pc a question 
and the needle just stays stuck with no movement whatsoever. 
This should on no account be confused with a “ Nul " needle 
which is the needle continuing to behave in an action 
uninfluenced by the auditing question. 


A very important action is called the “ Fall." It is a move¬ 
ment to your right as you face the meter. It can take place 
anywhere on the dial. It can be a short movement or a long 
movement even necessitating adjustment of the Tone Arm. 
The movement can be either fast or slow. 




















The “Rise” is exactly opposite to a “Fall”—the needle 
moves to your left instead of to the right. 





The “ Theta Bop ” is a small or wide steady dance of the 
needle. Depending on the sensitivity setting it can be anything 
from one-eighth to half an inch wide. It is very rapid, perhaps 
five or ten times a second. 
















The “ Rock Slam ” is very spectacular. It is a crazy, unequal, 
jerky motion of the needle, narrow as one inch or as wide as 
three inches happening several times a second. The needle 
goes crazy “ slamming back and forth, narrowly, widely, over 
to the left, over to the right as if frantically trying to escape.” 
The first time you see a real one the chances are you will 
think there is something wrong with your meter. 
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A “ Stage Four " needle goes up about an inch or two (always 
the same distance) and sticks and then falls, goes up, sticks, 
falls, about once a second or so. It is very regular, always 
the same distance, aways the same pattern, over and over, 
on and on, and nothing you say or the preclear says changes 
it (except Body Reactions). 
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The “ Free ” or “ Floating ” needle. The needle just floats 
over a wide area and anything the pc says or thinks has 
no influence on the very smooth movement. Further, you 
will have difficulty in controlling the needle with the Tone 
Arm just as you would have difficulty balancing a long stick 
on your fingertip. 

It is an important characteristic which should be readily 
recognised as it indicates a satisfactory conclusion to an 
auditing activity. 




There are three reactions not pictured here—" Nul,” “ Change 
of Characteristic,” and “ Body Reactions.” These are fully 
described in “ E-Meter Essentials ” by L. Ron Hubbard. 
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THE AZIMUTH METER 



The Azimuth Alignment Meter comes in an attractive leather J 

case. It is exactly the same in operation and function as the 
Hubbard Mark V. If you own an Azimuth the description 
of the Mark V in the foregoing pages will be just as helpful 
in your getting to understand the Azimuth.

The differences are really quite few. For example, instead of 
being supported by the lid there is a rod which is pushed into 
a socket at the back. 




Apart from the obvious, main difference of the meter dial 
being above the Tone Arm, the “ Set-Transit-Test knob 
is alongside the Tone Arm. The cans are plugged in at the 
side as on the Mark V. 




The Sensitivity Booster, indicated in the picture, has two 
positions—“Hi” and " Lo.” The battery charging socket is 
on the bottom edge of and just below the booster switch and 
the “ Trim Knob.” 
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The main advantage of the Azimuth is the facility provided 
by the additional glass panel behind the needle. This makes 
it possible for you to write on your auditor’s report or work¬ 
sheet and at the same time keep an eye on the behaviour of 
the needle. 



The supporting rod supplied with your Azimuth is stra 
and gets in the way of your writing paper when you pi 
underneath the meter. To overcome this take the rod wl 
is made of fairly soft metal and gently bend it. 
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In the rare event of the meter behaving badly or ceasing to 
function return it to The Book Store, Saint Hill Manor, East 
Grinstead, Sussex, England, for repair. If, however, you live 
outside the U.K. contact your local Hubbard Organization for 
instructions as to where to send it. Provided the damage is 
not due to carelessness or breakage the meter will be repaired 
free of charge for a reasonable period after purchase. 

Pack it very carefully before sending. See that it is switched 
off and the “Set-Transit-Test” knob is in the “Transit" 
position. Use the original packing carton to send it in.

On 3/30/67 I contacted the organization to ask why I had not received my 
tickets. I was informed that the tickets were in the mail and was furnished 
my invoice if 2119 . i was also informed that if the tickets were not re¬ 
ceived I would be able to attend the Congress on my invoice number. 

On 4/1/67 I attended the first day of the Realization Congress. I was 
interviewed by Jean Wooten, Registrar. She asked if I had ever experienced 
ups and downs in life (Roller Coastering in life). I replied In the 
affirmative. She said that I was experiencing a "Stabilization Intensive”. 
This condition could be corrected through five hours of auditing at a cost 
of $100.00. , She then told me that first I must purchase "Dianetlcs, The 
Science of Modern Menta1.HeaIth" at a cost of $4.00. This text must be 
read before attending sessions for the "Stabilization intensive". 

I proceeded to the bookstand following my interview with Miss Wooten. I 
informed the gentleman at the bookstand, a Mr. Elkins, that l had no money 
to purchase a book at this time. They were rather insistent on giving me 
a due-invoice for the book for which I was supposed to send payment. I 
said that I would buy the book later.

I was then directed to a Release Station manned by four auditors with 
E-Meters who wanted to do a pre-release check on me. I told them that 
I did not wish to participate at this time. 

I was then directed to HCO (Hubbard Communication Office) and after which 
to the Distribution stand where 1 was interviewed by a Mr. Pope. Mr. Pope 
supplied me with informational material and solicited my services as a 
Field Staff Member. As a Field Staff Member you are to introduce new 
individuals to Scientology. I was informed by Mr. Pope that a Field Staff 
Member would receive 10% of all payments made to Scientology by a new 
member. 


After listening to two taped lectures by L. Ron Hubbard entitled "Study and 
Intent", I obtained a "Tone Scale Chart" and left the meeting. 

When I registered for the Congress, I was given a name tag. All persons 
at the Congress wore name tags with red, green, blue, and gold stars. The 
red star indicated that the individual was new to Scientology. After the 
two taped lectures all Congress attendants were to split up into groups 
according to Scientology training. I left the function before the seminars 
began. 

Alt materials obtained during this investigation were delivered to the 
office of Assistant U.S. Attorney Dobell. I was advised by General Counsel 
Attorney Mrs. Sisk and Mr. Wilt Swain that it would not be necessary to 
attend the Sunday session of the Congress. 

Continued efforts are being made by the organization to introduce Mr. William 
E. Druis to the "Realization of Scientology". Since telephone calls are now 
being made to my home, a change-of-address is.being submitted so that our 
contact with the organization wi1J not be damaged. Future mailings will be 
made to Mr. Druis at.Inspector Wobbleton's home address. 


There was no mention at the Congress of the forthcoming trial involving the 
E-Meter seizure.

EDUCATION „ 

BY L. RON HUBBARD

A culture is held together solely and only by education, whether that educa¬ 
tion is achieved by experience or by teaching. 

The amount of money invested by governments in education is enormous 
and is in fact usually the largest budget next to armaments. With ai con¬ 
siderable sum being spent on the education of an individual, the burning 
question is: Has he become educated? 

Education is defined as ‘‘learning, knowing, or accomplishing the knowing¬ 
ness of a certain subject”, and would be in the direction of accomplishing 
certain actions professionally. One expects an educated person to be able to 
accomplish certain things in the subject he is educated in. He should be able 
to accomplish the actions and results that are taught in the subject. With a 
clear understanding of what constitutes education we can see that many 
things pass under the heading of education which are not. 

The quarrel with modern schooling of the young is that they are not being 
taught to do anything. A survey of this field brings to light the reason for 
formal education of our youth—to give the mothers a break! So this is not. 
education. 

You cannot disassociate education from an active beingness and a role 
and a professionalism. Giving a person “a good education” so that he could 
not do anything is therefore a direct contradiction. You can’t “educate” 
somebody without any end in view. 

THE PURPOSE OF A SUBJECT 

, Take the situation with arithmetic, for example. Having no finite end in 
itself these days, it is almost impossible to teach and you have pupils in 
school doing very badly in this subject. I defy the bulk of the teachers who 
are teaching it to give you much of an end product for knowing arithmetic. 
They would say one has to have it because it is fundamental to so many other 
subjects. That’s all very well but now we are talking about other subjects— 
not arithmetic. 

ft is interesting to discover how adept at arithmetic one was expected to 
be in 1888. The problems solved by arithmetic are the problems of algebra 
today. 

It is a revelation that this can be done and it makes a lot better sense. 
This wrongness is also very obvious in universities where, for example, you 
are expected to solve engineering problems with calculus which are solvable 
by arithmetic. 

Arithmetic is thus a dying subject and it is dying because nobody is 
delineating its purpose to the student, ft has become some auxiliary subject 
that keeps you from being shortchanged! 

As the purpose of a subject falls away so does the subject disappear from 
the ken of man. It will die away not only in the society but also in the indi¬ 
vidual. Both of these statements are true. The first is so true that it is almost

nonsense, but the latter is not nonsense and has not been detected. IF 
THE INDIVIDUAL. BEING TAUGHT HAS NOT GRASPED THE 
PURPOSE OF THE SUBJECT THEN THAT SUBJECT WILL DIE 
AWAY IN THE INDIVIDUAL. It might have tremendous purpose but if 
that purpose is not being taught then the student will fail utterly in its study. 

A person cannot become educated in a subject that does not end up in a 
specific doingness. 1 since that person has no way of checking whether he 
ever learned anything. This gives the difference between a dead study and a 
live study—the latter has a purpose and use, the former has no use. Its use 
dies away through lack of need for it or simply failure to define its purpose as 
part of the educational process. 

Studies lacking in purpose become obsessive. Someone is obsessively 
studying some dead subject, nobody knows what he is talking about, why he 
is studying it, it isn't of any use and not of much interest anyway. The poor 
fellow can never communicate his subject for the best reason that communi¬ 
cation becomes difficult: people cease to listen as it isn't of any use to them. 
This situation is common in the field of education. 

So for an educational subject to exist and continue to be a subject in which 
one can become educated, or if you expect anyone to be educated in the 
subject, it has to have a purpose which can be seen to be an attainable action. 
The value of the subject depends simply and utterly on the value of attaining 
that stated purpose. Where you get a subject continuing across the millenia, 
it is only because its purpose has gone along with it and its purpose is under¬ 
stood. 

GRADIENTS 

A subject can also be destroyed by adding numerous things to its tech¬ 
nology that don't belong there. For example—before you could study 
engineering you must have had a primary school education, a high school 
education, gone to finishing school, and learned to knit—that is about the 
next one expects to see! 

The longer it takes to approach the education, the more opportunity there 
is for “taxiing on the runway". Well, by the time a person has done this for 
about 45 years and finds that he isn't off the ground, he doesn't take off. 
THE NUMBER OF OPPORTUNITIES TO FAIL ARE DIRECTLY 
PROPORTIONAL TO THE LENGTH OF APPROACH—that is a law. 
This is balanced by the fact that if you don't study something by gradients 
you get into a mess by going into too high a gradient. Too high too quick. 
There is somewhere a proper length “runway" for a subject. It should not 
be so long that it needlessly multiplies opportunities for failure, nor so short 
that it takes a person up too steep so that he ends up in total confusion. 

EMPHASIS 

True knowledge will give correct emphasis in a subject and only theoretical 
knowledge will give wrong emphasis. 

The universities by this time are strewn with wrong emphasis—you can 
keep moving further and further afield with wrong emphasis to a point where 
the technology gets lost. UNREALITIES ENTER WHEN A SUBJECT 
TEACHES SOLUTIONS TO PROBLEMS WHICH DON’T EXIST OR 

1 Ability to do something or perform an action. 


FAILS TO SOLVE PROBLEMS THAT DO EXIST. 

Higher education today is being given a bad name by people who are 
teaching subjects they themselves have never practiced. Not only tragic but 
extremely damaging to a society. 

ABSENCE OF MASS 

Education attempted in the absence of mass 2 is very hard on the student 
and makes him feel dead, bored and exasperated. For example, when 
studying tractors the printed page and the spoken word are not a substitute 
fora tractor. Understand this datum in its purity, and that is: EDUCATING 
A PERSON IN THE MASS WHICH HE DOES NOT HAVE AND 
WHICH ISN'T AVAILABLE PRODUCES ADVERSE EFFECTS. That 
is a fact. You get the highest incidence of suicide or illness in the field of 
education most devoted to studying absent mass. 

The simple solution is to supply the mass that is being studied. Little 
Johnny is having an awful time at school with arithmetic, so let's get some 
apples and give each of them a number and then he has a number of apples in 
front of him—they are no longer a theoretical number of apples. And 
arithmetic is no longer a problem. 

BY-PASSED DEFINITIONS 

A third and entirely different sort of study reaction exists in the field of the 
by-passed definition—a distinctly blank, washed out. sort of nervous hysteria. 

The misunderstood word in a subject produces a vast panorama of mental 
effects and is the prime factor involved in stupidity. This is very important 
because it tells you what happens to a person's doingness in any field. AN 
INEPTITUDE OR LACK OF DOINGNESS IN ANY STUDIED SUB¬ 
JECT STEMS FROM SOME WORD (OR WORDS) IN THAT SUBJECT 
THAT THE PERSON WHO IS INEPT DIDN'T DEFINE OR UNDER¬ 
STAND. First came the misunderstood word or words, followed by an 
inability to act in the field of that subject. The restoration of the doingness 
depends upon the restoration of the misunderstood word, the misunderstood 
definition. 

You can trace back the subject that produced the stupidity, or any allied 
subject confused with it and you will find the missed definition phenomena. 
This is a sweepingly fantastic discovery in the field of education and is very 
swift processing in Scientology. 


These discoveries of Scientology open the gates of education. With them 
man can break free from the ineptitude and stupidity that has plagued him 
for millenia.

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WHAT IS GREATNESS 


L. RON HUBBARO 

The hardest task one can have is to continue to love one's fellows 
despite all reasons he should not. 

And the true sign of sanity and greatness is to so continue. 

For the one who can achieve this, there is abundant hope. For 
those who cannot, there is only sorrow, hatred and despair, and 
these are not the things of which greatness or sanity or happiness are 
made. 

A primary trap is to succumb to invitations to hate. There are 
those who appoint one their executioners. Sometimes for the sake of 
the safety of others, it is necessary to act, but it is not necessary 
also to hate them. 

To do one's task without becoming furious at others who seek to 
prevent one is a mark of greatness - and sanity. And only then can 
one be happy. 

Seeking to achieve any single desirable quality in life is a noble 
thing. The one most difficult and most necessary to achieve is to love 
one's fellows despite all invitations to do otherwise. 

If there is any saintly quality, it is not to forgive. "Forgiveness" 
is a much lower level action and is rather censorious. 

True greatness merely refuses to change in the face of bad actions 
against one - and a truly great person loves his fellows because he 
understands them. 

After all, they are all in the same trap. Some are oblivious of it, 
Borne have gone mad because of it, some act like those who betrayed 
them. But all, all are in the same trap - the generals, the street 
sweepers, the presidents, the Insane. They act the way they do 
because they are all subject to the same cruel pressures of this 
universe. 

Some of us are subject to those pressures and still go on doing 
our jobs. Others have long since succumbed and rave and torture and 
strut like the demented souls they are. 

To re-save some of them is a dangerous undertaking. Were you 
to approach many ruling heads in the world and offer to set them free 
(as only a Scientologist can) they would go beserk, cry up their 
private police and generally cause unpleasantness. Indeed, one did - 
he was later assasinated by no desire of ours but because of the 
Incompetence of his own fellows about him. He could have used 
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Scientology. Instead, he promptly tried to shoot it down by ordering . . 
raids and various beserk actions on Scientology organizations. That fT 
he was then shot had nothing to do with us, but only demonstrated how 
incompetent and how mortal he really was. 

As we become stronger, we can be completely openhanded with 
our help. Until we do, we can at least understand the one fact that * 
greatness does not stem from savage wars or being known. It stems 
from being true to one's own decency, from going on helping others 
whatever they do or think or say and despite all savage acts against 
one; to persevere without changing one’s basic attitude toward Man. 

A fully trained Scientologist is .in a far better position to under¬ 
stand than a partly trained one. For the Scientologist who really 
knows is able not only to retain confidence in himself and what he can 
do, but also can understand why others do what they do and so know¬ 
ing, does not become baffled or dismayed by small defeats. To that 
degree, true greatness depends on total wisdom. They act as they do 
because they are what they are - trapped beings, crushed beneath an 
intolerable burden. And if they have gone mad for it and command the ' 
devastation of whole nations in errors of explanation, still one can 
understand why and can understand as well the extent of their 
madness. Why should one change and begin to hate just because 
others have lost themselves and their own destinies are too cruel for 
them to face. 

, Justice, mercy, forgiveness, all are unimportant beside the 
ability not to change because of provocation or demands to do so. 

One must act, one must preserve order and decency, but one 
need not hate or seek vengeance. 

It is true that beings are frail and^commit wrongs. Man is 
basically good but can act badly. 

He only acts badly when his acts done for order and the safety of 
others are done with hatred. Or when his disciplines are founded only 
upon safety for himself regardless of all others; or worse, when he 
acts only out of a taste for cruelty. 

To preserve no order at all is an insane act. One need only look 
at the possessions and environment of the insane to realise this. The 
able keep good order. 

When cruelty in the name of discipline dominates a race, that 
race has been taught to hate. And that race is doomed. 

The real lesson is to learn to love. 

He who would walk scatheless through his day must learn this. 

Never use what is done to one as a basis for hatred. Never desire 
revenge. 

It requires real strength to love Man. And to love him despite all 
invitations to do otherwise, all provocations and all reasons why one 
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• SCIENTOLOGY DEFINITIONS 


should not. 

Happiness and strength endure only in the absence of hate. To 
hate alone is the road to disaster. To love is the road to strength. 
To love in spite of all is the secret of greatness. And may very well 
be the greatest secret in this universe.

Recall a time when someone was communicating 
easily to you. 

Recall a time when somebody liked you. 

Use this list many times. If Exercise One disturbed you, 
use this list. If you are tired or confused, use it. This exercise 
can be done for hours. 
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SCIENTOLOGY DEFINED 

“Scientology” is a new word which names a new Religious 
Science. It is formed from the Latin word, scio, which means 
know (in the broadest sense of the word) and the Greek word, 
logos , which means study . Thus “Scientology” means “knowing 
how to know.” 

A science is not merely a collection of facts, neatly arranged. 
An essential of a science is that observations give rise to theories 
which, in turn, predict new observations. When the new observa¬ 
tions are made, they, in turn, predict new observations. A science 
grows. Its most important growth is not in numbers of facts but 
in the clarity and prediction value of its theories. Many fields 
which call themselves sciences substitute fact collecting for 
theorizing, others substitute theorizing for observation. Without 
both, there is no science. The ‘exact’ sciences contradict each 
other daily. This is not because their observations are wrong, 
but because they cling to old theories that conflict instead of find¬ 
ing the newer, with which they could predict new observations 
which their present theories hide from them. 

Scientology has introduced new simplicities of theory into 
the field of human ability and has brought the study of the Spirit 
up to a level at which it begins to embrace all thought and all Life, 
not only of Man, but of all organisms. 

Scie ntology., is. not_.a therapy for the sick, although from. 

THOUGHT is the subject matter of Scientology. It is con¬ 
sidered as a kind of “energy” which is not part of the physical 
universe. It controls energy, but it has no wavelength. It uses 
matter, but it has no mass. It is found in space, but it has no 
position. It records time but it is not subject to time. In Scien¬ 
tology the Greek word (and letter), theta, is used as a symbol for 
thought. 

The MIND may be said to be made up of the thoughts of a 
person. It is composed of mental image pictures. 

The BRAIN is an organic physical entity. It is not the mind. 

“MEST” is a coined word, meaning Matter, Energy, Space 
and Time, the physical universe. All physical phenomena may 
be considered as energy operating in space and time. All matter 
is reducible to energy operating in space and time. The move¬ 
ment of matter or energy in time is the measure of space. All 
things are MEST except Theta. 

An ORGANISM is a portion of MEST which has been or¬ 
ganized and is being controlled by theta. Organisms are alive. 
They are the physical manifestation of LIFE. Theta is said, 
then, to be the “Energy” of Life. (It is not to be confused with 
physical energy, which is the “E” of “MEST”.) 
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■ MEST is in a constant state of motion. All its parts are 
moving with respect to each other. Matter cannot exist without^ 
motion. Energy is motion. Space and time are defined by motion'. ~ 
A life organism, being partly MEST must contain motion. [ l 

A STATIC is something which has no motion. The word is""..', 
from the Latin, sto, meaning stand . No part of MEST can be^ 
static, but Theta is static. Theta has no motion. Even when the 
MEST it controls is moving in space and time, Theta is not moving, 
since Theta is not in space or time, 

PRO CESSING is a procedure hv whirh an individual re¬ 
covers his self-dete rm inism. No p rocedure which does^not bring

SELF-DETERMINISM is tHe goal of processing. An indi¬ 
vidual can be aberrated only by his own decision about some in¬ 
jury or loss he has suffered. If he decides not to survive that 
injury or loss, he will to a greater or lesser degree begin to die. 

SANITY is rated on a scale which goes all the way from 
death up to levels higher than man has ever been expected to 
reach. Complete sanity would be complete self-determinism. 
The level of behavior which we are willing to accept as sane in 
ourselves or in others may change from day to day and year to 
year. It may rise or fall. In processing it rises. There is no 
advantage in considering one’s self insane but there is an advan¬ 
tage in wishing to be saner than one is. 

The term “CLEAR” has risen from the analogy between the 
rnind and a computing machine. Before a computer can be used 
to 6olve a problem, it must be cleared of old problems, of old 
data and conclusions. Otherwise, it will add the old conclusions 
into the new one and produce an invalid answer. Processing clears 
more and more of these problems from the computer. The com¬ 
pletely cleared individual would have all his self-determinism in 
present time and would be completely self-determined. 

Scientology cannot be completely understood by an uncleared 
individual. This means that one must feel one’s way into Scien¬ 
tology as though into a long passage at the other end of which a 
light is shining. It would be convenient if the whole passage were 
brightly lit, but since the passage is itself a journey into the light, 
the light within it must increase gradually. This is one of the 
things which makes an auditor useful. 


Mysticism has been an attempt to travel this passage. As 
nearly as one can tell, the concentrated, aesthetic methods of 
the mystics have brought them experiences which have some 
thing in common with processing. But the ability of these indi- 
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victuals to communicate their experiences to others has been so 
limited that mysticism may be considered uncommunicable. It 
must be experienced to be understood. Much of this kind of ex¬ 
perience has been evaluated in Scientology. 

The efforts of thousands of people over thousands of years 
have been required for the development of the physical science 
which we now have. The same has been true in non-physical 
science. Scientology, the science of knowledge, is the end product 
of thousands of years of thinking and investigation about how man 
thinks and what life is. Scientology is at the point of this advance. 
The data which have been uncovered in a few years by L. Ron 
Hubbard has been waiting to be uncovered since the beginning of 
time. Suddenly they are uncovered. This is the way of nature; 
for months the flower waits quietly, seeming to do nothing, then 
in a few hours it bursts into bloom. One may do well to recognize 
that he is watching the sudden blooming of an incredibly ancient 
flower. 

We who work in Scientology do so because we think it is at 
the point of advance of human knowledge, it is the steel tip which 
is rending the fabric of the unknown. 

Scientology is an invitation to an individual to learn for 
himself what others have learned before him and will learn after 
him. If one accepts this invitation, he is like a man who accepts 
an invitation to enter someone’s house. He should respect that 
house and be a good guest in it. If he is a good enough guest, he 
will go on living in the house as long as he wishes. 

A FACSIMILE is a Theta recording. All physical perceptions, 
all effort, emotion and thought which a person experiences are 
recorded continuously, and these recordings are called “facsim¬ 
iles.” They are not dependent upon an organism for their con¬ 
tinued existence. Any facsimile which has been recorded is there 
to be recalled—when the individual has risen high enough on the 
tone scale, when he has regained enough of his self-determinism. 

An ENGRAM is a fascimile which is contra-survival and of 
considerable magnitude. An engram which contains little physical 
pain but much painful emotion is called a SECONDARY ENGRAM. 

THOUGHT is the causal agent in an organism. It is thought 
which causes everything both structural and functional that hap¬ 
pens in an organism. An organism without thought is already dead. 

The idea that thought exists in complete independence of 
MEST is a central theorem-of Scientology. By definition it is not 
susceptible to proof in physical terms, but no theory which makes 
thought dependent upon MEST is workable, though numerous ex¬ 
perimenters and authorities spend their lives, even today, treat¬ 
ing the cause of life as though it were the result of a molecular 
accident, and wondering why the problem gets more and more 
complicated as they continue their “solution” of it. 
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“ABERRATION” is a word from the Latinab- erro , meaning 
wander from . An aberrated person wanders from his self-co 
determined course. He no longer goes where he wants to go now,r s--. 
but goes where he has wanted to go in the past. His course is,r-' > 
therefore, not rational, and he seems to go wherever the environ- -, / ) 
ment pushes him. He has as many aberrations as he has hidden 
contra-survival decisions in his past. 

The TONE SCALE is the main gradient scale of Scientology.N. 
One of the most important observations which led to the formula- \ 
tion of this scale was the change in emotional manifestation ex- 1 
hibited by a person who was being processed. The progress from I 
painful emotions to pleasant emotions was so reliable and evident I 
an indication of success, that it became the main measuring stick ) 
of the progress of a case. 

v Everyone has his customary position on the tone scale — a 
manifestation of emotion and behavior which is his habitual 
"frame of mind.” He will rise and fall on the scale briefly as 
pleasant and unpleasant things happen to him, but in the main he 
will have one level which represents his general attitude. Proc¬ 
essing can change that level, permanently. 


Socrates said, “Know thyself.” We are at last coming to 
the point where we can know ourselves, directly, by our own ex¬ 
perience; whence we have come, how long we have been in coming, 
who we are, what we may be in the future.

PAST TrrsaagHATICM DIFFICULTY 

At a recent Franchise surrey, out of SO people, 20jt said they had trouble with 
getting people in. Tou can see where this would slow down dissemination, as it • 
has long been proven that personal contact is one of the best means of Dissemination. 

If the steps of the Dissemination Formula are followed, then contacting people 
and getting them in becomes easy. An existing confusion on what to do with 
someone after you contact them, makes contacting sees hard. If you know exactly 
what to do with them and know that it would work, then there is no problem with 
contacting someone. 

If you can locate what is ruining someone's life, then there Is no problem with 
getting them interested in Scientology. If yon can then bring them to understand 
that Scientology can handle this condition, you wouldn't be able to keep them away! 

If the person is hostile toward you or Scientology, you must handle them before you 
will be able to locate their difficulty or bring them to understanding. The Dissemin¬ 
ation Course helps you to-be able to do all of these steps, and dissemination becomes 
easy. 

DISSEMTSATIOy ERRORS OBSERVED 

Following are some of the errors which were observed while teaching the Coursei- 

1. Getting someone interested in an intensive, the service that would best 
handle their condition of ruin, and then selecting them not for an intensive, but 
for the free introductory lecture! 

2. Having someone cold on a service, and then talking them out of it. When 
you’ve sold someone something, close the sale, don't continue to sell what they 
have already decided to buy. This is a long recognised problem in the field of 
salesmanship, and is known as "closing the sale". 

3. When being attacked, some students would go into "being nice", convincing 
or defending. This usually results in further attack, a large Q & A, and an 
argument that- leads nowhere. 

4 . Other hietakes could be summed up under, failing to recognise when a step 
of the dissemination formula has been completed, and therefore, failing to move 

on to the next step. 


COtTBSE SUCCESSES 


Two students upon finding that their landlord and landlady were upset with them, 
even to the point of having written their solicitors, contacted them and by using 
the dissemination formula, handled the ABC break, and proceeded to interest them in 
b'cientology. This was dono to the point of their asking a lot of questions and showing 
an interest in an intensive.

Solentology "was developed by L. Ron Hubbard after approximately twenty years of re¬ 
search* His first book on the subjsot* Dianetios* the Modern Solenc-e of Mental 
Health * was published in 1950. This and aucoeeding books outline the theory as it ia 
today. 

Dr. Hubbard started his research on this premise: Man is basioally good. If you 
share this premise* you have probably wondered why we do things which oause us to 
feel shame or regret* why we a one time a hurt ourselves or others with our actions. 

Probably the greatest single discovery made by Dr. Hubbard was that the human mind

What is Processing?

Scientology processing — also called "auditing" — is the method for helping a 
person reduce his reaotive behaviour and increase analytical behaviour. An "auditor" 
is one who listens. A person being audited is called a "preolear" (one who is work¬ 
ing toward clearing his aberrations). An auditing session is a precise period of 
time during whioh the auditor listens to the preolear’s ideas about himself. Pro¬ 
fessional auditing sessions are given by trained auditors (governed by ethical codes 
and teohnioal skill) who direct the preolear's attention to areas to be examined* 
which will most benefit the preolear. 

There are many forms of reaotive behaviour* Uncontrollable anger, despondency, ex¬ 
cessive fear* oritioalness* indecision* etc. Anything we’ve done for whioh we feel 
regret or shame was done reaotively* or the resulting emotion was a reaotive one. 

There is no need for a Scientologist to hide or suppress such feelings. Auditing 
helps a person look at* understand and erase the reaotive parts of his life whioh 
have been hidden by pain or emotion. He can then feel RIGHT again. He can become 
a warm, happy* alive person whom others will enjoy as a friend. 


What la the Praotloal part? 


Practical Soientology consists of a series of preoise exercises (called TRs or Train¬ 
ing Drills) whioh teaoh the important fundamentals of good communication., These will 
help a person improve his communication with others* both understanding and being 
understood. They can help one beoome more observant. They oan help a shy person 
become more poised and confident. They oan help a oompulsive talker get his com¬ 
munication under better control. They oan help anyone become more able to control 
his own body and his reactive mind. The training drills also teaoh you how to help 
others with their problems.

These courses are fun, easy 
introductions to Soientology. They give the beginner a few tools whioh can be ap¬ 
plied immediately to his life. 

The PE Course will help you understand people better than before} a study of the 
Emotional Tone Soale makes it possible to predict the behaviour of people; you will 
learn why some people depress you and others are exciting and interesting. You will 
learn how to accomplish things and handle time more efficiently. You will learn that 
people can change — for the better. 

The Communication Course ia the beginner's introduction to the Practical Exeroises 
mentioned above. 

After these oourses, one may begin processing. This is available in group oo-audits, 
in which the members help eaoh other under the guidance of a trained professional 
auditor. Private auditing from a professional is also available in 25-hour inten- 
s ives. 

What are SoientologistB like? 

Generally, you’ll find that they have higher I.Q.s, more understanding, and good 
health; they’re interesting, fun people to know. 

Soientology is all embracing. There are no age limits, no status or educational re¬ 
quirements. You’ll find the young (they "dig" us), the old (they get younger). 

You'll meet the corporation president, the mail clerk, the schoolteacher, the house¬ 
wife, the stockbroker, the artist, the engineer. You may see the protestant, the 
oatholio, the jew, the atheist and the agnostic. Soientology attraots people with 
ouriosity, the ones who are seeking self-improvement and a better life, the ones who 
haven't given up hope.

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HCO POLICY LETTER OF FEBRUARY 13, 1964 


CLASSIFICATION 


There has been a very wide response to my request 
for your opinions and suggestions on the HCO Policy Letter of 
November 26, 1963, Certificate and Classification Changes. 

I am glad to say that the basic principle of classifi¬ 
cation of auditors and preclears has been almost universally 
accepted, and mostly with enthusiasm. The scheme will 
therefore go into operation as outlined. 

Some objections have been made on the grounds that 
certain auditors, or certain preclears, might be prevented 
from progressing further in Scientology. Such individual 
problems can be ironed out. The purpose of the policy is to 
enable everyone to progress through the levels in an orderly 
fashion and to ensure that many more individuals have the 
opportunity to reach O. T. < 

I hope that most of your immediate objections will 
be removed by HCO Policy Letter of February 5, 1964, 
Founding Scientologist Certificate.* This implements the 
"Old Timers Clause" which appeared in the original Policy 
Letter. By sending in your application you will have the 
right to processing (or auditing if you are qualified) up to 
Class IV. 

Thank you for your help in the past. You can help 
in the future, too.

THE TRUE STORY OF SCIENTOLOGY 


The true story of Scientology is simple, concise and direct. 
It is quickly told: 

(1) A Doctor of Philosophy developed a philosophy 
about life and death; 

(2) People find it interesting; 

(3) People find it works; 

(4) People pass it along to others; 

(5) It grows. 

When we examine this extremely accurate and very brief 
account we see that there must be amongst us some very dis¬ 
turbing elements for anything else to be believed about Scien¬ 
tology. 

These disturbing elements are the Merchants of Chaos. 
They deal in confusion and upset. Their daily bread is made 
by creating chaos. If chaos were to lessen, so would their 


The politician, the reporter, the medico, the drug manu¬ 
facturer, the militarist and arms manufacturer, the police and 
the undertaker, to name the leaders of the list, fatten only 
upon "the dangerous environment". Even individuals and 
family members can be Merchants of Chaos. 

It is to their interest to make the environment seem as 
threatening as possible for only then can they profit. Their 
incomes, force and power rise in direct ratio to the amount 
of threat they can inject into the surroundings of the people. 
With that threat they can extort revenue, appropriations, 
heightened circulations and recompense without question. 

These are the Merchants of Chaos. If they did not generate 
it and buy it and sell it, they would, they suppose, be poor. 

For instance, we speak loosely of "good press". Is there 
any such thing today? Look over a newspaper. Is there any¬ 
thing good on the front page? Rather there is murder and sud¬ 
den death, disagreement and catastrophe. And even that, bad 
as it is, is sensationalized to make it seem worse. 
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This is the cold blooded manufacture of "a dangerous envir¬ 
onment". People do not need this news and if they did they need 
the facts, not the upset. But if you hit a person hard enough he 
can be made to give up money. That's the basic formula of ex¬ 
tortion. That's the way papers are sold. The impact makes 
them stick. 

A paper has to have chaos and confusion. A "news story"has 
to have "conflict" they say. So there is no good press. There is 
only bad press about everything. To yearn for "good press" is 
foolhardy in a society where the Merchants of Chaos reign. 

Look what has to be done to the true story of Scientology in 
order to "make it a news story" by modern press standards. 
Conflict must be injected where there is none. Therefore the 
press has to dream up upset and conflict. 

Let us take the first line. How does one make conflict out of 
it? "(1) A Doctor of Philosophy develops a philosophy about 
life and death. " 

The Chaos Merchant has to inject one of several possible con¬ 
flicts here: He is not a doctor of philosophy, they have to assert. 
They are never quite bold enough to say it is not a philosophy. But 
they can and do go on endlessly, as their purpose compels them, 
in an effort to invalidate the identity of the person developing it. 

In actual fact, the developer of the philosophy was very well 
grounded in academic subjects and the humanities, probably bet¬ 
ter grounded in formal philosophy alone than teachers of philo¬ 
sophy in universities. 

The one man effort iB incredible in terms of study and re¬ 
search hours and is a record never approached in living mem¬ 
ory but this would not be considered newsworthy. To write 
the simple fact that a doctor of philosophy had developed a 
philosophy is not newspaper type news and it would not disturb 
the environment. Hence the elaborate news fictions about No. 

1 above. 

Then take the second part of the true story. "People find 
it interesting. " It would be very odd if they didn't, as every¬ 
one asks these questions of himself and looks for the answers 
to his own beingness, and the basic truth of the answers is 
observable in the conclusions of Scientology. 

However, to make this "news" it has to be made disturbing. 
People are painted as kidnapped or hypnotized and dragged as 
unwilling'victims up to read the books or listen. 

The Chaos Merchant leaves No. 3 very thoroughly alone. 

It is dangerous ground for him. "People find it works. " No 
hint of workability wouldever be attached to Scientology by 
the press, although there is no doubt in the press mind that 
it doe3 work. That's why it's dangerous. It calms the envir¬ 
onment. So any time spent trying to convince press Scientolo¬ 
gy works is time spent upsetting a reporter. 
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On N {4) People pass it along to others", press feels betray¬ 
ed. Nobody should believe anything they don't read in the pap¬ 
ers. How dare a word of mouth exist? So to try to stop people 

from listening the Chaos Merchant has to use words like "cult".,_ 

That's a closed group. And they have to attack organizations ON 
and their people to try to keep people out of Scientology.

Now as for "(5) It grows", we have the true objection. 

As truth goes forward, lies die. The slaughter of lies is 
an act that takes bread from the mouth of a Chaos Merchant. 
Unless he can lie with wild abandon about how bad it ail is, he 
thinks he will starve. 

The world simply must not be a better place according to 
the Chaos Merchant. If people were less disturbed, less 
beaten down by their environments, there would be no new 
appropriations for police and armies and big rockets and 
there'd be not even pennies for a screaming sensational press. 

So long as politicians move upward on scandal, police get 
more pay for more crime, medicos get fatter on more sick¬ 
ness, there will be merchants of chaos. They're paid for it. 

And their threat is the simple story of Scientology. For 
that is the true story. And behind its progress there is a 
calmer environment in which a man can live and feel better. 

If you don’t believe it, just stop reading newspapers for two 
weeks and see if you feel better. Suppose you had all such 
disturbances handled? 

The pity of it is, of course, that even the Merchant of 
Chaos needs us, not to get fatter but just to live himself as a 
being. 

So the true story of Scientology is a simple story. 

And too true to be turned aside.

FOUNDING SCIENTOLOGIST 
CERTIFICATE 

You have been with me, most of you, for many years. 

I appreciate that fact. I have been glad of your company and 
indeed could not have progressed without your support. 

Now that research is complete a brand new dissemina¬ 
tion programme is going on. There will be lots and lots of new 
faces. They will be welcome. 

However, 1 want to be able to specially signify that 
you were in there with me in the beginning years prior to 1964. 

Further, 1 want you to have the right to use all pro¬ 
cesses up to Class IV if you were trained before 1964 and want 
you to have the right to be audited on everything up to and in¬ 
cluding Class IV if you were not. This is the Old Timers 
Clause of HCO Policy Letter of November 26, 1963, at work. 

If you were with Scientology before 1964 you were an 
old timer, a Founding Scientologist. If you are to have the 
right to be processed on everything up to and including Class IV 
you will make out the enclosed application and send it to me at 
Saint Hill. Trained or not, if you were with me before 1964 
you can apply. 

If you know any other old timers, Dianeticists et al, 
tell them just to copy the application and send it in. They can't 
be audited above their class without this certificate without 
chancing an investigation.

This 
is used for administration and research, and is supposed to 
but does not cover the cost of bulletins, cables, staff salaries, 
and the expenses of Scientology headquarters. LRH does not 
receive this 10%. Reference Palmer & Co., 205, Chingford 
Mount Road, Chingford, London E. 4. , Chartered Accountants, 
and the books of HASI and its HCO Division worldwide. All 
student fees of the Saint Hill Course and contributions are like¬ 
wise deposited to HASI Accounts as above and are used in 
operating expenses and are not received by LRH. 

LRH has his own personal income. Organizations pay • 
his expenses when travelling and some research expenses. 
Organizations currently owe LRH considerable sums of money 
loaned to them by LRH - Johannesburg over £3, 000, London 
£ 7, 000, etc. 

LRH paid all the original costs of research out of his 
own pocket. The royalties of the first book, DMSMH, were all 
given to the first foundations. LRH owns Saint Hill as his own 
home, paying for it with his own monies received from the 
sales of a Virginia property and a yacht he owned. He receives 
no rent for Saint Hill partial use by HCO Division of HASI or 
the Saint Hill Course. 

There would be nothing wrong if LRH did make money 
from Scientology as Scientologists are perfectly willing to pay 
him for his services in administration and research. Boards 
and officers often express the hope of paying Ron book royalties 
and sums for good will and amounts loaned and LRH would be 
perfectly willing to accept them. LRH in some Orgs has drawn 
a nominal salary in the past as Co-rordinator of Research and 
it has been well earned but he has drawn no pay for the past 
several years until lately when £25 a week was given him for 
his out of pocket expenses. 

O RGANIZATIONS 

The early Dianetic Organizations were formed and 
controlled by boards of directors and in early 1952 failed. They 
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| were not under LRH control and direction, their press and pub- 

t lie relations were mishandled by these boards. To the late Joe 

| Winter M.D. , an original board member, we owe the stress on 

Y psychosomatic medicine. "70% of all ills are psycho-somatic, 

; Dianetics can cure them" was Winter's and these handouts were 

■ written by Winter. To the first publisher we owe "any two can 

| do it by one reading of this book". 

; In 1952 in Arizona, LRH started the first Scientology 

Organizations and these, under, his continued direction, have 
had a consistent and enviable record of forward advance until 
| they now cover the major areas of the world except Communist 

i areas, and bids are now being made by these for our help, 

i The record of advance and growth under LRH direc¬ 

tion and the able service of those he has appointed mark some¬ 
thing like a record. Any International firm would have paid 
$125, 000 a year to a general-manager who could have dupli¬ 
cated this feat. 

Organizations are being made separate and autono¬ 
mous as rapidly as possible with LRH serving on each board. 

LR'H does not own Scientology Organizations. He does 
however retain ownership of all copyrights and trade marks and 
registered marks so as to ensure their proper and ethical use. 

PRESS 

The bad handling of early Dianetic press has caused 
an inheritance of bad press. This tide is however gradually 
' shifting. 

It is notable that all press is based on American Com¬ 
munist and AMA inspired attacks and not once in 13 years had 
any member of the American press ever personally interviewed 
LRH. These stories, then, were all written without interview¬ 
ing Ron, an important point. This record was recently broken 
by a large U.S. magazine (The Saturday Evening Post) sending 
its star writer to interview LRH at Saint Hill. '".v'iaW"' '

You often hear slurs on LRH "lack of degrees". ‘•'•LiRH 
was trained in mathematics and science at George Washington 
University, in government at Princeton and was : given his .doc¬ 
tor of philosophy degree by Sequoia University in California.'

There are several million Scientologists in the world 
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today. Closer estimate is impossible due to its constant 
growth and loose structure. 


SCIENTOLOGY AS A RELIGION 

HASI was incorporated as a Religious Fellowship in 
1952, two years before there were any discussions about 
churches or ministers. 

Philosophy dealing with the individual as a spirit is 
normally classed as a religion. The same type of material 
as Scientology was attempted about 2, 500 years ago by one 
Gautama Siddhartha and became the world's oldest civilized 
religion, known as Buddhism. Laws of life, exteriorization 
and other materials of Buddhism are similar to Scientology. 
Scientology, however, is able to achieve results even in early 
stages that Buddhism could not. This does not make Sciento¬ 
logy Buddhism but it does place it firmly in the area of reli¬ 
gion. 

Theosophy, organized as a body of knowledge simi¬ 
lar in text to Scientology has been declared a religion by U.S, 
Federal Courts. 

Scientology is therefore a religion. The only question 
was whether or not its organizations should be formal churches 
and auditors ministers. Some Scientology Organizations have 
become Churches, some as in Australia have remained simply 
religious fellowships. There has never been any serious ques¬ 
tion of Scientology being a religion since by definition knowledge 
ans study of man as a spiritual, rather than an animal, being is 
of course religious. 

That Scientology organizations "use religion for tax 
purposes" is quite false as the majority of the organizations, 
while religious, do not enjoy tax exemption and pay their 
taxes. So the argument has no point. 

WORKABILITY AND ETHICS 

Scientology is the only activity on Earth that dares 
practice the following ethical code: 

If a person believes he has not been helped his money 
should be refunded to him promptly and in full. 

This now applies to training as well as processing. 

All auditors and organizations are bound by it. 

Instead of letting somebody worry you about whether 
or not Scientology works, you would do better to point out this 
clause of our operational code. Nothing that didn't work would 
dare offer that. Not comparing Scientology to healing, but if 
medicine or psychiatry were to bind themselves with that 
clause they would go broke within a year. 

Scientology works. It works, however, only as well 
as the auditor is trained and the pc understands. These, not 
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the technology, are the only limiting factors in Scientology re¬ 
sults today. 


This information letter so far, has been mainly devo¬ 
ted to what Scientology isn't. This makes it Scientology Zero. 

It only refutes what various hostile elements to the society as 
well as to us choose to accuse Scientology of - a money making V - 1 

fraud that means to overthrow all the poor Communists and ‘ r - 

take food from the overfilled stomachs of the Medical Doctors 
and drug manufacturers. 

But Scientology survives all that very well because of 
the following reasons: 

L. RON HUBBARD 

If anything were really wrong with L. Ron Hubbard, 
his past, his income, his mind or his work, hostile elements 
would long since have swept him away. But he has survived 
13 years of constant hammering. During that time he has 
carried his jobs of research, administration and dissemina¬ 
tion to success in all three fields. The task and scope of ad¬ 
ministration alone would have been full time for any execu¬ 
tive director of any large organization and so stellar is this 
record that probably many international corporations would 
hire him on the spot for $125, 000 a year. In dissemination 
since 1950 he has given close to 30 million words of lectures 
bn Scientology and has written tens of thousands of pages of 
bulletins and books. In research, he has investigated areas 
never before approached by Man and has spread out a whole 
frontier of new knowledge and achieved conditions and states 
of existence not approached by any other researcher or philo¬ 
sopher in Earth's history. 

It takes more than a few ill-natured cracks about in¬ 
come or degrees to knock away any portion of these actual 
achievements. They have never been topped and now in the 
field of research they can't be. 

He was clear before 1962 and is now, at this writing, 
four goals down from present time tqward O. T. , Scientology's 
highest state. 

He badly wants a vacation and some time to do the

His last vacation was a boat trip to a U.S. Congress 
in 1962.

In short, he was not stopped in his principal endeavor - 
research - by any hostile attempt or distraction in the past 
33 years, with their wars, upsets and confusions. 

SCIENTOLOGY STAFFS 

Headquarters, Central Organizations, City Office and 
field staffs and auditors have contributed more than their share 
of loyal and devoted service to LRH and Scientology in the past 
13 years and the story of almost any one of these people is 
itself a matter for legend. What they have gone through, and 
what they have done and sacrificed to make Scientology come 
to fruition as a subject and a world wide organization ranks 
among the great stories of history. 

It is they who carried the guidon, took the personal 
shocks of hostile reception, achieved the results, planted 
the standard all over the world and kept things going onward 
and upward. Few fell, few strayed but even these had contribu¬ 
ted their best. 

It was through their efforts that the public stayed 
interested, that the technology remained pure, that funds came 
in to handle research and administration. To them belongs 
the glory of ultimate success for they carry on. Humanity 
and future Scientology owes them a debt that can never be re¬ 
paid, These were and are good people, the best that Earth 
ever had. 

They work for little, they work hard. They do their 
jobs and not even their name in lights is there to help. Across 
the world they generate the high headed, confident elan that 
has made Scientology win through. 

A suitable designation and award is now being worked 
out for all these people. 

SCIENTOLOGY'S MISSION 

The basic mission of Scientology is to give Man wis¬ 
dom and freedom. 

This is a civilizing mission, but it is also one of 
individual freedom. 

Men are prisoners of themselves and only truth can 
set them free. 

If all men were sane then Society would be sane. 

If you, the individual, knew the truth and were 
processed toward the truth, you would be free. Only lies 
degrade you. This is the lesson of Scientology. 

It is impossible to combat this mission and so we 
seldom confront the opposition or take it seriously. The 
opposition deals with days where we deal with eternity. A 
thousand years from now Scientology will be a bright new 
.1 name when anything now governed will have vanished from 

j the role of nations. 
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No organization which can achieve individual immor¬ 
tality ever worries much about momentary hostility. And 
individual immortality is net only in our grasp but is now 
being achieved. 

But a civilizing mission perforce finds itself in a 
barbarism and like barbarians the wild and unimformed 
fight back. You can't civilize some one without getting (r- 

scratched now and then. ' ^ 

Scientology will someday be acknowledged as one of s/-. 
the great efforts to civilize Earth, along with Buddhism and 
other such movements. Indeed it will have a higher reputa- • 
tion than that. But in its beginning - now - it knows hostil¬ 
ity and baffles the slavemasters. 

FUTURE PLANNING 

It is the full intention of Scientology to shift emphasis 
from the taking of fees for processing to teaching and letting 
individuals process amongst themselves with our help to the 
levels to which they are trained. All qualified auditors will 
be granted training rights to the Level of Hubbard Apprentic-e 
Scientologist and Classes Zero and One, It will be found that 
cases respond best to the levels to which they have been 
trained. It is certainly more economical to be trained and to 
co-audit with auditors of the same class. And technically it 
will be found generally true that cases require a level of un¬ 
derstanding comparable to the level on which they are being 
processed. The highest levels of today's processes require 
full technical training at those levels before the person as a 
preclear can hope to achieve them. This is technical fact and 
it holds for all classes, if to a lesser degree. Considerable 
research has revealed that nobody not trained to O. T. process 
levels will be able to cope with the auditing, if only because 
no high level case analysis can be done. 

Therefore we are looking at a new era, an era of 
training and co-auditing where the rule will be "No Auditor 
may be audited outside his class or on processes above his 
Class". "All Certified Auditors may train to levels Zero 
and One and certify and class at those levels. " 

All materials of the past years are being charted by 
class for immediate release, all texts are to follow this plan. 

Income for auditors and organizations will be shifted 
gradually away from processing income over to training in¬ 
come. All auditors should consider themselves auditors and 
instructors. While none will frown at a private auditor pro¬ 
cessing for a fee, it will be expected that he or she more and 
more devote time to training. 

This charts the new person through all the way, step 
by step to O. T. and, frankly, is the only way anyone can make 
it with security and minimal upset and the best way to keep 
the bridge open. While it may take some years for them to 
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achieve O. T., they still have the bridge open all the way and 
I] their cost will be only a fraction of what it might be. 

Now that the skills for O. T. are achieved they are 
found to be very precise. The untrained will fall by the way- 
side. They just can't do the highest level processes without 
< long case preparation, and full training. But despite this, 
j the way is still open and can be travelled. 

Stability is such that no significant process develop- 
: ment has now occurred for almost three months. And skills 

} for each level now exist in a final form. In short the whole 

road has been opened and how it can be travelled best can be 
planned with complete security. 

I Scientology finds itself at that happy state of having 

achieved the technical completion and results always hoped 
for, and a reality level of processes that can be applied to 
; every case. 

Thus we are indeed planning our future, solidly and 
with confidence, having emerged from thirteen years of trying 
and hard trials. Ours is the bid for eternity that succeeded.

I have just read the "article" in the Saturday Evening Post 
on "Scientology". 

THE MINUS SIDE 

Here we find all the old saws, the standard propaganda line 
of the world of Authority. 

This ^'article" is a rather clumsy effort to discredit the 
leader of a movement by direct personal attack. 

This is in actual fact assassination of character. They cannot 
simply shoot one - for that makes a martyr. So they assassin¬ 
ate one's character. 

By misquotes and inferences, statements out of context and 
avoiding all actual values, they seek to kill confidence and there¬ 
fore the movement. 

But the charges are very old hat indeed. We have been see¬ 
ing the same things for 14 years. Same lies. "They're only 
interested in money. " It's all ridiculous. " "Authority disap¬ 
proves, " "Not recognized. " "No degrees. " 

There are only a few things that support the world of Author¬ 
ity. The propaganda runs: "Medicine is selfless." "It is 
authority. " "It is recognized. " "They have degrees. " 

That authority drains some huge percent of national income, 
that they often kill, that the public is not sold on doctors and 
that degrees do not make results are all true but never mention¬ 
ed by such conservative magazines. 

So such an article is based on a false premise - that somebody 
has it all comfortably in hand and that all newcomers are false 
interlopers. 

Such articles are vital to maintaining the monopoly or Author¬ 
ity- 

By seeking to discredit the person at the head of the movement 
and not the work itself, such an article avoids the delicate fact 
that the work might be valuable. 

So the minus side of the article is mainly that I have been 
attacked personally and Scientology has been ridiculed. 

That Phelan and the Post opened themselves to a big libel 
suit in uttering such lies shows how far they are willing to go - 
which is pretty far. The medical-government monopoly is worth 
over 5 billion dollars per annum internationally. It would do 

anything to protect itself, even earn a half a million libel suit. 

' 
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The article was published when it was and said what it said 
to help the U. S. Government in its suit on E-Meters. It was held 
for some time to co-ordinate with the government attack. 

In England and elsewhere newspapers are restrained fro ™ m ' 
fluencing'trials but in the U. S. the government encourages the 
practice. 

THE PLUS SIDE 

The article could not avoid certain revelations: 

(1) That Scientology is huge. 

(2) That it is successful. 

(3) That it is efficient. 

(4) That it is growing. 

These facts were made very plain and a great many people 

will see them. . 

The article got the word SCIENTOLOGY spelled right and 

spread around. , 

The article gave points of great mental interest to people an 

will start some thinking. 

It did not demonstrate that Scientology didn't work. 

It got the data about I. Q. rise solidly presented. 

But above all it was too savage. The datum about its growth 
does not compare with the datum of how bad it is. This brings 
about disbelief. 

People are prone to believe that things which are fought must 
be suffering an injustice. The underdog complex will make 
many people turn against the Post's opinion. The Post notorious¬ 
ly stands for Authority. The article, then, will bring a question 
into many people's minds and will swing many others over to our 
side* 

In this article, it is of interest to note that the Scientologist 
is no longer portrayed as a peaceful person. He is character¬ 
ized as threatening and violent. 

Peaceful movements get very badly mauled as history shows. 

• So it is not bad to be considered dicey to fool with. 

But this invention of the violent Scientologist is a new lie we 
will see more of, no doubt. 


SUMMARY

The article shows we are not only alive but that we are grow-

It shows there is money. Therefore it shows success. 
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It is mainly an attack on me personally, and Scientologists 
are used to defending that.

CLASSIFICATION 


HCO Policy Letter of February 23, 1964 


The final shape of Classification Policy, now that 
opinions are in, some of them belated, is as follows: 

Auditors will be classified from I to VI as in the 
original issue. 

In response to numerous field requests, the original 
issue is changed as follows: 

Preclears will be separately classified, Levels I to 
VI. Classification will be on the basis of processes 
flattened. Each level will have certain basic process¬ 
es to be accomplished. Preclear Classification will 
not be by certificate but by a specific log book issued 
to the preclear and signed by his auditor as each pro¬ 
cess is flattened and a level completed. Technology 
now permits this to be effective and it will prevent case 
failures. 

The same log book will be issued to auditors and 
they too must attain their own preclear level to com¬ 
pare with certificate. Certificates and current classes 
to be valid until 1 July 1965. 

Classification of auditors and preclears effective 
date is extended to 15 April, 1965. The processing log 
books will be issued before that date. 

The log book also applies to Co-Audits. 

Founding Scientologist Certificate issues are going 
forward, allowing up to Class IV for trained auditors 
and Class IV for preclears. The actual certificate 
must be possessed by the individual to be in effect. 

Fact of having been a Scientologist or Dianeticist for 
years gives no dispensation unless the Founding Scien¬ 
tologist Certificate is in hand. 


i 
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HGCs and Saint Hill trained auditors may issue spe¬ 
cial dispensation to HGC preclears and their own per 
sonal preclears to temporarily raise their preclear 
class during certain phases of processing. 

Effective 1 June 1968 field centres duly established 
with Saint Hill graduates may train to levels as high as 
IV and are permitted effective 15 April 1964 to train to 
HAS Class I and HQS Class II. On 1 June 1968 Central 
Orgs will be permitted to train to Classes V & VI, 
which until that date will only be taught at Saint Hill. 

Otherwise the basic policy letter is unchanged. A 
summary issue will be prepared and released. 

This policy has been formulated with the consulta¬ 
tion and majority agreement of organizations and field 
auditors all over the world and is final. 

The effective date is now 15 April 1965.

If you want training, but 
have no time to co-audit afterwards, you are free to choose 
auditing in the HGC instead. If you do not wish, or cannot man¬ 
age to have training, you are still free to have auditing in the 
HGC. 

Training is not a prerequisite for auditing, and there is no 
qualification required of anyone coming in to the HGC. Or 
rather, there is one: that you should want to be audited. That 
is all we ask. For Scientology and the HGC are here to help you 
do the things you want to do . 




Are You Using Your Full Potential? 


Do you realize that mankind is only using one tenth of his 
potential ability?

To illustrate a bit more, let us examine what we harvest 
from our lofty I.Q. position of 110, which isn't hard to do.

Now let's look at what we are doing about it. 

Psychologists and psychiatrists, and the study of, con¬ 
centrate solely on the "sub-average" (i. e. the sub-average of 
the average 110 I. Q.). The methods they use? Another beau¬ 
tiful example of an average society: shock treatment, loboto- 
mies, drugs, hypnosis, etc. And even if they succeed after 
all this, which is seldom, what to they have? One more join¬ 
ing the ranks of the vast majority which itself is very SUB- 
normal. 


The medical profession concentrates upon curing the 
BODY manifestations of a sub-normal mankind, which are bad, / > 
and will continue to be bad as long as they sit at 110 on the 
scale of ability. 

Government is a joke, because what do we have? Average 
People, elected by. the majority (which are average) attempting 
to govern the average with laws dreamed up and passed by the 
average! Funny, isn't it? Or is it the opposite, very , very 
sad? ? 

The Churches (currently being thrown out of country after 
country by the communists) come the closest by attempting to 
improve man's potential spiritual ability, but are sadly held 
back by a very real barrier of no workable way to do it. It is 
well and good for a minister to tell his parishioners to be good, 
to not kill, steal, commit adultery, lie, etc, but if the person 
is lacking in the ability to carry these things out, and cannot 
comprehend a higher realm of understanding, how is he to do it? 
Sadly enough, he and the minister only get losses, and are then 
accused of hypocricy by others who are having the same prob¬ 
lem. 

Educators are attempting to bring up students* ability by 
pouring into average students the better works of "average" (or 
slightly above) creators. What can we hope for at best? The 
students and educators cannot do better thanwhat they are cur¬ 
rently able to do. They can read from now to kingdom come 
and will only become aware of other average (or a bit better) 
realities and then stop. 

I do not have to go into the means that these various insti¬ 
tutions and the people in them use to go about their tasks, for 
it should be obvious to all now that tools used by average people 
can only be average and cannot succeed in taking themselves 
or the people they are attempting to help above that average! 
Unless, of course, the person they are dealing with already is 
using more of his ability than the average! 

What happens to this extraordinary person? Let's look at 
it for a moment and see just what he is to expect if he is unlucky 
enough to land in a society far below his ability level. Just to 
make it real, let's take it from what has happened to others like 
him who have come here before and cared enough to bother with 
this insane society. Dr. Einstein, ostracised; Ghandi, mur¬ 
dered; Kennedy, murdered; Harvey, an eminent physician of 
the day.'would rather be wrong with Galen than right with Har¬ 
vey'; Leonardo da Vinci, ridiculed except that he successfully 
hid his findings from the average; Alexander Graham Bell, rid¬ 
iculed; and a current one, Dr. L. Ron Hubbard, ridiculed, slan 
dered (his only sin being that he has created a science to help 
mankind out of this muddle!). 

Well, we did it, all of us, and we ARE doing it now. What 
are we going to do about it? 



There is a current group on earth today who are above 
average and care enough to submit themselves to persecution, 
slander and ridicule, to help mankind. They are the Scientolo¬ 
gists. They have at their disposal a science of spirit, created 
by an individual who has at his disposal several times as much 
ability as the "average" (his I. Q. cannot be registered by any 
.test createfd so far, but then how could it, since no one else 
is aware of the realm he's in to set up a test for it. 1 ) This 
science is devoted solely to increasing the ability of the current 
"average" and obtaining more and more of the Potential Ability 
available to all of us. 

It is the intention of Scientologists and Dr. Hubbard to 
have a sane .world and a sane YOU, and it is this means that is 
achieving it. We are getting results. Thousands of tests verify 
this in the form of I. Q. increases of many points, and is wit¬ 
nessed by the increased ability, happiness and well being of 
those who have taken advantage of this science.

SCIENTOLOGY BOOKS CAN BE BOUGHT AT THE CONGRESS. 
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TYPES OF PEOPLE 

by L. Ron Hubbard 


Completing research on the highest levels of clearing now 
being taught as the upper course at Saint Hill, Class VI, O.T., 

I made a very fundamental discovery about Man and Life that 
I'd like you to know about. 

You probably have speculated on this many times - are 
there two kinds of people: good people and bad people? Soci¬ 
ety is more or less organized on the basis that there are. And 
certainly one sees that some are successful and some aren't, 

• some are good to know and some aren't. 

Even in modern TV fiction one has the cowboys in the white 
hats and the cowboys in the black hats; indeed one probably 
couldn't have stories at all to Man's way of thinking unless 
there were heroes and ogres. And even fiction is rigged as a 
moral lesson in good and bad people. 

Philosophers long before Greece pondered moral conduct 
in terms of good and bad. And Diogenes was looking for an 
honest man, implying some weren't. 

More recent speculation in the 19th Century terms all men 
evil unless forced to be good. 

Some schools of thought tried to avoid the point by saying 
early childhood formed character. Yet other schools maintain¬ 
ed Man would always be evil unless personally threatened, 
which gives us the presence of police in the society. But even 
police sometimes work on the idea that there are good and bad 
people. 

From all this one could judge that Man had a problem about 
whether people are good or bad, 

Probably at this minute you could think of some examples of 
good people and bad people. You know those who rave and gnaw 
at the rug at the very thought of Scientology helping anyone, so 
therefore there must be people of evil intention toward their 
fellows. 

And there are. 

The research results you would be interested in show clear¬ 
ly that there are two types of behaviour - that calculated to be 
constructive and that calculated to be disastrous. 

These are the two dominant behaviour patterns. There are 
people then who are trying to build things up and others who 
are trying to tear things down. 

And there are no other types. Actually there aren't even 
shades of grey. 

The disaster type can be repressed into inactivity (and ill— 

: ness) and the constructive type can also be repressed (and made 

ill). 
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Thus there are two basic actions, each with many other sub¬ 
sidiary actions. 

There is also a cyclic or combined type who is alternately 
constructive and disastrous. 

So there are cowboys in white hats and cowboys in black hats. 
And the cowboys in the grey hats are too sick to be in the game. 

One. scholarly chap (a very sick fellow) hopefully told me 
once that there were no true villians, no purely evil people. He 
was whistling past the graveyard. There may not be evil people, 
but there are people currently devoted to doing evil actions. 

All such conduct is apparent and dominant. We see such 
people all the time. We just don't want to see them. 

The underlying reasons for this are, in the absence of pro¬ 
cessing, fixed and unchangeable in any one lifetime. 

As Man knows a man only in one lifetime, the basic cause 
or changes have not been observed. Thus to all practical pur¬ 
poses for Man, some are good and some are evil. And. if we 
didn't have Scientology it would not only not be observed but 
couldn't ever be changed. 

That this condition exists - that half are good and half are 
bad according to their personalities - oddly enough does not 
alter basic Scientology concepts. It explains why certain per¬ 
sons appear to be evil and some appear to be good. 

Examining the actual goals of an individual shows us why. 

About half the goals of any one individual are constructive, 
the remainder are destructive. 

It takes a being a very long time to live completely through 
the cycle of one goal, much less a series of goals. 

Therefore any one individual at any given long period of his 
existence is only fixated on disaster and at a subsequent long 
period is fixated only on being constructive. 

So the same being at different lifetimes is good and evil. 

Given a sudden overwhelming experience a "good person" 
may be shifted violently in his own goals pattern and become 
evil. And a "bad person", acted upon powerfully by life, will 
become good. But they also become sick. Their illness stems 
from being moved out of present time into past heavy energy 
patterns. It is no cure to so move them despite the assertions 
of 19th century mentalists and their shock "treatment". This 
shows why shock sometimes works and why changes of char¬ 
acter come about. And it also shows why such changes are 
accompanied by severe illness and early death. The person is 
thrown violently out of present time into a painful past. 

The problem is not a problem of sanity and insanity. It is a 
problem of disastrous motives and constructive motives and the 
degree to which either is suppressed. 

By suppressing the damaging motives of a being who is cur¬ 
rently inclined to disaster, one can make that being "behave". 


But by suppressing the constructive motives of a being current¬ 
ly inclined to constructiveness (as in the military) one can make 
that being "behave" also. But both will become physically ill, 
neurotic or insane in the absence of processing. 

So the same being in one long period is constructive and in 
the next long period disastrous. 

As Man measures time in small bits such as youth, old age 
or a lifetime, he could conceive of a being as only constructive 
or only disastrous. 

Fortunately for us, this also solves the ancient riddle that 
one cannot be granted power without also having good intentions. 
The only way final and powerful abilities can be returned to an 
individual is by ridding him of all these hidden compulsions, a 
task now accomplished at Level VI. 

This gives the Scientologist a useful insight into character. 

A sick being is one who has been bent upon violence and was 
suppressed, or one who was bent upon constructiveness and was 
suppressed. 

It also gives us a whole span of new processes for Level III 
called "Auditing by Lists", available in HGC s or from informed 
field auditors. This is quite in addition to what it does at Level 
VI. And it also tells us that no one with obsessive intentions 
will ever make it to the highest and most powerful levels with 
disastrous inclinations. 

But at the street level, with no processing involved, we have 
these two basic types - good and evil. 

And these subdivide into the good who couldn't be good and 
became sick, and the evil who couldn't be evil and became sick. 

But these facts are more than philosophic observations. They 
deliver to us understanding and more chance to be right about 
people. And they give us as well the wide open door to making 
people well at Level III. 

One cannot push research as I have done in the past year into 
the stratosphere without learning more at sea level also. And 
this is what has happened here. 

The basic travail of man is that he is divided into those who 
build and those who demolish, and in this conflict of intentions 
his fight, whichever side he is on, is always lost. 

Or was lost until Scientology came along. 
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IT'S TIME FOR A CONGRESS AGAIN 

It's the first big Congress since September 1962. It's the 
first time in nearly two years that large numbers of Ameri¬ 
can Scientologists will get together to brush up on the news 
and technology, to re-new old acquaintances and to make new 
friends.

In Washington and in Los Angeles, the same basic Congress 
will be given; some of the Seminar and other material may 
differ, but the basic Tape and Film Lecture program has been 
chosen by Ron especially for you to give you the most impor¬ 
tant current data. 

We wish we could announce that Ron will be here in person 
to talk to you. He won't be this time. He is far too busy put¬ 
ting the finishing touches on the upper reaches of O. T. pro¬ 
cessing' and working on producing a co-ordination of printed 
material to teach Scientology from the ground up.

4 A SCIENTOLOGY ASSIST 

The following is a report to Ron on a successful Assist given 
by Ruth Moran, HAS, Scientology-Vermont. 

Dear Rorr: 

Felt it was important to write you this report. 

It is truly wonderful to realize you're able to handle things 
you wouldn’t have been able to confront just a few years ago. 

Even when you've not had HCA Level training. I'm still a stu- 
dent of the books, so to speak, yet I had enough data and know¬ 
how to handle an injured child, the police, doctors and nurses 
for the biggest part of the weekend of May 16th. 

My self-confidence, understanding of the people involved, 
their tone levels, the rightness they were trying to effect, and 
my rising to the situation are all just another example of 
Scientology in action. The results speak for themselves. 

Friday morning, about 11:30 a, m. our youngest, Terrance 
Claude, two and a half years old, darted out in front of a car 
and was knocked down. He did not lose consciousness but did 
break his collar bone and cracked or broke four ribs all on his 
left si<)e. 

He and Kathleen had wandered about a block and a half from 
home. They had on other occasions traveled up that way to 
watch Ibe cars and see the sights. When Kathy came hollering 
down the street, I met her on the run. I raced to the intersec¬ 
tion. Terry was screaming, I took his hand in mine and in¬ 
formed him who I was and that 'Mother is here'. He knew me 
right away and his tone of scream changed almost immediately. 

I had him feeling my hand, noticing the doctor touching him as 
he checked for broken bones, and the ground he was lying on in 
front of the car that struck him. 

They lifted him into the police cruiser and we were off to 
the hospital, less than a mile away. I asked him if he knew 
what happened. He nodded and said, 'Yum" that he did. 1 in¬ 
formed him where we were, and what they were doing to his 
body. Through the X-ray room, getting a towel : dressing bound 
around him, the whole bit. He sobbed at times and cried out at 
others, but for the most part listened to what 1 was saying and 
nodded he understood my explanations and answered my ques¬ 
tions. The doctor was getting slightly disturbed at my rather 
nonsensical adult conversation with this tiny child, plus the fact 
that every time he'd bend over Terrance he'd bump heads with 
my steel curlers (as I'd just finished rolling my hair when Kathy 
called to me). 

Once in his room, I acknowledged every origination Terrance 
made, either verbally or with an attitude of ARC that seemed to 
be understood by him. They had given him some sort of sedative 
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to quiet him down a little. He slept fitfully for a few minutes at , 
a time. I'd run him when awake on: 'Feel the sheets', 'Feel ) 

the bedrail', 'See the wall', 'touch the rail with your foot', just 
anything that was handy. He came around and through it beau¬ 
tifully. Despite the sedative and the shock and all, he was right ' 
there inside his little slightly bumped head by 2:00 p. m. 

During this time the old man who had been driving the car 
came to the hospital. I was answering all the rather ridiculous 
questions they ask you at administration offices, when I heard 
the old fellow was there. I had learned that he was not a well 
man and had had a couple of heart attacks in the past. 

The man was really shaking. He didn't know what to say to 
me nor how to confront me. He didn't have any insurance, and 
had come by with his daughter-in-law to see how my son was. 

I put them at ease right away. I knelt on the floor beside 
him so as to get him to look at me, in the face, and I held his 
hand firmly. I had him put in the 'itsa' on the accident.. He 
re-ran the incident quite well, had a few grief and fear things 
to blow off, got a few tiny witholds off about the insurance, the 
old car, some minor accidents that happened years ago, and, 
most of all, got off most of the 'uncertainties' about being able 
to drive anymore, getting insurance, paying the bill, really hurt¬ 
ing Terry - and so forth. They were all sort of mish-mashed 
together. It took a little over twenty minutes or so, and his 
daughter-in-law just sat there listening, somewhat amazed at 
my calmness. 

Finally I asked him if he'd like to see Terrance. They con¬ 
fronted each other; they both had a little grief charge and then 
they sort of shook hands, and Terry smiled at him - sort of the: 
it's-OK-I-had-something-to-do-with-it type sheepish half grin. 
They both smiled. The old mart sighed a big mass-lifting sigh 
of relief, and left. 

Mike returned from Montpelier about 5 p. m. and when he 
got there he really did take over. Mike stayed with Terry both 
nights. He would sleep a few minutes at a time, wake up hurt¬ 
ing, or just hollering out. Mike says he was more or less re¬ 
running the incident as he'd screamed out much the way 1 had 
told Mike he had sounded at the accident. Bound up as he was, 
with one hand immobilized against his chest, trying to turn his 
body over caused pain. Mike would ask what happened. 'Me 
hurt', Terry would reply. 'Where?' 'Right dere' and he'd 
point with his good hand, Mike would run an assist until he was 
comfortable; they'd end the assist and Terry would go back to 
sleep. Mike ran 'Lie the body' and a couple of others with 
'intention' for 15 minutes or so at a time. Terry was getting 
brighter and brighter, and finally he decided, '1 take a nap', and 
did sleep until morning. 

The doctor, a stern-faced, rather non-communicative, med¬ 
icine is a very serious-mysterious business type, figured Terry 





would have to remain quiet and under observation for 3 to 5 
days. We worked with him. The years of being part of this 
Scientology home environment really showed their worth. Terry 
was a beautiful PC. He ran so smoothly, no hang-ups anywhere. 
He even communicated in his child's vocabulary all he could 
about the accident and what he had been doing. 

During Saturday's visit, 1 took over in the daytime hours. 

I re-arranged his room as he wanted to see outside. Together 
we watched the nearby hillside, the flowers, birds, the blue 
sky and the wind waving the bushes and trees outside. 

He'd tell me if he was 'tore' and 1 would run a little touch 
assist for a few minutes at a time, either 'Does it hurt here? ' 
(touching spots other than where he had pointed out as sore and 
occasionally touching that spot till the pain subsided, or was 
gone) on 'Feel my finger?'.- We have learned over the years 
that with kids, even before they can talk, one can run this type 
of questioning command and get a reply by a 'yum' or a nod of 
the head, or whatever the child uses to acknowledge they have 
felt your finger. The command is still a tone 40 intention, but 
requests a reply by the pc. It has worked well for us. 

During the day he would fly into a rage whenever the nurses 
would take his rectal temperature, the bloodpressure bit, pulse 
and blood test. I'd tell him what they were doing and try to ex¬ 
plain the reasons. He'd calm down some but wouldn't really 
relax again until they'd leave us alone. 

By 6:30 p. m. he was sitting up in bed against a stack of 
pillows. His bloodpressure, temperature, pulse and attitude 
was stable, and hadn't changed from shortly after 2 the after¬ 
noon before. The doctor appeared somewhat perturbed by the 
fact that he had not had a bowel-movement, although he was 
relieved to see no blood in his first urination. 

By 9:30 he was sitting on the regular hospital bed in the 
room for Mike and I to sleep on, and had played with his new 
little toys for a couple of hours, was laughing, eating like a 
little starved pig (havingness) and other than a few sore spots- 
(muscles) he was fine. 1 requested some rubbing linament;,at . 
Mike's request, and rubbed his legs and the bruised muscles) 
combining .with a couple of touch assists. His body no.longer * J ,, 
resisted'being touched and he was bright-eyed and clear talking. 

Mike got to the hospital about ten and Terry was asleep. 

We talked in the reception room for a few minutes and 1 filled 
him in on what happened that day. All of a sudden we cognited 
on the reason the nurses and doctor were apparently so con¬ 
cerned. These people are trained to understand that 'shock' is 
an unpredictable, unknowable, considerable force. They are 
trained In bones, muscles, stitches and the mechanics of body 
healing hut have no comprehension of how to handle 'shock' ex¬ 
cept to 'cope and hope'. They were all standing at parade-rest 
waiting for Terry to experience some evidence of shock. What 
they failed to realize is that we are experts in 'shock', that 
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through two-way communication Assists and ARC, I had pulled ' 
him through the shock period in the first two hours. We knew, 
and Terry knew, he'd been through it. They were still waiting ' vt 
for it to happen. Right then Mike opened up his attache case 1 

and offered two ABILITY'S, 154, 155 and Keith Gerry's book: f’O 

'Scientology: It's Contribution to Knowledge" for the hospital 
staff library. 

I had had to explain Scientology as a religion to a Seventh 
Day Adventist nurse the day before, when filling out the admis¬ 
sion card. They were aware that we were 'some new type re¬ 
ligion', and some had heard Mike on the radio, read his letter 
to the editors on 'The Dangerous Environment', and had heard of 
or read our news releases in the paper. So we were, to some 
degree 'real'. Now they were watching us in action and the re¬ 
sults were so obvious they had to stand somewhat in awe, or 
bring up all sorts of counter-postulates, counter-efforts, threats 
of harm to Terry, even the rules of the hospital, etc. Mike told 
them he was not only the child's father but also his minister, 
and that if they would just leave us alone and let us handle the 
boy everything would be all right, otherwise we were going to 
take him home. 

Things were better after that. 

Early Sunday morning after a pretty good night's sleep for 
all of us, Mike found a wheelchair and began wheeling Terry up 
and down the halls. He talked with tlie nurses, visitors, kids 
that had to wait in the reception room and the woman at the 
admission desk. 

; When I took over and Mike went home, I talked the nurses 
into, letting me take Terry in the wheelchair, out on the big ver¬ 
anda-type front porch. Over their warnings about pnuemonia, 
shock and too-soon, Terry and I had a ball out on the porch, up 
the elevator to the fourth floor solarium and all around the halls. 
Every now and then we'd play a Httle game, 'What's that?', and 
he'd tell me: the fire extinguisher, the elevator door, the book¬ 
case. Sometimes he'd touch them. His havingness was rising 
rapidly. 

Come suppertime, they wanted him to take his medicine; 
he refused. He wouldn't let them touch him, slapping at their 
hands. They set the food tray down and he pushed it on the 
floor. He wanted to go home, and he said, 'Me all better; me 
wanna go home'; I'd say. Okay, or, I know you do or somesuch, 
and he'd shout 'Right NOW, Mommie'. 1 was getting tired. I'd 
held up a long time, I guess, and I called Mike for moral sup¬ 
port. He arrived in a few minutes with the girls and Terry 
settled down. Mike and 1 called the doctor. 1 guess the reports 
had been forwarded along to him, as he said he'd be right up to 
see what the trouble was. Shortly he arrived. Terry didn't want 
him to touch him and screamed the loudest yet: 'Wanna go home 
right now I'. The doctor asked Mike if Terry was always this 
whiny. Mike told him no, but that it was obvious he didn't like 
it here in the hospital, and since we were doing everything 



preparing Terry’s'meals, and since he refused to take his med¬ 
icine, and since his temperature and bloodpressure and pulse 
were unchanged, Mike couldn't see what possible reason there j 

was to pay $18 a day to sleep in a room the child didn't seem to 
want to be in, even for a few minutes at a time. The doctor in 
a rather ' you are the most egotistical, psuedo-know-it-alls' j 

manner, dejectedly said: 'Go ahead and take him home'. 

In front of the doctor, I told Terry, 'See, the doctor says ; 

we can take you home'. He stopped crying right then and there 
and asked, 'Right now? ' We got him wrapped up quickly and 
as a car was not available, we walked. Mike carried Terrance, 
the girls skipping along beside us, and picking flowers as they 
went. ^ 

Mike had Terry feeling trees, pointing out things, noticing 
this and that and he was getting brighter and happier. Not even 
a trace pf a whimper or pout in his talk. At the accident scene 
we left the two fellas and walked on ahead. Mike and Terry were » 

there about five minutes. Terry told Mike how it happened. ! 

Pointed where. Blew through a grief thing, a little fear, and 
finally, reached a level of mild interest about the whole thing. 

When home for 15 minutes Terry had his bowel movement 
without any trouble. He explained he didn't like their 'cold 
poddy'. Mike had talked the whole thing over with Kathleen, 
who had been holding Terrance's hand when he suddenly darted 
into the street, two days before.. Together the two little ones 
talked and played together. We had some ice cream and put 
everybody to bed. Terrance slept through a comfortable night, 
he woke up twice, but went right back to sleep. Mike put a bed 
lamp in the room and Terrance was satisfied. 

Terrance was home and except for mending bones and a 
bound up wing, he was 'business as usual', in just 56 hours I 
The only ones who expressed any wonderment were those who 
are supposed to be experts in the field of the body! 

They are still wondering and shaking their heads. 

Mike took Terrance back for his first check-up. The doctor 
blinked 1 his eyes at the boy, and flunked Mike as a bandage wrap¬ 
per. The next week, 18 days after the incident they took X-rays. 
Terry’s ribs were all healed and mended together. The collar¬ 
bone waB more than 50% healed, and another week should find it * 

healed perfectly. Terry sleeps as before, is as 1 active as ever. 

He has been run on reach-and-withdraw (Touch the car with 
your hand. OK. Take your hand away from the car. OK.) on % 

the car he ran into. The older fellow will be getting a session 
or two from Mike (permissively repetitive middle rudiment 
buttons on the week prior to, and the time since the accident). 

All in all everybody has been pretty well cleaned up on the whole 
thing; all of us sleep well and have had no after or side effects. 
Terrance says he didn't think he was off the curb, and the way 
the tape measurers, etc., figured it out, it appears that the 
auto was close to the curb, and Terry just took a few 'teasing 


steps away from Kathy' and bumped into the car. \ 

Thus another subjective evaluation of our philosophy of life .' 
is recorded. I think the important difference, if there be but 
one, is that from the moment of first hearing of the incident, we 
(Mike, Carrie, Kathy and myself) KNEW that Terrance 'had 
something to do with it', and we handled him from the point of 
CAUSE, rather than sympathetically, and apathetically from the 
point of 'look what a horrible thing has happened to you. . .why?' 
or the EFFECT side. 

I want to conclude by saying how wonderful it is to have 
Scientology and you. I want to thank you for having taken all the 
pains, trials and errors, set-backs and government guff, all 
these years, and still having been strong enough to shine through 
so beautifully. You give everyone you touch a measure of your 
strength.

Dallas District has recently encountered an importation of the 
Mark IV E-Meter device consigned to a party who is apparently 
associated in the Founding Church of Scientology. This organization 
follows the teaching of a Mr. L. Ron Hubbard who beads the Hubbard 
Association of 'Scientology International. We know that there are 
probably/several!dozen similar devices which have been manufacturered 
domestically. ‘ We have not exercised FDA jurisdiction in this area 
because of the religious type affiliation claimed by the Scientology 
group. We have concluded, however, that we will not permit import¬ 
ation of this device‘because'"'there is every indication that the 
Scientology group practices some type of the healing arts, and the 
device is apparently a standard part of that practice. 

The information we have about the device indicates that it is of no 
medical or other significant value and we are taking the position 
that it is misbranded under 502 (f) (1). We are refusing entry of 
the device on this basis; we have concluded that it is worthless and 
no suitable labeling can be prepared for it. 

Any efforts at importation of the device through your district should 
be denied entry under 502 (f) (1).

According to Scientology '3 monthly publication "Ability", Issue #157, 
January 1964, the training program for auditors has been completely 
revised. This new system consists of eight grades or classifications 
and are taken each in a progressive order beginning with Class 0 and 
going through Class VU. Each class is instructed (or audited) by an 
f: auditor holding a particular certificate. For example, Classes 0 and I 

may be districted by an auditor holding a HQS (Hubbard Qualified Scientolo¬ 
gist) certificate or above. Classes 0 through IV can be completed at any 
Sciefttology Center in the USA but Classes V through VII can be graduated 
and awarded certificates only from Saint Hill, England. Before taking work 
In a higher category the student must have passed an examination and 
hold a certificate in the lower grade. Costs of courses are also 
graduated according to level - Class 0 costing $15.00; Class I, $30.00; 

HQS, $100.00; HCA, $220.00, etc. 



This revision resulted in a phone call from Rev. Vince Turner to my home 
on 2-18-64. I returned the call and Turner brought my attention to the' 1 
above, stating that he was starting an HAS (Hubbard Apprentice Scientolo¬ 
gist, Class 0) course at the Detroit Center and invited me to participate. 
Accordingly, I visited him at the center on 2-24-64 to get more information 
regarding this course.

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He told me that it would be a minimum of l8 hours, from 7 P.M. to 10 P.M. 
each Monday, Wednesday, and Friday evenings for two weeks and would cost 
$15*00. I told him that I was under the impression that my previous 
training should count for something and that I was afraid that if I took 
this course for an HAS certificate it would merely be a repeat of things 
already covered. He admitted that this would be true in some areas but 
went on to explain that previous training had been haphazard and that in 
some areas trainees had been pushed too rapidly, in other areas they had 
been found to be deficient and that this new program would eliminate this 
condition by requiring each trainee to possess a certificate ^signed by Ron") 
before being allowed to continue his training to the next level. I then 
asked him what the course would consist of and how many participants he 
would need to organize it. He said that he would need at least two, that 
during the course they would have to communicate with each other. He also 
told me that two subjects would be covered in the course. The first he 
described as "Listen Style" and the second as "Survival Danger.” He 
elaborated on the latter by telling me that one of the requirements would be 
not to read- a newspaper or listen to news broadcasts on TV or sadio for 
at least one week. After this period (and in conjunctbn with the training) 
one would be allowed to be exposed to news and at that time he would realize 
how much propaganda and fear one is exposed to through normal news media. 
When questioned about the use of the E-Meter during these courses he replied 
with it is not used during the Class 0 course but is used at higher levels. 
He did not specify at which one. 

I told Turner that I would consider taking this course but could not give 
him a definite answer at this time and that if I did participate it would 
not be until the middle cf March or April. 

I have been affiliated with Scientology for approximately one year to date 
and during this time this is the third "crash" program promulgated. It 
appears to me that this revision is another device to keep interest alive 
and/or a means of raising additional revenue.
